OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

For  the  Year  ended  December  31st,  1935. 


To  the  Chairman  a  nd  Members  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  forty-seventh  annual  report,  on  the 
health,  sanitary  conditions  and  circumstances  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Lancaster  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935,  which  includes  references  to  the  action  taken  in  the  County 
for  the  maintenance,  development  and  extension  of  public  health  work,  and  gives  the  vital  and 
mortality  statistics  for  the  year. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1492,  dated  18th  October,  1935,  directed  that  annual 
reports  of  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  year  1935  should  be  drawn  up  on 
similar  lines  to  those  of  the  preceding  year,  the  request  for  a  “  Survey  Report  ”  containing 
a  record  of  progress  covering  a  period  of  years  again  being  deferred. 

Information  is  required  on  matters  specified  in  the  Circular  which  are  grouped  under 
the  following  main  headings:  — 

(a)  Statistics  and  social  conditions  of  the  area, 

( b )  General  provision  of  health  services  for  the  area, 

(c)  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area, 

(d)  Housing, 

( e )  Inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  and 

(/)  Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  infectious  and  other  diseases. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  give  information  with  regard  to  alterations, 
improvements  or  developments  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  and  to  report  on 
any  noteworthy  conditions  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  area.  The  report  should  also 
contain  a  statement  of  any  special  action  taken  during  the  year  to  arouse  public  interest 
in  the  prevention  of  ill-health. 

To  assist  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  Administrative  County  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  their  annual  reports,  and  to  ensure  some  measure  of  uniformity,  a  Summary  Form 
containing  all  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry,  and  other  items  of  public  health  interest, 
was  again  prepared  in  the  County  Public  Health  Department,  and  from  these  summaries 
much  of  the  information  given  in  this  report  is  extracted. 

The  County  Report  for  1935  follows  mainly  on  the  lines  of  previous  reports.  It  reviews 
the  progressive  development  of  the  public  health  services  and  administration  in  the  County 
and  presents  by  text  and  tables  a  record  of  work  done  during  the  year.  It.  also  contains 
the  usual  vital  statistics,  records  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  tabulations  of  sanitary 
improvements  accomplished,  etc. 

In  consequence  of  the  general  improvement  in  the  economic  position  of  the  country, 
steady  progress  has  taken  place  in  all  sections  of  public  health  administration.  The  district 
reports  indicate  that,  work  in  this  connection  has  been  smoothly  and  efficiently  carried  out. 
The  close  co-operation  between  the  County  and  District  health  authorities  and  officials  in 
the  administration  of  the  health  services  has  also  been  well  maintained  during  the  year. 

There  is  little  need  for  comment  on  the  vital  statistics  which  are,  on  the  whole,  satis¬ 
factory.  A  fractional  reduction  is  recorded  in  the  birth-rate  whilst  the  death-rate  has 
increased  slightly  ;  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death-rate  remains  the  same  as  in  1934 
(the  lowest  on  record).  The  upward  trend  of  the  cancer  death-rate  continues,  but  there 
is  a  gratifying,  though  slight,  decrease  in  the  maternal  mortality  rate. 

Special  features  of  the  year’s  work  include  the  completion  of  the  survey  of  hospital 
accommodation  for  infectious  diseases,  inspection  of  districts  and  preparation  of  reports  in 
connection  with  opposition  to  Extension  Bills  before  Parliament,  inauguration  of  a  scheme 
for  the  systematic  sampling  of  milk  supplied  to  schools,  and  compilation  of  statistical 
information  in  regard  to  investigations  into  maternal  deaths. 
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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  COUNTY. 


Area  Of  Administrative  County. — -The  area  of  the  Administrative  County  as  constituted 
on  the  31si  December,  1935  was  1,038,130  statute  acres. 

Review  of  County  Districts. — Under  Section  46  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the 
County  Council  has  now  completed  the  first  general  review  of  districts.  The  alterations 
effected  in  the  years  1931,  1932,  1933  and  1934  were  shown  in  the  County  annual  health 
reports  for  those  years.  Further  alterations  and  adjustments  were  made  during  the  year 
1935  under  the  County  of  Lancaster  Review  Order,  1935,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Provisional  Order  Confirmation  (Cumberland  and  Lancaster)  Act,  1935. 

The  alterations  which  became  effective  during  1935  arc  set  out  in  the  following  state¬ 
ment  which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Registrar-General’s  Census  of  England 
and  Wales — County  of  Lancaster  (Part  II).

Under  the  review  the  Administrative  County  has  obtained  a  net  increase  of  1,378  acres 
in  marginal  boundary  adjustments  with  Cheshire  and  Cumberland,  but  has  lost  a  net 
amount  of  14,137  acres  to  nine  of  its  associated  County  Boroughs. 


No  fewer  than  forty-five  Urban  Districts  and  eleven  Rural  Districts  have  undergone

Note.- — In  the  preparation  of  the  tables  and  statistics  throughout  this  report  the  necessary 
adjustments  have  been  made  in  accord  with  the  alterations  of  districts  under  the  County  Review. 


Population. — Census,  1931,  and  Estimated,  1935. — The  population  of  the  Administrative 
County  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1935  was  1,821,100. 
This  population  relates  to  the  County  area  as  constituted  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Registrar-General,  taking  into  consideration  the  alteration  of  areas  of  County  districts 
as  set  out  on  pages  8  and  9  has  supplied  the  following  population  figures  for  the  purpose  of 
calculating  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  year  1935 :  Administrative  County,  1,821.100; 
urban  districts,  1,591,182  ;  rural  districts,  229,918. 

Since  the  Census,  taken  on  the  26th-27th  April,  1931,  the  Administrative  County  has  obtained 
a  net  increase  of  population  of  70  in  marginal  boundary  adjustments  with  Cheshire  and  Cumberland, 
but  has  lost  a  net  population  of  15,304  to  nine  of  its  associated  County  Boroughs. 

Table  2,  pages  17  to  24,  shows  the  Census  1931  enumeration  of  each  County  district,  adjusted 
in  accordance  with  the  review  of  districts,  and  the  estimated  population  mid-year  1935.

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Social  Conditions. — Effect  of  unemployment,  etc. — It  is  not  easy  to  form  any  accurate  idea 
as  to  the  effect  of  unemployment  on  the  health  or  physique  of  either  children  or  adults,  but  the 
local  reports  show  that,  generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the  public  has  been  well  maintained 
notwithstanding  the  economic  and  social  difficulties.  There  has  also,  on  the  whole,  been  a 
tendency  for  unemployment  to  decrease.  Instances  of  malnutrition  and  undernourishment, 
causing  anaemia,  neurotic  ailments  and  lowered  resistance  to  infections,  etc.,  have,  however,  been 
recorded,  but  these  were  comparatively  few  in  number. 

Improved  sanitary  environment,  abolition  of  slum  areas,  greater  and  more  intelligent  use  of 
the  health  and  social  services  now  available  have,  no  doubt,  materially  assisted  in  maintaining 
the  present  standard  of  health. 

Influence  of  occupations  on  health. — On  the  wrhole,  conditions  of  occupation  do  not  appear 
to  have  any  serious  prejudicial  effect  on  health.  References  are,  however,  made  to  respiratory 
affections,  and  rheumatic  and  dyspeptic  ailments  amongst  millworkers  ;  rheumatism,  nystagmus, 
bronchitis,  etc.,  amongst  miners  ;  silicosis  in  quarry  workers  and  transient  conjunctivitis  amongst 
employees  in  artificial  silk  works. 

Rateable  value  and  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  (local  purposes). — The  rateable  value  of 
the  Administrative  County  area  in  1935,  according  to  the  figures  given  in  the  summary  forms 
supplied  by  the  local  medical  officers  of  health,  was  £10,122,623,  and  a  penny  rate  would  produce 
£39,250.

Live  Births  and  Birth-rates. — The  live  births  registered  in  or  belonging  to  the  Administrative 
County  during  the  year  ended  81st  December,  1935,  numbered  24,243,  compared  with  24,147  in  the 
previous  year — an  increase  of  96.  In  1933  the  live  births  numbered  23,315,  or  928  less  than  in 
the  year  under  report.

The  table  on  page  16  shows  the  County  and  the  urban  and  rural  district  live  birth-rates  since 
1889  (the  first  year  County  statistics  were  available),  and  the  five  year  averages. 

The  live  birth-rate  for  the  Administrative  County  for  the  year  1935  was  13-31  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  (urban  districts,  13-30,  rural  districts,  13-34).  The  County  rate  is  0-03 
per  1,000  below  that  for  the  year  1934,  and  0-19  per  1,000  below  the  average  of  the  five  years, 
1930-1934. 


In  1891  the  live  birth-rate  was  31-93  per  1,000  of  population  as  against  13-31  in  1935 — a 
difference  of  18-62.  Had  the  1891  rate  been  maintained  in  1935  the  number  of  live  births  would 
have  been  58,147  as  against  the  actual  figure  of  24,243.  Compared  with  the  year  1920,  when  the 
birth-rate  was  22-97,  there  has  been  a  fall  of  9-66.  There  would  have  been  41.830  births  had 
the  rate  for  1920  obtained  in  1935. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Administrative  County  is  invariably  below  the  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales,  the  1935  figure  being  1-4  per  1,000  less  than  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

In  45  of  the  110  County  districts,  the  birth-rate  in  1935  was  lower  than  the  crude  death-rate.

Illegitimate  Live  Births. — The  births  of  illegitimate  children  registered  in  1935  numbered 
780,  or  15  fewer  than  in  1934.  The  percentage  to  total  live  births  was  3-21,  as  compared  with 
3-29  last  year,  and  an  average  of  3-50  for  the  five  years  1930-1934. 

Stillbirths — There  were  1,263  stillbirths  registered  in  the  Administrative  County  in  1935, 
equivalent  to  49  per  1,000  total  births  and  a  rate  of  0-69  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  variation 
of  the  stillbirth  rates  in  County  districts  is  shown  in  Table  2. 
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Deaths  and  Death-rates.* f — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Administrative 
Countv  during  the  calendar  year  1935,  after  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  was 
22,994.  compared  with  21,866  in  the  year  1934 — an  increase  of  1,128.

*'|'County  Death-rates. — The  22,994  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  year  1935  were  equivalent 
lo  a  crude  or  uncorrected  death-rate  of  12-62  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population — 12-78  per 
1,000  in  the  urban  districts,  and  11-54  in  the  rural  districts.  As  stated  on  page  15  the  Registrar- 
General  lias  supplied  “  comparability  factors  ”  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  an  “  adjusted  ”  rate. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  the  County  death-rate  has  shown  yearly  an  alternate 
rise  and  fall  since  1925,  the  rate  for  1935  being  0-54  per  1,000  higher  than  in  1934.  The  increase 
in  the  urban  rate  equalled  0-57  per  1,000  and  0-39  in  the  rural  districts.  Compared  with  the 
average  of  the  live  \Aars  1930-1934  the  County  rate  for  1935  shows  a  rise  of  0-19. 

The  increase  in  the  death-rate  in  1935  is  mainly  due  to  a  recrudescence  of  influenza  and 
pneumonia  and  to  the  continued  rise  in  the  deaths  certified  as  due  to  heart  disease  ;  further 
reference  to  these  increases  is  made  on  page  31. 


Comparative  rates  for  the  County  and  urban  and  rural  districts  for  each  year  since  1889 
together  with  the  quinquennial  averages  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  16. 


The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  1935  was  11-7  per  1,000,  or  0-9  below 
the  crude  rate  for  the  County.  Compared  with  the  adjusted  rate  for  the  County,  the  crude  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  1-6  below  the  County  figure. 


One  of  the  features  of  present  day  vital  statistics  is  the  rapidly  increasing  proportion  of 
elderly  persons  in  the  population,  and  in  making  comparisons  of  death-rates  with  preceding  years, 
this  factor  must  be  borne  in  mind.  As  regards  the  country  as  a  whole,  the  Registrar-General 
reports  that  persons  over  70  years  of  age  were  297  per  10,000  total  population  in  1911,  344  in 
1921,  and  426  in  1931  and  were  estimated  as  forming  434  per  10,000  in  1932  and  443  in  1933.

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“  Adjusted  "  death-rate. — Use  of  “  comparability  factor.” — Mortality  comparisons  yielded 
by  the  crude  death-rate  alone  are  vitiated  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  areal  populations  on 
which  they  are  based  may  be  of  widely  differing  age  constitutions.  With  a  view  to  eliminating 
this  element  of  variation,  the  Registrar-General  in  1934  provided  a  comparability  factor  for  each 
area  and  this,  when  multiplied  by  the  crude  death-rate  of  the  area,  produces  an  adjusted  death- 
rate  which  may  be  regarded  as  comparable  from  a  mortality  point  of  view  with  the  corresponding 
adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area  or  with  the  crude  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
(where  the  comparability  factor  is  unity). 

In  order  to  isolate  the  mortality  factor  it  is  first  necessary  to  identify  and  remove  the 
population  variable.  For  the  present  purpose  the  average  mortality  rates  experienced  in  England 
and  Wales  during  the  three  years  1930-2,  divided  into  11  sex-age  groups  were  adopted  as  the 
standard  and  were  applied  to  the  corresponding  sex-age  groups  in  the  1931  Census  population  of 
every  borough,  urban  district  and  rural  district  in  the  country. 

Strictly,  the  adjusting  factor  applies  only  to  death-rates  experienced  in  the  year  1931  on 
which  the  several  population  handicaps  have  been  measured,  but  population  constitutions  change 
relatively  slowly,  and  save  in  exceptional  circumstances,  the  1931  factor  may  be  used  for  practical 
purposes  until  fresh  population  constitutions  are  available  from  the  next  census. 

The  comparability  factor  for  each  district  supplied  in  connection  with  the  1934  statistics 
may  therefore  be  regarded  as  applicable,  without  alteration,  to  the  crude  death-rate  of  the  year 
1935,  unless  the  area  has  been  subject  to  a  change  of  boundary  sufficient  to  disturb  the  age 
incidence  of  the  population,  in  which  case  a  revised  factor  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar- 

General. 

The  adjusting  factors  are  shown,  as  regards  each  County  district,  on  pages  235  to  253. 


The  factor  for  the  Administrative  County  is  106,  for  the  aggregate  of  urban  districts  107, 
and  for  the  rural  districts  0-99.

The  Registrar-General,  in  supplying  the  County  and  District  statistics  given  in  this  report, 
points  out  that  the  deaths  are  classified  under  the  headings  given  in  the  Abridged  List  of  Causes 
in  the  Manual  of  the  International  list  of  causes  of  death,  1931,  and  that  the  classification  of  some 
deaths  is  modified  in  the  light  of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the  certifying  practitioner  in 
response  to  special  inquiries  ;  this  possibly  will  account  for  some  slight  discrepancy  between  the 
returns  of  the  Registrar-General  and  those  compiled  locally. 

The  figures  set  out  in  the  tabular  statement  above  correspond  fairly  closely  with  those  of 
the  previous  year,  except  in  the  case  of  heart  disease  which  contributed  392  more  fatalities,  and 
influenza  and  pneumonia  (all  forms)  with  increases  of  284  and  143  respectively.

An  examination  of  the  age  groups  of  the  principal  causes  of  death  reveals  that  of  the  5,444 
deaths  ascribed  to  heart  disease,  4,611  or  84-6  per  cent,  were  among  persons  over  55  years  of  age  ; 
of  the  2,835  cancer  deaths,  2,239  or  78-9  per  cent.  ;  bronchitis,  of  867  deaths,  684  or  78-8  per  cent. ; 
cerebral  haemorrhage,  of  1,501  deaths,  1,340  or  89-2  per  cent.  ;  whilst  of  the  1,227  deaths  due 
to  other  circulatory  diseases,  there  were  1,173  or  95-5  per  cent.  Of  the  855  fatalities  ascribed  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  662  or  77-4  per  cent,  were  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  55  years. 


In  the  following  paragraphs  references  are  made  to  the  direct  contribution  to  mortality  of  the 
above  mentioned  chief  causes  of  death.  As  pointed  out  in  the  note  on  page  12,  the  death-rates,  unless 
otherwise  stated,  are  “  crude  ”  rates,  and  in  considering  the  statistics  the  ageing  of  the 
population  must  be  borne  in  mind.  The  “  crude  ”  death-rates  of  diseases  mainly  affecting  elderly 
people,  such  as  heart  disease,  cancer,  cerebral  haemorrhage,  etc.,  overstate  the  real  mortality 
average. 
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Heart  Disease. — The  deaths  in  1935  classified  under  the  term  “  heart  disease  ”  numbered 
5,444,  or  23-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in  the  Administrative  County  from  all  causes,  and 
equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  2-98  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In  1934  there  were  5,052  deaths 
and  5,232  in  1933. 

The  Registrar-General  has  pointed  out  that  the  recent  increase  of  crude  mortality  from 
heart  disease  is  due,  among  other  causes,  to  the  increasing  age  of  the  population  and  to  rapid 
increase  of  the  record  of  myocardial  degeneration  in  certification  of  the  deaths  of  old  people. 
He  publishes  a  table  to  show  how  the  rates  for  1933  have  been  affected  by  these  influences,  and 
what,  but  for  them  would  have  been  the  course  of  recent  mortality  from  diseases  of  the  heart. 
He  says,  “  the  crude  death-rate  from  heart  disease  has  increased  since  1921  by  89  per  cent.,  but 
the  standardized  rate  has  increased  by  58  per  cent,  for  males  and  46  per  cent,  for  females.  When 
further  allowance  is  made  for  the  disturbing  influences  mentioned  above,  the  increase  is  seen  to 
have  been  only  3  per  cent,  for  males  and  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent,  for  females.” 

The  tabular  statement  below  shows  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  County  area  during  the  ten 
years  1926-1935  from  heart  disease  at  various  age  periods.  The  rise  in  the  number  of°fatalities

Local  death-rates  from  heart  disease. — The  following  districts  produced  the  highest  crude 
death-rates  in  1935  : — Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B)  5-18,  Barrowford  4-95,  Haslingden  (B)  4-83. 
Brierfield  4-78,  Lytham  St.  Anne's  (B)  4-77,  Grange  4-68,  Padiham  4-67,  Accrington  (B)  4-56, 
Skelmersdale  4-46,  Dalton-in-Furness  and  Burnley  (R)  each  4-30,  Church  4-29,  Lees  4-26, 
Tottington  4-20,  Withnell  4T2,  Whitworth  4T1  and  Middleton  (B)  4-06. 

Extending  over  a  period  of  five  years  1931-1935,  the  following  districts  had  the  highest 
averages  : — Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B)  4-82,  Padiham  4-47,  Barrowford  4-44,  Fulwood  4-34, 
Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B)  and  Burnley  (R)  each  4-03,  Accrington  (B)  3-94,  Haslingden  (B)  3-76, 
Tottington  3-74,  Brierfield  3-69,  Ulverston  3-68,  Preesall  3-64,  Lees  and  Whitworth  each  3-63. 
and  Grange  3-61. 

Cancer. — The  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to  cancer  during  the  year  1935  was  2,835, — 89 
more  than  in  1934  and  146  more  than  in  1933.  The  County  death-rate  corresponds  to  1-55  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  1-57  in  the  urban  districts  and  1-40  in  the  rural  districts.  The  County 
rate  for  1934  was  1-51. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  1935  was  1-58  or  0  03  higher  than 
the  County  rate. 

The  increase  during  recent  years  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered  as  due  to  cancer  is  not 
in  itself  definite  evidence  of  an  increase  in  the  fatality  of  the  disease.  Factors  such  as  improve¬ 
ment  in  diagnosis,  greater  accuracy  of  certification,  increased  longevity,  etc.,  must  be  taken  into 
account.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  too  much  importance  can  be  attached  to  the  crude 
mortality  figures— they  should  be  modified  by  a  consideration  of  the  factors  mentioned.

In  perusing  these  figures  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  are  crude  rates  calculated  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population  and  not  standardized  or  corrected  for  the  age  and  sex  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  population  of  the  County.  The  Registrar-General  in  his  Statistical  Review  of  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  1933,  states  :  “  the  crude  death-rate  at  all  ages  for  males  in  1933  is  93  per 
cent,  and  the  female  rate  52  per  cent,  higher  than  the  respective  rates  in  1901-10,  but  if  standardized 
rates  are  compared  these  excesses  are  reduced  to  32  and  3  per  cent,  respectively.  These  great 
differences  in  the  rate  of  increase  as  shown  by  comparing  crude  and  standardized  rates  emphasise 
the  desirability  of  restricting  comparison  to  the  latter.  The  standardized  figures  take  into 
account  the  rapidly  increasing  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in  the  population  and  attempt  to 
correct,  though  imperfectly  owing  to  the  wide  divergence  of  the  age  constitution  of  the  present 
population  from  that  of  the  1901  standard,  the  exaggerated  impression  conveyed  when  crude 
rates  are  compared.’’

Tlie  highest  averages  extending  over  a  period  of  five  years,  1931-1935,  were  : — Preesall  30G, 
Grange  2-85,  Poulton-le-Fylde  2-52,  Clayton-le-Moors  210,  Darwen  (B)  2-04,  Ulverston  1-98, 
Ashton-under-Lyne  (B)  and  Mossley  (B)  each  1-97,  Church  and  Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B)  each 
1-96,  Wardle  1-94,  Lees  1-93  and  Audenshaw  1-92. 


Amongst  the  activities  of  local  authorities  are  the  distribution  of  leaflets  and  other  literature 
calling  attention  to  the  conditions  appertaining  to  the  disease  and  urging,  on  any  suspicious  signs, 
early  consultation  with  medical  practitioners.  Known  cases  are  being  urged  to  attend  at  hospitals 
or  the  Radium  Institute.  In  Widnes  (B)  it  is  stated  a  contributory  hospital  scheme  has  resulted 
in  greater  use  of  hospitals  and  much  earlier  attendance. 


Pneumonia  (All  Forms). — The  1,366  fatalities  assigned  in  1935  to  this  disease  represent 
5-94  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  a  death-rate  of  0-75  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population — urban  districts  0-76,  rural  districts  0-64.  Compared  with  the  year  1934  there  was 
an  increase  of  143  deaths. 


Bronchitis. — There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered  as  due  to 
bronchitis,  viz.,  867  as  against  840  in  1934.  The  deaths  from  this  disease  represented  3-77  per 
cent,  of  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  a  rate  of  0-47  per  1,000  of  the  population — 0-49  in  the 
urban  districts  and  0-35  in  the  rural  districts. 


Influenza. — Considerable  fluctuation  occurs  in  the  mortality  from  this  disease.  In  1935 
there  were  553  deaths,  269  in  1934,  1,227  in  1933,  515  in  1932,  and  922  in  1931.  The  death-rate 
in  1935  was  equivalent  to  0-33  per  1,000  of  the  population  against  a  rate  of  0-14  in  the  previous 
year.  This  disease  was  responsible  for  2-40  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes. 


1  ubercui.osis  (All  Forms). — The  deaths  assigned  in  1935  to  tuberculous  infections  in  the 
aggregate  numbered  1,044  as  compared  with  1,079  in  1934.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system 
contributed  855  deaths  (848  in  1934),  and  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  189  (231  in  1934).  The 
death-rates  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  were: — pulmonary  0-46,  noil-pulmonary  0-10. 
Of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes  tuberculous  infections  contributed  4-5  per  cent.  The  deaths 
and  also  the  cases  notified  are  fully  analysed  on  pages  175  to  180. 


Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  etc. — There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
ascribed  to  cerebral  haemorrhage,  viz.,  1,501  as  against  1,400  in  1934.  The  recorded  deaths  are 
equivalent  to  6-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  a  death-rate  of  0-82  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 


Congenital  Debility,  Premature  Birth,  Malformations,  etc. — Fatalities  assigned  to 
this  group  in  1935  numbered  880  or  43  fewer  than  in  1934.  They  represented  3-8  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  corresponded  to  a  rate  of  0-48  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 


Transferable  Deaths. — During  the  year  under  report  the  following  “  transfers  ”  were 
made  : — 6,098  persons  who,  having  a  fixed  or  usual  residence  in  the  Administrative  County,  died 
in  a  district  other  than  that  in  which  they  resided,  and  these  (known  as  inward  transfers)  have 
been  allocated  to  their  proper  districts  ;  5,772  deaths  occurring  in  County  districts  of  persons 
not  belonging  thereto  were  transferred  to  the  areas  to  which  they  belonged. 


Infant  Mortality.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  registered  in  the 
Administrative  County  was  1,506  as  compared  with  1,473  deaths  in  1934 — an  increase  of  33. 
These  deaths  represented  6-54  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes  ;  for  the  year  1934  the 
percentage  was  6-73.

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  the  Administrative  County  in  the  year  1935  was  62  per  1,000 
registered  live  births — in  the  urban  districts  62,  and  57  in  the  rural  districts.  The  County  rate 
for  the  year  1934  was  61,  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 


Reference  to  the  table  on  page  16  will  show  a  progressive  reduction  in  the  infant  mortality 
from  177  per  1.000  births  in  1893  to  62  in  the  year  1935. 


The  continuous  decline  in  the  birth-rate  has  had  considerable  influence  on  the  reduction  of 
the  infant  mortality  rate  but  much  of  the  reduction  is  doubtless  due  to  the  better  maternal  and 
nursing  care  of  the  new-born  child  together  with  the  great  improvement  in  general  environment 
and  sanitary  conditions.  The  provision  of  ante-natal  services  and  the  more  intelligent  interest 
taken  in  the  care  and  management  of  young  children,  fostered  by  the  instructions  given  at  child 
welfare  centres  and  by  the  home  visits  of  health  officials,  have  doubtlessly  contributed  to  the  great 
saving  of  life.  The  conditions  now  prevailing  arc  better  than  they  have  ever  been  in  the  past 
for  the  development  of  healthy  childhood. 


Notwithstanding  this,  it  is  disturbing  to  note  that,  of  the  total  infant  deaths  in  the  County 
in  1935  (1,506),  more  than  58  per  cent,  were  attributable  to  congenital  debility,  premature  birth, 
malformations,  etc.  This  proportion  remains  persistently  high  and  does  not  show  the  desired 
response  to  preventive  measures.

A  number  of  the  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  comment  on  the  action  taken  or  advised 
with  the  object  of  securing  that  the  hospital  accommodation  available  is  utilised  to  the  best 
advantage.  Action  has  been  taken  in  certain  districts  to  shorten  the  period  of  stay  of  uncompli¬ 
cated  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  a  number  of  reports  indicate  that  in  suitable  cases  hospital  treatment 
has  been  replaced  by  nursing  and  supervision  at  home. 


Contributions  towards  maintenance  in  isolation  hospitals. — In  the  majority  of  districts  no 
attempt  is  made  to  recover  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  in  isolation  hospitals  ;  in  about 
eleven  districts,  it  is  stated,  }iarents  or  others  responsible  are  asked  to  contribute  according  to 
means  ;  in  actual  practice  little  action  in  this  respect  is  taken. 


Survey  of  Hospital  Accommodation. — Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  63. — In 
November,  1933,  a  preliminary  report  on  the  survey  of  the  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious 
diseases  throughout  the  County  was  prepared  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  each  local  authority  in 
the  Administrative  County  for  their  observations. 


The  final  report,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy,  was  issued  in  December,  1935,  and  was 
presented  to  and  approved  by  the  County  Council  in  February,  1936. 


SURVEY  REPORT. 

Introduction. 

Among  the  various  measures  for  the  control  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  the  isolation 
hospital  occupies  a  central  position.  For  control  purposes,  in  the  majority  of  infections,  the  early 
removal  of  cases  to  hospital  must  still  be  considered  a  wise  policy,  as  by  this  means  the  rapid  passage 
of  the  invading  organism  from  host  to  host  may  be  prevented  and  the  focus  of  infection  diminished. 

In  the  actual  treatment  of  the  individual  also,  the  isolation  hospital,  efficiently  staffed, 
equipped  and  administered,  offers  facilities  which  are  rarely  available  in  a  private  house. 

The  legislation  govc  ruing  the  establishment  of  isolation  hospitals  is  contained  mainly  in  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  sections  131,  279  and  285  ;  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894,  sections 
56  and  57  ;  and  in  the  Isolation  Hospitals  Acts,  1893  and  1901.  The  latter  Act  enables  the  County 
Council  to  contribute  sums  out  of  the  County  rate  towards  the  structural  and  establishment 
expenses  of  isolation  hospitals.  Added  powers  have  been  given  to  the  County  Council  under 
section  14  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  which  enables  them  to  build  and  maintain  hospitals 
for  the  reception  of  the  sick. 

The  present  report  is  concerned  with  the  important  duty  laid  upon  the  County  Council  by 
section  63,  sub-section  2,  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  to  formulate  a  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  within  the 
County,  and  consists  of  recommendations  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  terms  of  this  sub-section 
may  be  implemented  by  the  County  Council,  and  suggestions  upon  which  local  authorities  may 
act  when  the  scheme  is  finally  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
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Before  dealing  with  these  matters,  the  general  position  with  regard  to  hospital  accommodation 
for  ordinary  infectious  disease  may  be  briefly  reviewed. 

The  estimated  (1934)  population  of  the  Administrative  County  is  1,807,090,  of  whom  1,188,061 
are  provided  for  by  hospitals  situated  within  the  Administrative  County,  and  610,196  by  hospitals 
belonging  to  and  situated  within  Lancashire  County  Boroughs  or  to  authorities  outside  the 
Geographical  County  ;  one  district  (population  8,833)  has  no  hospital  provision. 


Administrative  County  Hospitals. 

There  are  24  infectious  disease  hospitals  situated  in  the  County  area,  of  which  10  belong  to 
Joint  Hospital  Boards  or  Joint  Hospital  Committees,  and  14  to  separate  local  sanitary  authorities. 

The  total  number  of  beds  provided  by  these  24  hospitals  (based  on  144  sq.  ft.  of  floor  space 
per  bed)  is  749.  The  population  of  the  authorities  owning  these  749  beds  is  1,157,259,  which  is 
equal  to  one  bed  per  1,545  of  the  population  served. 

In  addition.  County  districts  with  a  population  of  185,202  also  make  use  of  these  hospitals, 
so  that  in  terms  of  usership,  one  bed  is  provided  for  each  1,792  of  population. 


County  Borough  Hospitals. 

The  County  Borough  hospitals,  which  serve  County  districts  with  a  population  of  568,292, 
have  2,469  beds  available. 

If  these  beds  were  reserved  solely  for  the  population  of  the  respective  County  Boroughs, 
namely  2,561,170,  the  ratio  would  be  one  bed  per  1,037  of  population.  As  in  addition,  however, 
these  County  Borough  hospitals  provide  accommodation  for  568,292  inhabitants  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County,  the  true  ratio  is  one  bed  per  1,267  of  population.

Hospitals  Outside  Geographical  County. 

Four  County  districts  with  a  population  of  41,904  make  use  of  two  hospitals  situate  outside 
the  Geographical  County,  namely,  Hyde  and  Kendal. 


Hospital  Provision. 

It.  will  be  remembered  that  the  standard  of  provision  for  ordinary  infectious  disease  formerly 
laid  down  was  one  bed  per  1,000  of  population  and  there  are  grounds  upon  which  it  may  be  contended 
that  this  standard,  especially  in  populous  districts,  should  be  maintained.  1  or  the  purpose  of 
the  scheme,  however,  and  for  the  reasons  stated  m  the  report,  a  minimum  figu " .  ?f .  °n 
1,500  of  population  has  been  recommended,  and  using  this  figure  as  a  basis  it  will  be  seen  that 
excluding  districts  using  the  County  Borough  hospitals,  there  is  a  shortage  of  at  least  145  beds  for 
ordinary^ infectious  disease  purposes  in  the  Administrative  County.  The  reasons  why  this  shortage 
has  not  been  more  acutely  felt  are  discussed  later,  but  the  position  gcncrafly  m  the  Adn^rat^ 
County  from  a  public  health  point  of  view  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory.  Many  local 
authorities  within  the  Administrative  County  are  fully  alive  to  this  fact,  and  steps  are  being  aken 
to  effect  the  needed  improvement. 
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It  is  on  these  grounds  that  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  scheme  to  ensure  more 
adequate  provision  of  hospital  beds  and  closer  co-operation  between  the  several  hospital  authorities 
are  now  submitted. 

Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  reads  as  follows  : — 

(1)  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  provision  in  every  county  of  suitable  means  for  the 
proper  isolation  and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  the  council  of 
the  county  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  make  a  survey  of 
the  hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  provided  by  the  council 
and  by  the  councils  of  any  district,  wholly  or  partly  within  the  county. 

(2)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  survey,  the  county  council  shall  prepare,  in  consultat  ion 
with  the  councils  of  all  such  districts  and  if  necessary  with  the  council  of  any  county  borough 
adjoining  the  county,  and  submit  to  the  Minister  for  his  approval,  a  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  within  the 
county. 

(3)  The  scheme  may  provide  : — 

(a)  for  the  arrangements  under  which  and  the  terms  upon  which  accommodation 
in  any  existing  hospital  belonging  to  the  council  of  the  district  shall  be  made  available 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  other  than  those  resident  in  the  district  ; 

(b)  for  the  provision  by  the  county  council  or  by  the  council  of  any  district  of  new 
accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  ; 

(c)  for  embodying  arrangements  made  between  the  county  council  or  the  council 
of  any  district  and  the  council  of  any  adjoining  county  borough  for  the  reception  of 
persons  residing  in  the  county  borough  into  hospitals  provided  by  the  county  council 
or  district  council,  and  for  the  reception  of  persons  residing  within  the  county  into 
hospitals  provided  by  the  council  of  the  county  borough. 

(4)  No  scheme  submitted  to  the  Minister  under  this  section  shall  be  of  any  effect  unless 
and  until  it  is  approved  by  the  Minister,  and  the  Minister,  after  considering  any  repre¬ 
sentations  with  respect  to  the  scheme  which  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  any  council  affected, 
may  approve  the  scheme  with  or  without  modifications. 

(5)  If  a  county  council  fail  to  submit  to  the  Minister  a  scheme  under  this  section 
within  six  months  after  being  required  by  the  Minister  to  do  so,  the  Minister  may,  after 
consulting  the  county  council  and  the  councils  of  all  such  districts,  himself  make  a  scheme 
for  the  purpose,  and  any  scheme  so  made  shall  have  effect  as  if  it  were  a  scheme  submitted 
by  the  county  council  and  approved  by  the  Minister. 

(6)  In  any  case  in  which  the  Minister  is  satisfied  that  the  council  of  a  district  have 
failed  to  provide  accommodation  in  accordance  with  a  scheme  under  this  section,  or  have 
otherwise  failed  to  discharge  their  functions  under  the  scheme,  the  Minister,  after  giving 
to  the  council  of  the  district  and  the  county  council  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  may, 
if  he  thinks  fit,  by  order,  transfer  to  the  county  council  the  functions  of  the  council  of  the 
district  under  the  scheme,  and  the  order  may,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  county  council 
to  give  effect  thereto,  apply  with  such  modifications  and  adaptations,  if  any,  as  appear 
necessary  or  expedient,  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  the  transfer,  super¬ 
annuation  and  compensation  of  officers  and  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-three  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1894. 

(7)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  : — 


(a)  references  to  councils  of  districts  shall  be  construed  as  including  references 
to  combinations  of  such  councils  ;  and 

(b)  the  expression  “  infectious  disease  ”  shall  not  include  tuberculosis  or  venereal 
disease. 

A  survey  of  the  hospital  accommodation  for  ordinary  infectious  disease  and  also  for  smallpox 
was  made  during  1933,  and  in  January,  1934,  a  report,  which  contained  recommendations  upon 
which  a  scheme  could  be  formulated,  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee, 
wTho  passed  the  follow'ing  resolution  :■ — 

That  the  draft  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  be  received  and  the  recommend¬ 
ations  therein  approved  ;  and  that  when  the  observations  of  the  County  districts  have 
come  to  hand,  the  County  Medical  Officer  be  requested  to  re-submit  his  report  for  further 
consideration  in  the  light  of  such  observations.” 
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During  1934,  the  observations  of  the  local  authorities  were  received. 

In  addition  to  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Councils  of  the  local  authorities  many  com¬ 
munications  were  received  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  with  regard  to  these  hospital  services, 
and  conferences  have  taken  place  which  have  materially  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  the  suggested 
scheme. 

The  main  purpose  of  section  63  as  it  affects  the  public  health  is  to  ensure  that  the  provision 
made  by  the  authorities  concerned  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  shall  be  adequate. 

The  term  “  infectious  disease  ”  is  not  defined  in  this  Act.  but  may  properly  be  interpreted 
as  indicating  all  forms  of  infectious  disease  which  were  at  the  time  the  Act  was  passed,  notifiable 
or  which  might  be  made  notifiable  by  a  local  authority,  and  woidd  include  smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  membraneous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  typhus  fever,  typhoid  or  enteric  fever, 
relapsing  fever,  undulant  fever,  continued  fever,  puerperal  fever,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  cerebro-spinal  fever,  acute  poliomyelitis,  acute  polioencephalitis,  encephalitis  lethargica, 
measles,  whooping  cough,  chickenpox,  malaria,  dysentery,  diarrhoea,  and  acute  primary  and  acute 
influenzal  pneumonia. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OTHER  THAN  SMALLPOX. 

The  variety  of  infections,  for  which  hospital  treatment  may  be  required,  presents  an  entirely 
different  problem  in  hospital  planning  to  that  which  was  formerly  considered  adequate,  and  calls 
for  a  very  considerable  degree  of  elasticity  in  the  use  of  the  hospital  beds.  It  is  to  provide  such 
elasticity  that  the  erection  of  cubicle  wards  has  been  advocated. 

The  tendency  of  infectious  disease  to  assume,  from  time  to  time,  the  form  of  epidemics  also 
necessitates  that  authorities  owning  hospitals  should  enter  into  reciprocal  arrangements  for  the 
reception  of  patients  from  their  respective  areas.  In  the  interests  of  the  general  public  health 
it  is  suggested  that  the  financial  agreements  in  respect  of  such  arrangements  should  be  in  the 
nature  of  a  flat  rate,  as  in  the  absence  of  such  mutual  arrangements,  or  if  arrangements  are  made 
which  entail  unduly  high  revenue  charges,  the  tendency  would  be  for  existing  accommodation  to 
be  overtaxed,  or  even  to  impede  the  admission  of  cases  which  do  in  fact  require  hospital 
treatment. 

It  is,  therefore,  an  essential  part  of  the  scheme  that  the  authorities,  grouped  together  for 
hospital  purposes,  when  considering  the  number  of  beds  to  be  permanently  established  should 
consider  the  means  by  which  the  public  health  can  be  safeguarded  from  the  evil  effects  of  large 
scale  epidemics  in  any  one  area. 

With  this  assumption  it  is  possible  to  define  what  would  be  accepted  as  adequate  accommod¬ 
ation  in  terms  of  hospital  beds  for  a  given  population  with  the  proviso  that  the  accommodation 
in  a  given  hospital,  or  if  two  or  more  hospitals  pool  their  resources,  is  sufficiently  elastic  to  deal 
with  the  variety  of  infections  which  arc  now  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

An  exact  estimate  of  the  number  of  beds  which  should  be  provided  by  any  one  authority  or 
group  of  authorities  is  a  matter  of  some  difficulty,  particularly  in  the  Administrative  County, 
which  contains  industrial,  residential  and  rural  areas. 

It  is  in  fact  only  possible  after  examination  of  the  manner  in  which  hospital  needs  have  been 
met  over  a  period  of  years,  both  in  the  Administrative  County  and  in  the  County  Boroughs  which 
have  accepted  cases  from  the  County  area  into  their  hospitals,  to  arrive  at  a  ratio  of  population 
per  bed,  which  could,  under  average  conditions  as  regards  housing,  be  accepted  as  adequate 
provision.” 

The  standard  laid  down  many  years  ago  by  the  then  Local  Government  Board  was  in  the 
proportion  of  one  bed  per  1,000  of  population.  This  standard  obtains  in  many  ol  the  County  Boroughs 
for  their  own  population,  and  wTas  adopted  by  some  of  the  authorities  in  the  Administrative  County 
who  exercised  their  powers  of  providing  infectious  disease  hospitals. 

There  is,  however,  a  strong  presumption  that  to-day  the  provision  of  beds  in  isolation  hospitals 
on  this  scale  is  excessive.  Over  a  period  of  years  hospital  authorities  within  the  Administrative 
County  and  County  Boroughs  have  accepted  cases  from  County  districts  who  do  not  possess 
infectious  disease  hospitals  of  their  own.  The  facts  were  fully  set  out  in  the  preliminary  report 
issued  in  January,  1934,  and  such  arrangements  were  possible  largely  owing  to  factors  which 
could  not  have  been  foreseen,  the  most  important  being  the  rapid  tails  in  the  birth  and  death  lates 
which  have  reduced  the  proportion  of  the  population  under  15  years  of  age  (the  years  of  great  ci 
liability  to  infectious  disease)  from  30-6  per  cent,  in  1911,  to  23-8  per  cent,  in  1931. 

Another  factor,  which  however  has  not  within  it  the  same  degree  ol  permanence,  is  the  lessened 
virulence  of  the  infection  of  scarlet  fever,  which  has  encouraged  many  authorities  to  permit  this 
particular  infection  to  be  treated  in  the  home  with  apparent  success  so  far  as  mortality  is  concerned  , 
experience  has,  in  fact,  shown  that  large  aggregations  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  undesirable. 
In  addition,  immunisation  for  particular  infections  may  have  affected  the  demand  for  hospital 
treatment. 
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Whilst  these  two  factors  have  operated  to  lower  the  number  of  beds  needed  for  any  given 
population  there  is  another  factor  which  is  operating  in  a  contrary  direction,  and  will  become 
increasingly  important.  This  factor  is  the  altered  outlook  upon  the  nature  of  infectious  disease 
and  the  need  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  a  wider  group  of  infections  than  was  formerly  the  case. 
The  compulsory  notification  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  and  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  and 
the  reluctance  of  general  hospitals  to  admit  such  cases  illustrate  this  wider  conception,  and  the 
widespread  epidemics  of  influenza  in  reeent.  years — during  which  the  medical  and  nursing  resources 
of  the  community  were  often  inadequate  to  deal  with  even  all  the  more  serious  eases — are  a  sufficient 
warning  that  the  provision  of  hospital  facilities  must  not  be  placed  at  too  low  a  ratio. 

Very  careful  enquiries  have  been  made  on  this  most  important  question  of  infectious  disease 
hospital  policy,  and  it  has  been  ascertained  that,  in  regard  to  County  districts  using  hospitals 
provided  by  local  authorities  within  the  Administrative  County,  the  average  ratio  of  beds  is  one 
per  1,792  of  population,  whereas  in  the  case  of  districts  using  County  Borough  hospitals  the  average 
ratio  of  available  beds  is  one  per  1,267  of  population. 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  these  arc  average  figures  and  that  even  in  the  case  of 
County  Borough  hospitals  the  needs  of  County  districts  relying  upon  such  hospitals  have  not  always 
been  met. 

In  the  case  of  other  County  districts  which  rely  upon  hospitals  owned  by  Administrative 
County  authorities,  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  some  areas  have  been  unusually  free  from 
epidemic  disease  and  in  others,  in  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  notified  infections,  the  number 
of  cases  removed  to  hospital,  including  diphtheria  cases,  has  been  much  below  the  average. 

Taking  these  varying  factors  into  consideration,  the  scheme  now  recommended  is  based  on 
the  minimum  provision  of  beds  in  the  ratio  of  one  bed  per  1,500  of  population,  and  in  some 
areas  this  provision  may  be  found  insufficient.  This  ratio  of  one  bed  for  each  1,500  of  population 
will  be  referred  to  subsequently  as  “  the  standard  provision.” 

Although  in  the  scheme  this  minimum  figure  is  laid  down  with  regard  to  the  actual  number 
of  hospital  beds.  “  adequate  provision  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  ”  if  properly  inter¬ 
preted  means  that  the  technical  services  necessary,  e.g.,  medical,  nursing,  ambulance,  etc.,  for  the 
treatment  of  infectious  disease  are  also  fully  provided,  and  in  drawing  up  the  scheme  the  various 
authorities  have  been  grouped  so  that  their  combined  financial  resources  shall  be  sufficient  to  ensure 
that  such  technical  services  can  be  provided  without  undue  strain  upon  any  particular  district. 

It  is  not  contemplated  that  the  scheme  as  formulated  can  be  put  into  immediate  operation, 
but  although  after  consideration  by  the  authorities  concerned,  some  modifications  may  be  found 
desirable,  the  broad  outlines  and  the  policy  which  it  embodies  fulfil  the  requirements  of  section 
63,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  scheme  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  his  approval. 

Existing  Conditions  with  regard  to  Hospital  Provision. 

Local  authorities  in  the  Administrative  County  may  be  divided  into  groups  : — 

(1)  Constituent  members  of  Joint  Hospital  Boards. 

(2)  Constituent  members  of  Joint  Hospital  Committees. 

(3)  Authorities  owning  their  own  hospitals. 

(4)  Authorities  using  County  Borough  hospitals. 

(5)  Authorities  using  hospitals  of  Joint  Boards. 

(6)  Authorities  using  hospitals  of  Joint  Committees. 

(7)  Authorities  using  hospitals  belonging  to  single  local  authorities  within  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County. 

(8)  Authorities  using  hospitals  belonging  to  authorities  outside  the  Administrative 
County. 

The  first  three  groups  consist  of  authorities  who  have  provided  their  own  hospital  accommod¬ 
ation  and  their  position  is  shown  in  the  following  three  tables  : —

General  Observations. 

Joint  Board  Hospitals.  Table  I. 

All  arc  well  built  hospitals  and  can  be  extended.  Three  of  these  hospitals,  the  Burnley,  Bury, 
and  Chorley  Joint  Board  hospitals,  accept  cases  from  other  County  districts  when  they  have  beds 
available.  The  Lancaster  Joint  Board  hospital  is  a  new  hospital  and  although  possessing  cubicle 
wards  of  the  modern  type  the  accommodation  has  been  found  hardly  sufficient  for  the  needs  of 
the  population  served.  The  Leigh  Joint  Board  has  recently  been  re-constituted  by  the  addition 
of  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Abram,  Worsley 
and  Ivearsley.  Extensions,  which  include  two  cubicle  blocks,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  population 
now  served  are  in  progress. 
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Joint  Committee  Hospitals.  Table  II. 

These  four  hospitals  are  also  well  built  and  have  ample  land  for  extensions. 

At  the  Fylde  Joint  Committee’s  hospital,  work  is  in  progress  to  increase  the  accommodation 
by  the  erection  of  a  large  cubicle  block  of  20  beds,  and  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  smaller 
cubicle  block  is  under  consideration  by  the  Littleborough,  Milnrow,  and  Wardle  Joint  Hospital 
Committee. 


In  the  case  of  comparatively  small  hospitals  serving  several  districts,  cubicle  blocks  are 
specially  necessary  to  provide  for  the  variety  of  infections  now  admitted  for  treatment. 


Hospitals  owned  by  Single  Local  Authorities.  Table  III. 

This  table  sets  out  the  hospitals  owned  by  single  local  authorities  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  hospital  provision  made  by  the  Municipal  Boroughs  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  and 
Nelson  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Hindley  and  Ince-in-Makerfield  do  not  fulfil  the  standards 
laid  down. 

The  small  hospital  belonging  to  the  Urban  District  of  Withnell  is  not  used  for  economic 
reasons,  and  the  hospital  owned  by  the  Lunesdale  Rural  District — originally  erected  for  the 
treatment  of  smallpox — is  not  considered  satisfactory  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases 
according  to  modern  standards. 

The  Darwen  Borough  hospital  has  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  a  new  cubicle  block, 
and  better  provision  for  infectious  disease  is  under  consideration  by  the  Municipal  Boroughs  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne  and  Colne,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Newton -in -Makerfield. 

Improvements  with  additional  accommodation  have  recently  been  carried  out  at  the  Whiston 
infectious  disease  hospital  which  serves  a  rapidly  increasing  population.

Table  IV.  shows  that  in  some  cases  these  County  Borough  hospitals  are  serving  a  larger 
population  than  the  number  of  beds  available  justifies  and  in  fact,  on  many  occasions,  cases  from 
County  districts  have  been  refused  admission. 


In  view  of  the  variety  of  infections  now  admitted  to  hospital,  it  is  clear  that  difficulties  of 
this  nature  will  tend  to  increase.  An  agreement  made  by  a  County  district  with  a  County  Borough 
for  cases  to  be  admitted  to  the  Borough  hospital  “  if  beds  are  available,  cannot  be  considered 
satisfactory,  and  the  scheme  contemplates  that  in  all  cases  where  a  County  district  makes  use 
of  a  hospital  belonging  to  another  authority,  the  agreement  shall  be  that  a  definite  number  of 
beds  in  the  proportion  of  one  bed  per  1,500  population  shall  be  available,  when  required,  for  the 
use  of  patients  from  that  County  district.

No  hospital  accommodation. 

County  district  at  present  without  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  disease,  other  than 
smallpox  : — 

Clitheroe  (R.)  Population  (1934),  8,833. 


Examination  of  the  general  position  with  regard  to  the  provision  for  the  treatment  of 
infectious  disease  makes  it  clear  that  for  satisfactory  arrangements  to  be  made  the  number  of 
beds  must  be  increased,  either  by  extending  the  accommodation  at  the  existing  hospitals  or  by 
the  erection  of  new  hospitals  to  serve  several  districts. 

The  scheme  provides  therefore  : — 

(1)  That  each  County  district  or  combination  of  County  districts  shall  have  available 
hospital  beds  in  the  ratio  of  1  bed  per  1,500  of  the  population  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 

disease. 

(2)  Hospitals,  which,  although  possessing  the  standard  ratio  of  beds  to  population,  are 
so  planned  that  they  can  only  isolate  two  or  three  types  of  infection  at  one  time,  are  not 
satisfactory  units,  and  the  authorities  concerned  should  consider  whether  to  erect  cubicle 
wards  or  to  combine  with  another  hospital  or  hospitals  in  order  that  all  forms  of  infectious 
disease  which  require  hospital  treatment  may  be  isolated.

(3)  That  arrangements  be  entered  into  between  the  various  hospital  authorities  for 
mutual  assistance  during  periods  of  severe  epidemics,  and  it  is  suggested  that  such  arrange¬ 
ments  would  be  facilitated  by  agreeing  upon  a  flat  rate  of  payment  for  maintenance,  and 
by  the  provision  of  cubicle  wards  at  hospitals  of  a  permanent  type. 


In  order  to  indicate  how  the  scheme  may  be  implemented,  the  Administrative  County  has 
been  divided  into  hospital  areas,  and  districts  have  been  grouped  together  as  representing  areas 
of  population  which  may  well  combine  for  hospital  purposes  on  geographical  and  financial  grounds. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  that  hospital  provision  shall  be  adequate,  and  the  groupings 
are  intended  to  serve  as  a  possible  basis  on  which  such  provision  may  be  made  by  the  authorities 
concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  division  of  the  Administrative  County  into  areas  in  which  districts  may 
be  grouped  together  for  hospital  purposes,  a  further  regional  division  has  been  made  to  illustrate 
the  manner  in  which  hospitals  may  enter  into  reciprocal  arrangements  for  the  reception  of  cases 
during  severe  epidemics,  when  the  resources  of  any  one  hospital,  however  large,  may  be  overtaxed. 
These  mutual  arrangements  are  especially  necessary  in  dealing  with  diseases  of  an  infectious 
nature,  so  that  the  possibility  of  overcrowding  in  any  hospital  may  be  entirely  avoided. 


Recommendations. 

(1)  That  each  County  district  or  combination  of  County  districts  shall  have  available  hospital 
beds  in  the  ratio  of  1  bed  per  1,500  of  the  population  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease. 

(2)  Hospitals  which,  although  possessing  the  standard  ratio  of  beds  to  population,  are  so 
planned  that  they  can  only  isolate  two  or  three  types  of  infection  at  one  time,  should  consider 
whether  to  erect  cubicle  wards  or  to  combine  with  another  hospital  or  hospitals  in  order  that  all 
forms  of  infectious  disease  which  require  hospital  treatment  may  be  isolated. 

(3)  That  arrangements  be  entered  into  between  the  various  hospital  authorities  for  mutual 
assistance  during  periods  of  severe  epidemics,  and  that  the  authorities  or  Joint  Boards  or  Com¬ 
mittees  owning  these  hospitals  should  consider  the  desirability  of  agreeing  upon  a  flat  rate  of 
payment  for  maintenance  of  patients  thus  admitted. 


SMALLPOX. 

In  considering  the  question  of  adequate  provision  for  cases  of  smallpox  arising  in  the 
Administrative  County,  the  mild  type  of  the  disease  which  has  prevailed  during  recent  years,  and 
the  greatly  improved  methods  of  transport,  are  two  factors  which  have  an  important  bearing  on 
both  the  character  of  the  hospital  buildings  and  the  number  of  beds  to  be  provided. 

During  the  last  nineteen  years  it  has  been  possible  to  meet  all  the  smallpox  hospital  needs 
with  only  a  trifling  additional  capital  expenditure,  and  certain  hospitals  built  to  accommodate  • 
smallpox  cases,  but  leased  for  other  purposes,  have  not  been  called  upon. 

The  survey  which  has  been  completed  indicates  that  the  Administrative  County  is  well 
provided  with  hospital  accommodation  of  this  character,  and  that  the  arrangements  made  by  the 
various  districts  are  sufficiently  elastic  to  meet  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  future. 

Notification  of  Cases  of  Smallpox.- — The  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  notified  in  the  County 
districts  during  the  nineteen  years,  1917-1935,  was  1,787  ;  only  13  cases  have  been  reported  in 
the  last  five  years.  In  over  40  County  districts  no  case  of  smallpox  has  been  notified  during  the 
last  19  years. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  position  in  the  Administrative  County  as  regards  hospital 


accommodation  for  smallpox  is  summarised  in  the  following  statement  : —

Summary. 

In  submitting  the  scheme  for  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  it  is  suggested  that  no 
alteration  should  be  made  for  the  districts  mentioned  in  the  sections  (a),  ( b ),  (c)  and  (d)  of  the 
preceding  tabular  statements  excepting  as  regards  the  districts  referred  to  in  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  Tables  X.,  XI.  and  XII.  that  in  the  Administrative  County  there 
are  16  hospitals  (415  beds)  set  apart  for  the  treatment  of  smallpox  cases.  Of  these,  the  hospitals 
at  Ashton-under-Lyne  (Hartshead),  Bury  (Ainsworth),  Burnley  (Crown  Point),  Chadderton 
(Racefield),  Elswick  (Fylde,  Preston  and  Garstang  Joint),  Ince,  Leigh  (Astley),  and  Rawtenstall 
are  substantial  hospitals  with  a  total  of  approximately  216  beds.

To  meet  a  possible  emergency,  in  the  form  of  an  extensive  outbreak  of  smallpox,  a  system 
of  co-operation  between  the  local  authorities  and  the  Joint  Hospital  Boards  and  Committees 
should,  as  in  the  case  of  ordinary  infectious  disease,  be  agreed  upon. 


Recommendations. 

(1)  The  hospitals  marked  f  in  Table  X.  should  for  the  time  being  be  retained  as  emergency 
hospitals,  but  the  local  authorities  concerned  be  requested  to  consider  providing  or  arranging 
for  alternative  accommodation,  preferably  with  one  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Boards  or  Committees 
or  with  a  County  Borough. 


(2)  The  local  authorities  of  Ashton-in-Makerfield,  Billinge  and  Winstanley,  Blackrod  and 
Upholland  be  recommended  to  make  arrangements  with  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital  Board. 


(3)  The  Lunesdale  Rural  District  Council  to  reserve  the  existing  isolation  hospital  for 
smallpox  cases  only. 


A  scheme  based  on  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  is  now  in  course  of  prepar¬ 
ation,  and  consultations  with  local  authorities  are  taking  place.  The  scheme,  when  finally  agreed 
upon,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  his  approval.

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Survey  of  Public  Assistance  Hospitals  and  Infirmaries. 

Ioi  the  purpose  oi  ensuring  that  all  the  Public  Assistance  hospitals  and  infirmaries  under 
the  control  of  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  are  properly  staffed  and  equipped, 
the  County  Medical  stall  is  making  a  general  survey  of  all  the  hospitals  and  infirmaries.  A 
detailed  report  on  each  Institution  with  observations  and  recommendations  is  bein'*  presented 
to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  The  following  report  on  the  Leigh  Public  Assistance  Insti¬ 
tution  indicates  the  type  of  report  presented  to  the  Committee  after  an  institution  has  been  surveyed 
by  the  County  Medical  staff : —  J 


The  Leigh  Public  Assistance  Institution. 

This  Institution  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  Atherton,  on  the  main  Atherton— Lei<*h 
Road  and  close  to  the  boundary  of  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Leigh.  The  site  is  open  and  the 
surroundings  quiet.  The  land  is  flat,  being  100  feet  above  ordnance  datum  and  is  in  parts  liable 
to  subsidence  from  coal  workings.  The  total  area  is  85,936  sq.  yds.,  of  which  36,399  have  been 
built  upon.  The  original  buildings — now  known  as  “the  old  Workhouse” — were  erected  in  1850; 
further  additions  have  been  made  from  time  to  time,  the  main  hospital  being  erected  in  1881, 
two  new  house  pavilions,  one  in  1907  and  the  other  in  1913,  and  a  Nurses’  Home  in  1922.  The 
frontage  on  the  main  road  is  occupied  by  the  Public  Assistance  offices,  Porters’  and  Portresses’ 
lodges,  disinfector  house  and  stables,  female  inmates  clothing  store,  and  Children’s  Receiving 
Home. 

The  area  built  upon  has  been  developed  in  an  irregular  manner  and  the  general  lay-out  is 
capable  of  much  improvement.  The  roads  and  paths  are  either  rough  paved  or  made  with  cinders 
and  are  unsatisfactory  in  dry  or  wet  weather.  ‘ 


The  late  Board  of  Guardians  had  under  consideration  very  large  schemes  for  extending  the 
premises  and  modernising  the  services.  Plans  had  been  prepared,  but  owing  to  the  War  and  to 
the  changes  which  would  be  brought  about  by  the  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
then  pending,  approval  was  withheld  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  conditions  which  necessitated 
these  extensions  still  prevail  and  in  fact  the  general  position  with  regard  to  overcrowding  and  other 
deficiencies  is  more  acute.  The  preliminary  investigations  and  the  suggestions  made  by  the  late 
Board  of  Guardians  have,  however,  proved  very  helpful  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

The  water  is  pure  and  is  suitable  for  domestic  and  boiler  purposes. 
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Heating  —Hot  water  and  steam  are  provided  by  two  Cornish  boilers  installed  in  1896.  The 
ealorifiers  are  decentralised  and  a  liberal  use  is  made  of  coal  fires  for  heating  purposes.  The  system 
„enerallv  appears  to  be  uneconomical  and  in  view  of  the  age  of  the  boilers  and  the  new  demands 
which  may  be  made  upon  them  it  is  recommended  that  a  report  upon  the  heating  system  be  obtained 
from  a  Consulting  Engineer.

Disinfector.— The  disinfector,  recently  purchased,  is  of  the  Washington-Lyon  pattern  made 
by  Messrs.  Manlove  and  Alliott.  It  is  housed  near  the  main  entrance  but  could  be  conveniently 
moved  nearer  to  the  boiler  house  when  alterations  are  made  to  those  premises. 


Laundry. — The  laundry,  which  has  been  modernised  within  the  last  nine  years  at  an  approxi¬ 
mate  cost  of  £3,000,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Master  and  Matron.  Electric  motors  are  used  for 
power  and  steam  for  drying.  About  10,000  articles  are  dealt  with  weekly  by  a  paid  staff,  com¬ 
prising  one  laundress,  one  packer  and  sorter,  and  six  assistants. 

Mortuary. — The  existing  mortuary  is  small  and  there  is  no  proper  accommodation  for  the 
relatives  and  friends  of  deceased  inmates  or  for  technical  purposes. 


It  is  recommended  that  a  new  mortuary,  similar  in  design  to  those  recently  built  by  the 
County  Council  for  other  institutions  be  provided,  the  site  being  decided  upon  when  replanning 
of  the  Institution  is  being  considered. 

Receiving  Blocks. — These  are  situated  close  to  the  main  entrance,  and  are  sufficient  for 
their  purpose. 

Casual  Wards— These  are  also  situated  close  to  the  main  entrance  which  gives  the 
Institution  a  congested  and  unfavourable  appearance.  They  are  now  disused  and  it  is  recommended 
that  the  female  casual  ward  be  demolished  with  the  exception  of  a  small  portion  which  houses 
a  transformer.  The  male  casual  ward  could  be  adapted  as  a  clothing  store  and  the  present  clothing 
store  which  is  quite  unsuitable  demolished. 

Stables  and  Hay  Store. — The  main  road  in  front  of  these  premises  is  scheduled  tor  widening, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  the  stables,  together  with  the  hay  store  and  the  piggeries  be  remoi  ed 
to  the  farm. 

Workshops. — These  are  very  old  buildings,  dark  and  ill-ventilated.  The  engineer  s  workshop 
is  an  unsightly  wood  and  corrugated  iron  building  in  a  bad  state  of  repair. 


New  workshops  are  required,  on  a  site  preferably  near  the  boiler  house  so  that  the  engineer 
could  carry  out  his  work  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  plant  under  his  care. 

Master’s  House.— Resident  quarters  for  the  Master  and  Matron  are  provided  in  the  central 
portion  of  a  block  of  buildings,  which  was  the  original  workhouse.  The  living  quarters  are 
satisfactory  ;  they  have  been  kept  in  good  order  and  recent  structural  and  decorative  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made.  The  portions  of  the  old  workhouse  on  either  side  of  the  Master’s  quarters 
are  not  suitable  for  any  immediate  purpose  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  fabrics  should  be  examined 
with  a  view  to  their  demolition,  and  offices  and  staff  quarters  erected  in  their  place. 


Dining  Hall  and  Kitchen  Stores.— The  plans  prepared  by  the  late  Board  of  Guardians  included 
I  he  building  of  a  new  single  storey  dining  hall  easy  of  access  to  the  main  kitchen  and  the  provision 
of  new  kitchen  stores  under  the  present  dining  hall.  It  is  recommended  that  these  improvements 
be  carried  out  and  the  existing  dining  hall  be  used  for  recreation  purposes. 

Kitchen. — The  kitchen  supplies  the  whole  of  the  Institution  and  although  it  has  been  recently 
modernised  it  is  lacking  in  space.  The  dimensions  are  54  feet  by  16  feet,  giving  864  square  feet. 
There  is  a  separate  bread  shop  and  bakehouse.  The  method  of  conveying  food  to  the  various 
departments  is  by  “  Thermo  ”  food  conveyors.  It  is  recommended  that  structural  alterations  to 
provide  better  service  conditions  be  carried  out  and  the  equipment  augmented  by  a  modern  range. 
Preparation  rooms  and  kitchen  stores  could  be  provided  by  utilising  accommodation  under  the 
present  dining  hall, 
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House  Pavilions.— These  are  two  separate  blocks,  and  they  provide  accommodation  for  112 
male  inmates  and  90  female  inmates. 

The  male  pavilion  is  overcrowded,  some  of  the  inmates  having  to  sleep  in  premises  which 
appear  suitable  tor  demolition,  whilst  owing  to  the  shortage  of  accommodation  in  the  infirmary, 
patients  are  transferred  to  these  pavilions  to  complete  their  convalescence. 

In  order  to  classify  and  supervise  the  male  inmates  in  accordance  with  their  needs  it  is 
recommended  that  a  one-storey  unit  of  50  beds  be  constructed  to  house  aged  men  who  are  unable 
to  move  about  freely  and  are  unable  to  climb  stairs  without  assistance. 

In  both  pavilions  the  sanitary  annexes  require  protection  from  the  weather. 

Officers’  Quarters  and  Administrative  Offices. — The  quarters  for  the  resident  staff  and  for 
office  purposes  are  inadequate.  The  male  staff  should  have  a  separate  sitting  room,  and  the  more 
permanent  class  of  officer  should  have  quarters  which  allow  of  a  greater  degree  of  comfort  and 
privacy.  It  is  desirable  that  in  the  new  lay-out  some  provision  be  made  for  outdoor  recreation. 


Mental  Wards.— These  are  situated  in  a  central  position  in  front  of  the  hospital  and  accom¬ 
modate  48  patients.  The  buildings  are  among  the  oldest  on  the  site  ;  there  are  no  proper  airing 
courts,  and  the  internal  arrangements  are  such  that  the  patients  are  not  classified,  and  supervision 
is  difficult.  It  is  recommended  that  a  new  mental  block  for  males  and  females  be  built  and  be  so 
arranged  that  cases  which  may  recover  may  be  kept  separate  from  the  chronic  epileptic  type  ; 
also  large  airing  courts  should  be  provided. 

Children’s  Nursery. — This  is  used  for  infants  and  children  up  to  three  years  of  age  and  is 
quite  unsuitable  for  this  purpose. 

When  a  new  mental  block  is  built  it  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  possible  to  convert  the 
existing  female  mental  block  into  a  one-storey  building  and  by  adding  a  verandah  make  use  of 
it  as  a  children’s  nursery. 

The  male  mental  block  is  capable  of  being  adapted  for  use  of  cases  preliminary  to  their 
transfer  from  the  hospital  to  the  house. 

Children’s  Home. — This  is  a  modern  building  with  a  separate  entrance  from  the  Institution. 
It  has  accommodation  for  26  children  from  3  years  of  age  upwards,  and  is  well  suited  for  its  purpose.

The  Hospital. 

General  Description. — The  hospital  is  a  separate  unit  and  was  erected  in  1881.  The  buildings 
cover  a  site  of  12,245  square  yards,  and  consist  of  two  pavilions,  one  for  male  and  one  for  female 
patients,  each  of  two  storeys,  connected  by  corridors  to  a  central  administration  block  of  three 
storeys. 

Attached  to  the  rear  of  the  central  block  is  the  Nurses’  Home. 

Nature  of  the  Hospital’s  Practice.- — This  Public  Assistance  hospital  is  similar  in  character  and 
in  its  practice  to  several  other  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  others  of  the 
same  type  being  the  Ulverston,  Lancaster,  Fylde,  Chorley,  and  Ormskirk  Institutions.

The  majority  of  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  in  these  hospitals  are  of  the  class  known  as 
«  chronic  ”  the  term  being  limited  to  the  aged  and  infirm  and  those  suffering  from  diseases  which 
do  not  respond  to  treatment,  and  who  need  merely  nursing  care  and  attention. 

Classed  as  Public  Assistance  hospitals  they  have  also  to  provide  beds  for  other  types  of 
patients,  and  these  include  long  stay  medical  and  surgical  cases,  acute  medical  conditions,  sick 

children  and  maternity  eases. 

In  carrying  out  hospital  surveys  at  such  institutions;  the  three  main  considerations  upon 
which  recommendations  will  be  based  are  r— - 

(1)  The  extent  of  the  hospital’s  present  activities. 

(2)  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  served. 

(3)  The  co-ordination  of  the  hospital  with  other  medical  services  in  the  area. 

Primarily  then  the  recommendations  will  be  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  hospital  to 
fulfil  its  present  functions  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  either  by  increasing  the  accommodation  or 
adding  facilities  which  arc  now  necessary  in  the  modern  treatment  of  disease. 

When  this  has  been  carried  out  it  will  be  possible  to  supplement  for  certain  classes  of  patients 
the  number  of  beds  available  for  hospital  treatment  in  the  area  and  to  co-ordinate  the  hospital 
with  clinics,  welfare  centres  and  other  hospitals.

Access. — At  present  the  hos 
buildings.

Hospital  Wards.  The  male  and  female  ward  blocks  are  identical  in  structure.  On  each  floor 
there  are  three  wards,  the  two  smaller  wards- with  6  and  7  beds  respectively-are  inter¬ 
communicating  and  separated  from  a  large  ward  of  12  beds  by  a  ward  kitehem  There  are  no 
duty  rooms.  The  sanitary  accommodation  on  each  floor  comprises  2  baths,  -  lavatory  bowls 

and  4  w.c.’s. 

The  total  number  of  beds  available  is  112  (56  male  and  56  female)  The  wards  generally 
are  light  and  well  ventilated,  suitable  for  infirm  and  chronic  cases  lor  which  their  arrangement 
permits  of  rough  classification. 


The  bathrooms  need  modernising  and  sluices  are  urgently  needed. 


The  whole  of  the  existing  accommodation  is  insufficient  for  the  aged  and  infirm  ype 
patient,  many  of  whom  are  nursed  in  the  house  pavilions.  Owing  to  the  ageing-of  the  populati  i 
in  conjunction  with  social  tendencies  and  economic  conditions  it  may  confident  y  -  p 
that  the  demand  for  beds  for  this  class  of  patient  will  for  some  years  steadily  increase. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  existing  hospital  wards  be  used  entirely  for  aged  and  infirm  cases, 
two  new  blocks  be  erected,  one  to  provide  20  male  and  20  female  beds  tor  cases  requnmg  acti  e 
treatment,  and  one  with  accommodation  for  24  children’s  beds  (12  male  and  1-  female). 

Special  Departments.— There  are  no  special  departments  at  this  hospital.  It  is  merely  a  place 
where  cases  can  be  given  nursing  care  and  simple  medical  treatment. 

The  efficiency  of  a  hospital  and  its  real  value  to  the  community  largely  depends- upon  the 
special  departments  including  operating  theatre,  X-ray,  clinical  laboratory  and 
which  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  provided.  The  staffing  of  such 
presents  considerable  difficulties  for  a  comparatively  small  number  of  beds  and  it  is  recommended 
that  for  the  present  there  should  be  erected  a  block  containing  admission  rooms,  clinical 
laboratory  and  a  treatment  room  for  continuation  cases.  This  building  shou  t  c  si  e 
planned  so  that  extensions  which  may  become  necessary  could  be  easily  carried  ou  . 

Cases  requiring  further  investigation  could  by  arrangement  be  temporarily  transferred  to 
hospitals  where  full  facilities  are  already  available. 


Maternity  Cases. — The  average  number  of  maternity  cases  admitted  is  20  per  annum. 

The  accommodation  consists  of  6  beds  on  the  first  floor  of  the  central  administration  block 
and  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory. 


It  is  suggested  that  when  the  new  female  ward  is  built  better  provision  should  be  made  foi 
maternity  cases. 


Isolation  Wards. — These  are  two  small  self-contained  blocks  each  of  6  beds  situated  in  front 
of  the  hospital.  The  fabrics  are  good  and  suitably  equipped  and  decorated,  and  with  modern 
sanitary  conveniences  they  would  be  a  Amluable  asset  to  the  hospital. 
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It  is  recommended  that  these  two  blocks  be  suitably  plastered  and  decorated 
modern  sanitary  conveniences  and  fitted  internally  on  the  cubicle  system.

Thc  nursing  staff  numbers  at  present  16,  including  l  superintendent  nurse,  5  full  trained 
sisters,  10  assistant  nurses. 


Dispensary.— This  is  situated  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  administration  block  and  is  sufficient 
tor  its  purpose. 


Summary  of  Recommendations. 

(1)  The  existing  hospital  wards  to  be  used  solely  for  “  chronic  ”  sick  cases  including-  the 

aged  and  infirm.  & 

(2)  The  sanitary  annexes  to  be  modernised  and  sluices  provided. 

(3)  The  erection  of  a  hospital  block  to  provide  40  additional  beds  and  provision  for  maternity 

cases  in  the  female  block. 

(4)  The  erection  of  a  children’s  ward  of  24  beds. 

(5)  The  provision  of  a  clinical  laboratory  with  admission  and  treatment  rooms.

(e)  Any  other  institution  which  appears  to  the  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister  to 
be  calculated  to  render  useful  aid  in  the  administration  of  relief  of  the  poor ;

The  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

In  July,  1934,  it  was  reported  to  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  that  several 
Societies  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  had  made  application  to  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance 
Committee  for  financial  assistance,  in  accordance  with  Circular  1337  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
to  enable  them  to  perform  effectively  that  part  of  their  work  which  is  concerned  with  the  place¬ 
ment  ”  in  employment  of  deaf  and  dumb  persons. 


The  Public  Assistance  Committee  empowered  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  arrange  for 
conferences  to  be  held  with  representatives  of  Agencies  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  representatives 
of  County  Borough  Councils. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  communicated  with  the  Minister  of  Health,  asking  if  he  had  any 
recommendation  as  to  the  basis  on  which  the  contributions  should  be  made  to  the  various  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Societies.  A  reply  was  received  stating  that  it  appeared  to  the  Minister  that  a  grant 
on  the  basis  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  population  supervised  by  any  particular  Deaf  and  Dumb 
organisation  would  be  equitable,  but  he  had  not  made  any  recommendation  on  this  subject. 
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After  the  receipt  of  the  letter  from  the  Minister  of  Health  the  County  Medical  Officer  made 
investigations  as  to  the  work  being  done  by  the  various  Deaf  and  Dumb  Missions  which  supervise 
deaf  and  dumb  persons  resident  in  the  Administrative  County  area.  At  the  various  interviews 
which  representatives  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  had  with  representatives  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Societies,  it  was  suggested  that  a  grant  should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  deaf  and  dumb 
population  supervised  by  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Societies,  and  that,  as  far  as  the  Lancashire  Public 
Assistance  Committee  is  concerned,  the  grant  to  be  paid  to  the  various  Deaf  and  Dumb  Societies 
in  Lancashire  should  be  on  a  uniform  basis.  The  representatives  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
intimated  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Societies  that  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  would 
be  recommended  to  make  a  grant  as  from  the  1st  April,  1935,  to  each  Deaf  and  Dumb  Society  on 
the  basis  of  10s.  per  annum  per  deaf  and  dumb  person  resident  in  the  Administrative  County  area 
supervised  by  the  Society.  It  was,  however,  pointed  out  that  the  number  of  deaf  and  dumb  persons 
for  grant  purposes  would  not  include  children  under  16  years  of  age  or  deaf  and  dumb  persons 
resident  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions  or  Mental  Hospitals. 


The  suggested  basis  of  payment  was  agreed  to  by  all  the  Societies  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  who 
supervise  deaf  and  dumb  persons  in  the  Administrative  County  area.  Furthermore,  a  number  of 
County  Borough  Councils  in  Lancashire  contemplated  making  a  grant  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Societies  on  the  same  basis. 


The  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  has  decided,  as  from  the  1st  April,  1936,  to 
continue  to  pay  to  Deaf  and  Dumb  Societies  a  grant  on  the  basis  of  10s.  per  annum  per  deaf 
and  dumb  person  resident  in  the  Administrative  County  area  supervised  by  the  Society,  but 
this  grant  may  be  amended  in  future  years.

(excluding  those  resident  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions  or  Mental  Hospitals)  supervised  by

Payment  of  Midwifery  Fees. 

Since  the  powers  of  Boards  of  Guardians  were  transferred  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
many  applications  have  been  received  for  the  payment  of  midwives  fees  for  attendance  on  women 
in  poor  circumstances.  Since  the  1st  January,  1932,  to  the  31st  December,  1935,  the  number 
of  applications  received  for  the  payment  of  midwifery  fees  was  675.  When  these  applications 
are  received  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  they  are  referred  for  consideration  to  the  Guardians’ 
Committees,  who,  through  their  Relieving  Officers,  investigate  the  economic  circumstances  of 
the  applicants  attended  by  mid  wives.  Of  the  675  applications  received  the  Guardians  Committees 
have  agreed  to  pay  fees  in  581  cases,  or  86  per  cent,  of  the  cases.

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Treatment  of  Cancer  Cases  under  the  Scheme  of  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance 

Committee. 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  for  the  treatment 
of  cases  of  cancer  at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  were  described 
in  detail  on  pages  57  to  59  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1933. 


During  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1936,  the  Medical  Officers  of  County  Public  Assistance 
Institutions  and  Hospitals  referred  49  cases  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  as  being  suitable  for 
treatment  at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester ;  5  cases  were 

similarly  referred  by  County  District  Medical  Officers,  and  9  “  County  ”  cases  were  referred  by 
the  Medical  Officers  of  non-County  institutions  and  hospitals.  During  the  same  period  179 
attendances  for  re-examination  have  been  made  at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium 
Institute,  by  cases  treated  under  the  County  scheme. 


Of  the  total  63  cases  referred  for  treatment,  42  were  actually  treated  at  the  Christie  Hospital 
and  Holt  Radium  Institute.  Of  the  remaining  21  cases,  17  on  examination  at  the  Christie  Hospital 
were  found  to  be  too  advanced  or  unsuitable  for  treatment,  and  4  cases  died  whilst  awaiting 
admission  to  the  Christie  Hospital. 


In  addition  to  the  42  cases  treated  during  the  year  1935—36  there  were  4  “  overlap  ”  cases 
from  the  year  1934-35.  The  total  number  of  cases  who  received  treatment  under  the  County 
scheme  during  the  year  1935-36  was,  therefore,  46. 


The  total  amount  charged  by  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  46  cases  under  the  County  scheme  for  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1936,  was 
£967  16s.  Od.  Of  this  amount  £104  2s.  Od.  was  recoverable  from  other  local  authorities  in 
respect  of  6  cases  chargeable  to  these  authorities  and  treated  at  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt 
Radium  Institute  under  the  scheme  of  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee.  The  net 
charge  to  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  for  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1936, 
was  therefore  £863  14s.  Od. 


Domiciliary  Medical  Services. 

In  June,  1934,  the  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee  adopted  a  scheme  whereby 
District  Medical  Officers  were  to  receive  an  equivalent  of  ten  shillings  per  person  granted  medical 
relief  on  the  order  of  a  Relieving  Officer,  the  salaries  to  be  based  on  the  number  of  cases  receiving 
medical  relief  during  the  previous  year.  In  addition,  the  scheme  provided  that  medicines,  etc., 
be  supplied  by  the  “  Script  ”  method,  the  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  County  Council  and  not  to 
be  included  in  the  salaries  of  the  District  Medical  Officers. 
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The  “Script’  method  requires  chemists  to  provide  medicine,  etc.,  to  Public  Assistance 
patients  who  present  a  Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Committee’s  “  script  ”  issued  by  a  District 
Medical  Officer.  In  those  rural  areas  where  the  services  of  a  chemist  are  not  available  the 
District  Medical  Officer  supplies  the  necessary  medicines,  etc.,  and  issues  a  “  script  ”  on  himself. 
The  “  scripts  ”  are  forwarded  to  the  Central  Office  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  are  priced  by 
the  Lancashire  Insurance  Committee  according  to  the  National  Health  Drug  Tariff. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935,  76,350  “  scripts  ”  have  been  issued  at  a  total 
cost  of  £3,025  5s.  10d.,  which  gives  an  average  cost  per  “  script  ”  of  9-51d.  The  number  of 
District  Medical  Officers  issuing  “  scripts  ”  is  126,  and  during  1935,  21,735  cases  received  medical 
relief. 


Supply  of  Drugs,  Dressings,  Medical  and  Surgical  Appliances. 

A  duplicate  requisition  for  all  drugs  and  dressings  which  are  ordered  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Institutions  and  Infirmaries  is  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  All  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  or  repairs  thereto  are  ordered  by  the  Central  Office.  This  method  ensures  uniformity 
of  practice  throughout  the  County,  facilitates  the  provision  of  whatever  is  required,  and  gives 
the  County  Medical  Officer  complete  supervision  over  the  expenditure. 


Preliminary  Training  School  for  tiie  Training  of  Nurses  at  the  Park  Hospital, 

Davyhulme. 

The  Preliminary  Training  Schools  are  held  four  times  a  year,  for  a  period  of  seven  weeks — 
twelve  students  in  each  school. 

The  Matron  interviews  all  candidates  who  live  at  a  reasonable  distance  from  the  hospital. 
All  candidates  are  given  an  “  intelligence  test.” 

The  object  of  a  Preliminary  Training  School  is  to  give  a  training  in  the  theory  and  practice 
of  nursing  to  probationers  before  entering  the  wards. 

The  course  in  the  Preliminary  School  comprises  tuition  and  practical  work  in  the  following 
subjects  : — 

(a)  Elementary  anatomy  and  physiology. 

(b)  Hygiene  and  domestic  science. 

(c)  Bandaging,  bandage  making,  and  splint  padding. 

( d )  Elementary  sick  nursing. 

(e)  First  aid  and  ward  work. 

This  standardised  teaching  in  the  classroom  enables  the  Probationers  to  carry  out  their 
duties  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ward  Sister  as  soon  as  they  enter  the  ward. 

The  pupils  have  also  an  opportunity  of  seeing  something  of  the  administration  and  working 
of  the  hospital,  by  visits  to  the  central  kitchen,  laundry,  laboratory,  dispensary,  refrigerators, 
viewing  room,  post  mortem  room,  etc. 

Visits  are  also  arranged  to  health  centres,  clinics,  pasteurising  plants,  sewage  disposal  works, 
a  refuse  destructor,  and  other  places  of  interest. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  use  of  the  telephone,  fire  extinguisher,  position  of  fire  escapes, 
etc.,  and  two  hours  each  week  are  spent  on  the  wards,  assisting  in  bedmaking  and  general  ward 
work,  to  give  an  idea  of  the  work  on  the  wards. 

Off  duty  time  : — 

Two  hours  each  day. 

Week-ends  free  from  Saturday  2.0  p.m.  to  Sunday  10.0  p.m.  when  the  pupils  may  go 
home  if  they  wish. 

The  pupils  are  allowed  to  use  the  nursing  staff  tennis  courts  and  are  encouraged  to  play 
games  or  go  out  of  doors  during  off-duty  time. 

They  have  the  use  of  the  library. 

They  are  provided  with  uniform  while  in  training. 


On  completion  of  six  weeks  in  the  Preliminary  Training  School,  examinations  are  held  in 
the  above  subjects,  and  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  week  those  pupils  who  are  considered  suitable 
are  transferred  to  the  hospital  for  their  probationary  trial  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 

At  the  end  of  the  three  months  trial  period  examinations  are  held  by  the  Matron  to  decide 
whether  the  probationer  is  to  be  retained. 

Lectures  are  given  by  the  Sister-Tutor  and  the  medical  staff. 
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Tuberculosis.— The  Lancashire  County  Council,  through  the  Tuberculosis  Committee, 
has  provided  a  complete  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  for  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Administrative  County  area.

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. — Twenty-four  dispensaries  have  been  established  by  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Committee,  the  dispensary  areas  covering  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County. 
Details  as  to  the  situation  of  the  premises,  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  days  and  hours  of  sessions, 
etc.,  are  given  in  Dr.  Cox’s  Annual  Report. 


Maternity  Beds. — In  the  section  of  this  report  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  reference 
is  made  on  pages  211  and  217  to  the  facilities  provided  for  maternity  cases  by  the  County  Council 
scheme,  and  by  the  local  authorities  who  themselves  undertake  maternity  and  child  welfare  work. 


Hospitals  for  Children. — The  district  reports  state  that  hospital  provision  for  children  is 
available  at  Accrington  (B),  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  Chorley  (B),  Colne  (B),  Eccles  (B),  Fleet- 
wood  (B),  Lancaster  (B),  Leigh  (B),  Lytham  Saint  Anne’s  (B),  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B), 
Ormskirk,  Ramsbottom,  Royton,  and  Stretford  (B).  Other  districts  report  that  children  are  sent  to 
general  hospitals  elsewhere,  or  to  public  institutions.  The  County  Council  arrangements  for 
children  are  referred  to  on  pages  78  and  218. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants,  and  Homeless  Children.— 

Institutional  accommodation  for  these  classes  is  stated  to  be  available  at  Billinge  and  Winstanley 
(Greenfield  House),  Eccles  (B)  (Ennismore  House),  Great  Crosby  (Nazareth  House),  Heywood  (B) 
(Simpson  Hill),  Kirkham  (Cottage  Homes),  Stretford  (B)  (Galloway  Homes),  Tottington  (Holly 
Mount),  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  (St.  Mary’s  Home),  and  Blackburn  (R)  (Wilpshire).  Accom¬ 
modation  for  these  classes  of  cases  is  available  at  all  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions.

Day  Nurseries. — Day  nurseries  have  been  provided  at  Leyland  (by  the  County  Council)  and 
at  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B)  (managed  voluntarily). 
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School  Clinics,  etc.— (a)  By  County  Authority  ;  (b)  By  Local  Authorities. — 


(a).  County  School  Clinics,  etc. — The  development  of  medical  treatment  has  progressed 
still  further,  and  during  the  year  1935  Clinics  have  been  opened  at  Failsworth,  Huyton 
and  Kirkham  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  and  inspection,  and  at  Failsworth  for 
the  treatment  of  defective  vision  and  dental  defects.

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Minor  Ailments  and  Inspection. 

Minor  ailments  include  defects  such  as  discharging  ears,  external  eye  diseases,  skin  diseases, 
minor  injuries,  etc.,  and  treatment  for  them  is  available  for  approximately  95,000  children. 

Medical  inspection  is  available  for  all  children. 

The  number  of  individual  school  children  who  received  treatment  under  the  County  scheme 
during  the  year  was  12,502. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Arrangements  are  now  in  force  with  the  following  hospitals  and  clinics  for  the  operative 
treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  i — Ancoats  Hospital,  Manchester ;  Ashton-under-Lyne 
Infirmary  ;  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  ;  Bolton  Infirmary  ;  Burnley  Victoria  Hospital ;  Bury 
Infirmary  ;  Chorley  Hospital ;  Davyhulme  Park  Hospital ;  Fleetwood  Hospital  ;  Hartley  Hospital, 
Colne  ;  Lancaster  Royal  Infirmary  ;  Leigh  Borough  Clinic  ;  Myrtle  Street  Hospital,  Liverpool  ; 
Oldham  Royal  Infirmary ;  Ormskirk  Cottage  Hospital ;  Peasley  Cross  Hospital,  St.  Helens ; 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary ;  Ramsbottom  Cottage  Hospital ;  Southport  Infirmary ;  Stretford 
Clinic  ;  Ulverston  Cottage  Hospital ;  Warrington  Infirmary  ;  Widnes  Accident  Hospital ;  Wigan 
Royal  Infirmary. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  elementary  school  children  who  received  operative  treatment 
for  this  condition  was  1,837,  of  whom  1,739  were  treated  under  the  County  scheme. 

Aural  Disease. 

Arrangements  are  now  in  force  with  the  following  hospitals  and  clinic  for  operative  and 
other  treatment  in  cases  of  ear  disease  : — Ancoats  Hospital,  Manchester  ;  Peasley  Cross  Hospital, 
St.  Helens  ;  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  ;  and  Stretford  Clinic. 

During  the  year  thirteen  cases  were  operated  upon  under  the  County  scheme. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  treatment  of  school  children  suffering  from  tuberculosis  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Committee  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  all  cases  for  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  area  concerned. 


Vision. 

The  treatment  of  defects  of  vision  is  undertaken  either  in  the  Eye  departments  of  general 
hospitals  or  in  the  Eye  departments  of  the  County’s  own  clinics.  In  the  former  case  it.  is 
undertaken  by  the  specialist  staff  of  the  hospital  ;  in  the  latter,  case  by  part-time  visiting 
specialists.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  following  hospitals  :  Ashton-under-Lyne; 
Blackburn  ;  Bolton  ;  Burnley ;  Bury  ;  Colne  ;  Liverpool,  Myrtle  Street  Eye  and  Ear,  and 
St.  Paul’s  Eye  ;  Manchester  Royal  Eye  ;  Oldham  ;  Ormskirk  ;  Preston  ;  St.  Helens  ;  Warrington  ; 
Whiston  ;  Wigan  (Tower  Buildings)  ;  also  at  the  following  clinics  Ashton-under-Lyne  ;  Darwen  ; 
Morecambe  ;  Rawtenstall  ;  Stretford  ;  Widnes. 

Visiting  specialists  attend  the  County  school  clinics  in  Ashton-in-Makerfield,  Audenshaw, 
Carnforth,  Chorley,  Crompton,  Dalton-in-Furness,  Davyhulme,  Droylsden,  Earlestown,  Failsworth, 
Fleetwood,  Haydock,  Horwich,  Irlam,  Kearsley,  Lancaster,  Leyland,  Litherland,  Littleborough, 
Longridge,  Orrell,  Oswaldtwistle,  Padiham,  Prescot,  Ramsbottom,  Rishton,  Rochdale,  Royton, 
Tyldesley,  Ulverston,  Walkden,  Westhoughton,  and  Whitefield. 

The  number  of  children  for  whom  specialist  eye  treatment  is  available  is  approximately 
122,000.  The  number  of  elementary  school  children  who  received  treatment  for  errors  of 
refraction  (including  squint)  was  6,944,  of  whom  6,773  were  dealt  with  under  the  County 
scheme. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  with  certain  firms  of  opticians,  in  connection,  with  each 
ophthalmic  clinic  or  hospital,  to  supply  spectacles  at  a  fixed  low  charge.  In  necessitous  cases 
the  charge  is  reduced  or  remitted  altogether.  The  number  of  children  who  either  purchased  glasses 
or  received  free  spectacles  under  this  scheme  was  4,526. 

In  one  area  a  local  charity  has  arranged  for  the  treatment  of  visual  defect  in  elementary 
school  children,  and  provides  spectacles  free  of  charge  to  every  child  requiring  them. 

Arrangements  have  recently  been  made  with  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital  for  the 
orthoptic  treatment  of  squint.  The  number  of  cases  treated  during  1935  was  64,  making  274 
attendances.  The  report  submitted  on  these  cases  states  : — 

“  Forty-nine  cases  were  occluded,  and  every  one  has  shown  improved  vision  ;  one 
case  was  unsuitable  as  it  was  very  anisometropic.  Two  cases  had  operation  only. 

Three  cases  attend  twice  weekly  for  actual  orthoptic  treatment. 

One  shows  an  angle  of  squint  reduced  from  25°  to  6°  ;  in  another  the  angle  is  changed 
from  +30°  false  associated  fixation  to  +20°  true  simultaneous  perception,  and  is  ready 
for  operation  ;  the  third  case  shows  an  angle  of  squint  reduced  from  +25°  to  +5°.” 
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Dental  Defects. 

The  dental  staff  now  consists  of  sixteen  full-time  and  one  part-time  dental  surgeons,  each 
assisted  by  a  nurse  or  dental  attendant.  Dental  clinics  have  been  established  in  Ashton-in- 
Makerfield,  Atherton,  Audenshaw,  Carnforth,  Chorley,  Crompton,  Dalton-in-Furness,  Davyhulme, 
Droylsden,  Earlestown,  Failsworth,  Fleetwood,  Great  Crosby,  Havdock,  Horwich,  Irlam,  Kearsley, 
Leyland,  Litherland,  Littleborough,  Longridge,  Milnrow,  Ormskirk,  Orrell,  Oswaldtwistle,  Padiliam, 
Preseot,  Ramsbottom,  Rishton,  Royton,  Tyldesley,  Ulverston,  Walkden,  Westhoughton,  White- 
field,  and  Whitworth. 

These  clinics  serve  schools  with  an  average  attendance  of  approximately  83,000  children. 
The  number  of  elementary  school  children  who  received  treatment  during  the  year  was  29,752. 

Apart  from  routine  work,  the  dentists  treat  the  following  classes  : — 

(a)  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers ; 

( b )  Children  under  school  age,  similarly  ; 

(c)  Casuals. 

Casuals  are  of  three  classes  : — 

(a)  Urgent  cases,  e.g.,  toothache,  dental  abscess  ; 

( b )  Cases  where  the  mouth  has  to  be  put  into  a  clean  condition  previous  to  operation 
for  tonsils  and  adenoids  ; 

(c)  Cases  in  which  the  Medical  Officer  requests  that  dental  treatment  should  be  given 
for  some  other  medical  reason. 

During  the  year  68,189  children  attending  elementary  schools  were  inspected  by  the  School 
Dentists  ;  of  these,  46,154,  or  67  7  per  cent.,  were  found  to  require  treatment,  and  of  those  requiring 
treatment  645  per  cent,  actually  obtained  it,  as  against  percentages  of  78-9  and  663  respectively 

for  1934.

The  number  of  schools  covered  by  the  dental  scheme  is  424,  or  62 '1  per  cent,  of  the  schools 
in  the  County  area.  The  average  attendance  at  the  schools  covered  is  83,602,  or  82-18  per 
cent,  of  the  average  attendance  at  schools  in  the  County  area. 


The  total  number  of  dentists  required  to  cover  the  County  area  on  the  present  basis  of  working 
would  be  about  27.  This  is  on  the  assumption  that  the  work  in  the  rural  areas  would  proceed  at  the 
same  rate  as  that  in  the  urban  areas  which  are  now  largely  covered  by  the  dental  scheme.  Frequent 
applications  are  now  made  by  dwellers  in  rural  areas  to  have  the  same  facilities  for  dental  treatment 
as  are  obtainable  in  the  urban  areas,  and  the  attention  of  the  County  Council  is  drawn  to  the  need 
for  further  expansion  of  dental  inspection  and  treatment. 


Artificial  Light  Treatment. 


Clinics  have  been  established  at  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Atherton,  Chorley,  Horwich,  and 
Westhoughton  for  the  treatment  by  artificial  light  of  certain  children  in  sub-normal  health,  and 
during  the  year  143  children  received  this  form  of  treatment,  making  3,457  attendances.

Infectious  Disease. 

Of  administrative  procedures  for  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  the  most  important  are  : — 


1.. _ The  exclusion  of  children  suffering  from,  or  showing  symptoms  suggestive  of,  infectious 

disease,  or  who  may,  it  is  feared,  develop  disease  after  exposure  to  infection  ; 

2. — The  closure  of  schools  or  of  departments  of  schools. 

During  1935  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  43  schools  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious 
disease.  Every  endeavour  has  again  been  made  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  to  work 
in  close  co-operation  with  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  whenever  the  closure  of  a  school 
or  department  was  in  question.  (

Frequently  requests  are  made  that  a  school  should  be  closed  because  the  attendance  has 
fallen  considerably.  The  necessity  for  closure  is  not  always  obvious,  for  in  urban  areas  the  children 
have  opportunities  of  meeting  in  other  places  than  the  school,  and  infecting  each  other. 


In  such  cases,  however,  the  School  Medical  Officer  is  empowered,  under  the  Education  Act, 
1921  (Admin.  Memo.  No.  51,  Art.  15),  to  give  certificates  to  any  school  or  department  where  the 
attendance,  on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease,  has  fallen  below  60  per  cent,  of 
the  number  of  children  on  the  register. 

The  number  of  such  certificates  given  during  1935  was  336. 


School  Hygiene. 

The  new  schools  provided  by  the  County  Council  have  every  facility  for  a  healthy  school 
life  which  could  be  reasonably  demanded.  The  older  schools,  admittedly,  are  in  a  much 
inferior  position,  but  even  here  the  correct  use  of  whatever  facilities  exist  can  make  up 
for  many  deficiencies.  A  clean,  dustless  school,  with  proper  spacing  of  the  children,  is  of  great 
assistance  in  the  prevention  of  infection,  coupled  with  the  intelligent  observation  of  slightly  ailing 
children  and  the  rigid  exclusion,  for  an  adequate  period,  of  those  known  to  convey  infection,  e.g., 
cases  of  “  sore  throat.”  Too  great  a  reliance  is  frequently  placed  upon  chemical  disinfection  of 
the  school  premises,  whereas,  in  fact,  the  sourefes  of  infection  are  not  in  the  inanimate  objects  in 
the  school,  but  in  the  persons  actually  in  attendance. 

Reports  are  received  at  every  inspection  of  any  defects  found  in  the  premises. 
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(b).  Local  School  Clinics,  etc. — Outside  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County  for 
Elementary  Education,  i.e.  the  County  School  Medical  area,  there  are  22  non-County  Boroughs, 
and  the  following  five  Urban  Districts  :  Chadderton,  Farnworth,  Hindley,  Ince-in-Makerfield, 
and  Waterloo-with-Seaforth.  In  each  of  these  areas  a  school  clinic  has  been  established. 

Artificial  Light  Clinics. — The  local  reports  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  Brierfield,  Chadderton, 
Chorley  (B),  Colne  (B),  Denton,  Haslingden  (B),  Heywood  (B),  Hindley,  Horwich,  Lancaster  (B), 
Leigh  (B),  Middleton  (B),  Stretford  (B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  Waterloo-with-Seaforth, 
Westhoughton,  Widnes  (B),  etc.,  state  that  an  artificial  light  clinic  has  been  established  or  is 
available.  In  addition,  there  are  the  clinics  established  under  the  County  Council’s  tuberculosis 
scheme. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres. — Particulars  of  the  County  Council  scheme  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  and  a  list  of  the  treatment  centres  are  given  on 
pages  181  to  186. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — In  almost  every  County  district  ambulance  facilities  are  available 
both  for  infectious  cases  and  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases,  and  in  the  majority  of  districts

Vaccination. — The  Vaccination  Acts, 

1867-1907.— The 

Vaccination 

Order,  1930. — 

Under  section  2  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  from  the  appointed  day,  the  1st  April,  1930, 
the  functions  relating  to  vaccination,  formerly  discharged  by  Poor  Law  Authorities,  have  been 
discharged  by  the  Councils  of  Counties  and  County  Boroughs  as  functions  relating  to  public  health. 

The  County  Council  resolved  that  these  functions  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee. 

The  law  relating  to  vaccination  is  contained  in  the  Vaccination  Acts,  1867,  1871,  1874,  1898, 
and  1907.  The  Vaccination  Order,  1930,  rescinded  from  the  1st  April,  1930,  all  the  previous 
Vaccination  Orders. 

The  vaccination  service  of  the  Administrative  County  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Public 
Health  Department  on  the  1st  April,  1930,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Act,  1929.  At  the  present  time  (August,  1936)  there  are  134  Public  Vaccinators  and  49 
Vaccination  Officers  functioning  in  the  County  area.  The  names  of  these  officers  and  their  res¬ 
pective  areas  follow  on  pages  86  to  91.  The  vaccination  areas  are  coterminous  with  registration 
districts  or  sub-districts.  The  administration  of  the  Acts  is  proceeding  on  the  same  lines  as  before 
the  transfer. 

Number  of  Vaccinations,  and  Re- Vaccinations,  Exemption  Certificates,  etc. — The 
Minister  of  Health,  through  the  Registrar-General,  requested  that  a  Return,  Form  M379,  be 
supplied  relating  to  vaccination,  etc.,  of  children  whose  births  were  registered  from  1st  January 
to  31st  December,  1934,  and  another  Return,  Form  M379a,  as  to  the  number  of  persons  successfully 
vaccinated  and  re-vaccinated  during  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1935. 

The  tables  M379  and  M379a  are  given  on  pages  84  and  85.  From  the  former  table,  relating 
to  the  year  1934,  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  23,621  births  included  in  the  return,  the  number 
which  at  the  time  the  Return  was  made,  had  been  registered  as  successfully  vaccinated  was  7,016 
(being  29-7  per  cent,  of  the  whole),  and  the  number  registered  as  having  died  un-vaccinated  was 
1,097  (or  4-6  per  cent,  of  the  whole).  Of  the  remaining  children  67  (or  0-2  per  cent,  of  the  whole) 
had  been  registered  as  insusceptible  of  vaccination,  or  as  having  had  smallpox  ;  304  (or  1*2  per  cent.) 
as  having  their  vaccination  postponed  by  medical  certificate  ;  and  14,055  (or  59-5  per  cent.)  in 
respect  of  whom  certificates  of  conscientious  objection  were  received  ;  leaving  1,082  (or  4-5  per 
cent.)  as  “  removed,”  “  not  traced,”  or  otherwise  not  accounted  for.  If  from  the  births  included 
in  the  return  the  deaths  that  took  place  before  vaccination  be  first  deducted,  it  appears  that  of  the 
surviving  22,524  children,  there  were  registered  at  the  time  of  the  return,  31-1  per  cent,  as 
successfully  vaccinated  ;  0-2  per  cent,  as  either  insusceptible  of  vaccination,  or  as  having  had 
smallpox  ;  1-3  per  cent,  as  under  medical  certificate  of  postponement,  and  62-4  per  cent,  in  respect 
of  whom  certificates  of  conscientious  objection  to  vaccination  had  been  obtained,  leaving  4-8  per 
cent,  as  at  the  time  still  unaccounted  for  as  regards  vaccination. 

The  tables  following  show  the  position  in  regard  to  vaccination  in  the  Administrative  County 
and  in  the  various  divisions.  The  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  in  the  County  area  has 
again  declined,  and  in  the  latest  year  for  which  vaccination  statistics  are  available,  the  percentage 
was  only  31-1  against  31-7  in  1933,  32-8  in  1932,  33-4  in  1931,  34-9  in  1930  and  38  0  in  1929. 
Conversely,  the  percentage  of  statutory  declarations  is  rising,  viz.,  62-4  in  1934,  61-9  in  1933,  60-0 
in  1932,  59-6  in  1931,  58  1  in  1930,  and  54-9  in  1929. 

There  is  a  very  wide  variation  in  the  percentage  of  vaccinations  in  the  County  divisions,  for 
example,  in  the  Ormskirk  area  the  percentage  of  successful  vaccinations  to  total  births  in  the 
year  1934  was  62-3,  in  the  Ulverston  area  61-7,  in  the  Prescot  area  60-2,  whilst  in  the  Haslingden  area 
the  percentage  was  only  10-2,  in  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  area  11-8,  and  12-3  in  the  Burnley  area.

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Payments  towards  Salaries  of  Public  Health  Officers. — Under  Section  109  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1933,  and  the  Third  Schedule  (3)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929, 
payments  towards  the  salaries  of  public  health  officials  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the 
Councils  of  23  boroughs,  72  urban  districts,  15  rural  districts,  and  two  port  sanitary  districts. 
The  total  payments  during  the  financial  year  ended  March  31st,  1936,  amounted  to  £31,192  17s.  8d., 
of  which  £10,740  2s.  lid.  was  in  respect  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  £20,452  14s.  9d. 
for  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Contributions  towards  the  salaries  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  were 
made  to  all  districts,  and  as  regards  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  all  districts  except  Barrowford,  Trawden 
and  Upholland. 


Veterinary  Officers. — It  is  stated  that  in  thirty-three  districts  the  part-time  services  of 
veterinary  surgeons  are  available,  by  arrangement,  for  the  inspection  of  dairy  cows,  etc.,  other 
than  as  required  by  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  In  14  districts  an  annual  retaining  fee  is  paid  ; 
in  the  remaining  districts  remuneration  is  by  way  of  fees. 


For  the  purposes  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  in  connection  with  the 
inspection  of  cattle  in  cases  where  tubercle  bacilli  have  been  found  in  milk,  the  County  Council 
employ,  as  required,  28  veterinary  surgeons  resident  in  different  parts  of  the  County  area. 
These  veterinary  surgeons  are  also  employed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  Their  work  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act  is  referred  to  on 
page  138. 


Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935. — The  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  7th 

November,  1935,  issued  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  to  replace 
the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926.  The  new  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January, 
1936,  and  replace  the  1926  Order  with  certain  alterations  which  experience  has  shewn  to  be 
desirable. 


Section  103(4)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  provides  that  a  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister  and  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  County  Council.  The  duties  prescribed  by  the  Minister  are  set 
out  in  Part  II  of  the  new  Regulations  and  the  Minister  states  it  has  been  thought  desirable  to 
include  a  specific  requirement  to  visit  county  districts  as  occasion  may  require,  a  provision  which 
is  similar  to  that  contained  in  paragraph  (1)  of  the  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health  (Duties) 
Order,  1910. 


The  Regulations  also  refer  to  the  appointment,  qualifications  and  duties  of  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspectors. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.— (a)  General,  (b)  For  Infectious  Diseases.— From 
the  replies  given  by  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as  to  the  nature  of  arrangements  made  by  the 
local  authority  in  the  district  for  (a)  general  nursing,  and  (b)  for  infectious  diseases,  e.g.  measles, 
etc.,  it  appears  that  in  very  few  areas  are  arrangements  made  by  the  authority  for  general  nursing. 
The  work  of  District  Nursing  Associations  is  referred  to  in  the  paragraph  below.  For  the  nursing 
of  infectious  cases,  the  following  local  authorities,  amongst  others,  are  willing  to  provide  nursing 
assistance,  if  required  : — Abram,  Atherton,  Barrowford,  Chorley  (B),  Colne  (B),  Darwen  (B),  Great 
Crosby,  Heywood  (B),  Lancaster  (B),  Middleton  (B),  Morecambe  and  Hevsham  (B),  Nelson  B  , 
Orrell,  Oswaldtwistle,  Padiham,  Rawtenstall  (B),  Royton,  Swintonand  Pendlebury  (B),  Widnes  (B), 
etc.  In  a  number  of  districts  the  Health  Visitors,  it  is  stated,  undertake  the  nursing  of  cases 
such  as  measles,  whooping  cough,  puerperal  fever,  and  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 


In  72  districts,  it  is  stated,  the  local  authorities  contribute  to  voluntary  hospitals. 


District  Nursing  Associations. — There  are  142  District  Nursing  Associations  in  the 
Administrative  County  in  addition  to  five  situated  in  County  Boroughs  which  also  undertake 
nursing  in  the  Administrative  County  area. 


The  total  number  of  nurses  employed  by  all  such  Associations  working  in  the  County  area 

is  241. 


One  hundred  and  thirty  of  these  Associations,  employing  220  nurses  are  affiliated  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Nursing  Association,  leaving  17  Associations,  employing  21  nurses,  not  so 


affiliated.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY. 

Water  Supply.— The  populous  portions  of  the  Administrative  County  are,  on  the  whole,  well 
provided  with  a  constant,  plentiful,  pure  and  wholesome  water  supply.  The  County  rural  districts 
also  have  public  water  supplies  available  for  the  bulk  of  the  population,  but  there  are  a  number  of 
parishes,  or  parts  of  parishes — and  also  isolated  units  in  some  urban  districts — where  the  supply 
is  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory. 


As  indicated  in  previous  County  reports  the  County  public  health  department,  in  co-operation 
with  the  local  officials,  has  had  under  observation  the  water  resources  of  all  the  County  rural 
districts  and  some  useful  information  has  been  obtained. 


In  most  districts  in  this  county  there  are  ample  resources  available,  but  the  problem  in  some  of 
the  scattered  areas  is  one  of  means  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  distribution.  The  Local 
Government  Act  of  1929  made  provision  whereby  District  Councils  can  apply  to  the  County 
Council  for  financial  assistance  in  the  provision  of  a  supply  of  water,  or  in  the  improvement  of  an 
existing  supply.  The  applications  received  by  the  County  Council  in  1935  are  referred  to 
below. 


Regional  Committees  for  South  West  Lancashire  and  North,  Central  and  South-East  Lancashire 
are  already  in  existence.  The  main  functions  of  these  bodies  are  to  carry  out  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  requirements  of  their  areas,  and  to  initiate  means  for  the  better  organisation  and 
control  of  water  resources.

The  following  comments  are  made  by  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  regard  to  local 
water  supplies  : — 

Golbome.- — The  supply  in  Golborne  Wards  has  been  unsatisfactory.  In  addition  to  being 
very  hard,  the  frequent  heavy  deposits  of  solid  matter  give  the  water  a  repulsive  appearance. 
During  the  summer  the  appearance  of  living  organisms  in  the  supply  called  for  immediate 
action.  The  Council  is  making  continuous  efforts  in  this  matter. 

Great  Crosby. — Owing  to  the  continuous  growth  of  the  district  the  supply  is  becoming 
insufficient,  and  the  matter  is  receiving  consideration. 

Horwich.— The  subject  of  filtration  of  the  water  has  again  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Council.  A  scheme  drawn  up  by  the  surveyor  includes  six  mechanical  filters  eight  feet  in  diameter 
and  filter  house.  Since  the  advent  of  1936,  an  inquiry  has  been  held  by  the  Ministry  who  have 
given  consent  to  the  principle  of  filtration  but  are  awaiting  certain  engineering  details.  In 
addition,  tenders  are  being  invited  for  the  raising  of  the  bank  of  the  reservoir.  This  will  increase 
the  capacity  by  4,500,000  gallons. 

Lancaster  (B).— The  additional  storage  provided  by  the  Langthwaite  reservoir  from  the 
autumn  of  1934  has  solved  the  problem  of  the  sufficiency  of  supply  for  many  years  to  come. 
Additional  filters  have  been  installed  at  the  Burrow  Beck  filter  house,  enabling  the  whole  of  the 
water  supply  to  be  filtered  and  treated. 

Ormskirk.— Extended  hours  of  pumping  beyond  the  normal  daily  pumping  period  were 
necessary  at  the  Greetby  Hill  Works  in  order  to  maintain  the  supply.  A  scheme  is  now  in  prepar¬ 
ation  for  the  installation  of  electrical  pumping  plant,  and  the  enlarging  and  deepening  of  the 
existing  borehole  in  the  No.  1  well.  Allowance  is  being  made  for  the  anticipated  requirements 
for  the  proposed  Mental  Hospital  at  Lathom  Park. 

Oswaldtwistle. — In  order  to  maintain  a  constant  and  adequate  supply,  water  was  obtained 
from  Messrs.  Steiner  and  Company.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent.  action,  but  there  is  a  risk 
of  contamination  from  land  forming  part  of  the  gathering  ground.  The  water  supply  available 
for  Belthorn  is  still  insufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

Radcliffe  (B). — A  scheme  is  now  being  developed  for  the  complete  filtration  of  the  water 
supplied  from  the  Clowbridge  reservoir,  which  serves  approximately  50  per  cent,  of  the  property 
in  the  district. 

Turton. — There  is  occasional  liability  to  lead  solvency  due  to  the  peaty  character  of  the 
gathering  ground,  but  the  water  is  submitted  to  analysis  several  times  during  the  year.  All 
possible  precautionary  methods  are  adopted  at  the  source  by  the  Bolton  Corporation  to  maintain 
its  purity. 

Burnley  (R). — The  scheme  for  providing  a  better  water  supply  to  20  houses  at  Houlker  s, 
Read,  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  the  supply  to  these  houses  is  now  satisfactory.  A 
serious  shortage  of  water  to  the  higher  parts  of  Foulridge  has  been  reported,  and  a  scheme  for 
improving  this  supply  has  been  prepared.

Chorley  (II). — A  new  four  inch  main  along  Coppull  Moor  Road  lias  remedied  the  former 
inadequate  supply  to  Coppull  Moor.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  alteration  to  the  main  from  Heapey 
which  will  take  place  to  supply  water  to  Mawdesley,  will  benefit  all  the  townships  through  which 

it  passes. 


Lancaster  (R). — Tenders  are  to  be  invited  for  the  laying  of  water  mains  to  Heaton,  Overton, 
Sunderland  Point  and  Middleton.  As  regards  the  pro  posed  joint  scheme  of  water  mains  to  Priest 
Hutton  and  Borwick,  plans  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  these  villages  will  soon  have  a  water  main  supply. 

Lunesdale  (R). — The  condition  of  the  water  supplies  remains  very  much  the  same.  Schemes 
for  the  following  villages  are  in  hand,  and  are  awaiting  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 
Melling,  Wennington,  Cantsfield,  Tunstall,  Burrow,  Cowan  Bridge,  Leek  and  Ireby.  Over  Kellet 
is  under  consideration. 

Ulverston  (R). — A  definite  scheme  has  been  decided  upon  for  a  supply  of  water  by  gravitation 
to  the  village  of  Oxenpark  and  the  hamlet  of  Bandrake  Head,  and  the  proposals  will  shortly  be 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  For  many  years  it  has  been  realised  that 
sooner  or  later  existing  means  of  water  supply  at  Lakeside  and  Finsthwaite  would  prove  inadequate 
and  this  has  become  more  pronounced  during  the  summer  of  1935.  The  possibilities  of  two  inde¬ 
pendent  and  reliable  sources  have  been  explored  and  schemes  are  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

West  Lancashire  (R). — In  1935  a  public  water  supply,  obtained  from  the  Wigan  Rural 
District  Council’s  mains,  was  provided  in  the  parish  of  Bispham.  Formerly  the  inhabitants  drew 
their  supply  from  two  wells. 

Wigan  (R).- — The  water  supply  to  Dalton  Parish  was  completed  during  the  year  at  a  cost 
of  £6,000.  The  supply  is  excellent  and  has  been  appreciated  by  Dalton  residents  who  previously 
had  to  rely  on  private  supplies.  Also,  after  complaints  of  the  failure  of  private  supplies,  a  further 
extension  was  carried  out  in  Back  Lane,  Dalton,  at  a  cost  of  £800.  Further  extensions  of  water 
mains  have  been  carried  out  in  Wrightington,  and  now  only  isolated  portions  of  the  district  remain 
without  a  good  supply  from  public  mains. 

Improvements  and  Extensions  in  1935.— The  following  are  extracts  from  the  local  reports  : — 
Billinge  and  Winstanley,  new  pipes  laid  along  Orrell  Road,  Winstanley  ;  Carnforth,  new  mains 
laid  in  the  Crag  Bank  area  and  Canal  Cottages  ;  Lancaster  (B),  new  reservoir  at  Langthwaite 
brought  into  use  in  1935,  capacity  190,000,000  gallons  ;  Longridge,  extension  of  main  to  Hill 
Crest  Avenue  for  new  property ;  Ramsbottom,  Water  Board’s  mains  laid  to  Holcombe  Village, 
Lower  Park,  and  192-196  Manchester  Road  ;  Standish-with-Langtree,  reservoir  and  filter  beds  in 
course  of  construction  to  deal  with  high  level ;  Blackburn  (R),  water  mains  of  Blackburn 
Corporation  extended  to  supply  the  parishes  of  Clayton-le-Dale,  Balderstone,  and  Osbaldeston  ; 
Chorley  (R),  extension  of  main  to  serve  as  an  extra  supply  to  the  “  Booster  ”  plant  at  Euxton  ; 
Clitheroe  (R),  private  supply  to  Twiston  Village ;  Limehurst  (R),  several  extensions  carried  out 
in  Parish  of  Waterloo,  and  one  in  Parish  of  Bardsley  ;  West  Lancashire  (R),  public  supply  laid 
in  Bispham  ;  Wigan  (R),  public  supply  laid  in  the  Parish  of  Dalton  and  two  extensions  in 
Wrightington. 

Extensions  have  also  been  carried  out  in  the  following  districts  : — Bacup  (B),  75  houses, 
1,704  yards  ;  Chorley  (B),  1,100  yards  ;  Failsworth,  268  new  houses  ;  Farnworth,  1  mile,  1,046 
yards  extensions,  and  982  yards  relaid  with  mains  of  larger  diameter  ;  Golborne,  840  yards  ; 
Heywood  (B),  998  yards  ;  Irlam,  352  new  houses  ;  Middleton  (B),  2,238  yards  ;  Ormskirk,  264 
yards  ;  Orrell,  445  yards  ;  Walton-le-Dale,  8,046  yards  ;  Burnley  (R),  1,740  yards  ;  Fylde  (R), 
900  yards  ;  Preston  (R),  connections  372  yards,  extensions  3,165  yards  ;  Warrington  (R),  220 
yards,  and  extensions  to  Cuerdley  Hall,  5  farms  and  5  cottages. 

Possibilities  of  contamination  due  mainly  to  surface  contamination,  are  reported  from  : — 
Abram,  open  storage  reservoir  ;  Golborne,  slight  except  own  supply  which  is  frequently  con¬ 
taminated  with  heavy  deposits  of  manganese  ;  Mossley  (B),  from  silting  up  of  service  pipes  ; 
Ramsbottom,  some  risks  in  private  supplies  ;  Burnley  (R),  private  supplies  doubtful  ;  Clitheroe 
(R),  surface  contamination  ;  Whiston  (R),  some  wells  are  liable  to  contamination  ;  Wigan  (R), 
private  supplies  liable  to  surface  water. 

Action  taken  by  local  authorities  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  include  : — Heywood 
(B),  the  Water  Board  have  acquired  the  whole  of  the  gathering  ground  so  as  to  ensure  a  pure 
supply  of  water  ;  Ramsbottom,  houses  at  Lower  Park  and  Manchester  Road  provided  with  water 
supply  from  Water  Board’s  mains  ;  Burnley  (R),  notices  sent  to  some  owners  of  private 
supplies  ;  West  Lancashire  (R),  wells  walled  off  after  notice  from  local  authority  ;  water  in  Tarleton 
Tower  chlorinated. 

Liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action  : — A  few  instances  are  reported. — Abram,  action  of  soft 
water  on  untinned  lead  pipe  ;  Colne  (B),  the  supply  is  liable  to  acidity  from  the  peaty  gathering 
ground  but  is  corrected  chemically  ;  Darwen  (B),  the  water  is  slightly  acid  and  is  treated  with 
limestone  at  intake  to  reservoir,  and  with  sodium  carbonate  at  filter  beds  ;  Haydock,  strongly 
plumbo-erosive  ;  Wigan  (R),  soft  water  is  supplied  in  Haigh  and  part  of  Shevington. 
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Insufficient  or  unsatisfactory  supplies  are  reported  from  : — Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  con¬ 
siderable  shortage  was  experienced  during  recent  dry  weather  in  added  area — pressure  low  ;  Chorley 
(B),  occasionally  on  high  ground  in  North  Ward  ;  Preesall,  Fluke  Hall  ;  Tottington,  Four  Lane 
Ends  district ;  Burnley  (R),  at  Foulridge,  higher  parts  of  district ;  Lancaster  (R),  parishes  of 
Overton,  Silvcrdale,  Priest  Hutton,  and  to  some  extent  parishes  of  Yealand  Conyers  and  Yealand 
Redmayne  ;  Lunesdale  (R),  parishes  of  Borwick,  Arkholme,  and  Whittington — supply  under 
consideration  ;  Preston  (R),  Goosnargh. 

Private  supplies:  Wells,  Springs,  Rainwater,  etc. Particulars  have  been  obtained  from 
most  districts  as  to  the  approximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  with  private  water  supplies. 
Among  the  urban  districts,  Bacup  (B)  has  approximately  707  houses,  Crompton  117,  Haslingden 
(B)  652,  Littleborough  300,  Milnrow  229,  Oswaldtwistle  150,  and  Tottington  151.  The  rural 
districts  with  the  largest  numbers  of  houses  supplied  in  this  manner  are  Blackburn  (R)  576,  Burnley 
(R)  1,084,  Chorley  (R)  1,091,  Garstang  (R)  611,  Lancaster  (R)  795,  and  Ulverston  (R)  565.  In 
a  number  of  areas  frequent  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  was  made, 
and  a  number  of  wells  were  closed. 


Rivers  and  Streams. — A  very  considerable  portion  of  the  Administrative  County,  including 
the  main  industrial  area,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  and  the  Ribble  Water¬ 
shed  Joint  Committees  as  regards  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams.  Elsewhere  the  County 
Council  and  the  local  Councils  are  the  responsible  authorities. 

The  public  health  aspect  of  the  question  of  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  is 
of  special  importance  at  this  time  because  of  their  potentialities  as  sources  of  water  supply,  or 
because  of  their  possibilities  as  sources  of  pollution  of  water  supplies. 

The  local  reports  contain  references  to  the  action  taken  during  the  year  to  prevent  or  minimise 
the  pollution  of  rivers,  streams,  ditches,  etc.  Streams  in  industrial  areas  still  frequently  receive 
polluting  effluents,  and  in  rural  areas  ditches  often  receive  the  overflow  from  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  and  the  direct  discharges  from  house  drains. 


Among  the  local  comments  on  river  pollution  are  the  following  : — 

Bacup  (B). — One  stream  reported  to  River  Board,  on  account  of  chemical  pollution  from 
bleach  works. 

Barrowford. — Action  taken  by  Ribble  Board  of  Conservators  against  one  Cotton  Manu¬ 
facturing  Co.  for  pollution  due  to  washings  from  boiler. 

Littleborough. — The  effluent  from  an  artificial  silk  works  is  discharged  into  the  river,  causing 
a  disagreeable  smell  both  before  and  after  discharge. 

Garstang  (R). — Extensive  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  from  six  of  the  seven  cheese  and 
milk  factories  in  the  district.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  surveyor  for  dealing  with  the 
sewage  of  Garstang  and  Bonds,  and  is  under  consideration  by  a  firm  of  consulting  engineers. 
A  scheme  also  prepared  by  the  surveyor  for  the  sewering  of  Churehtown  was  not  proceeded  with  on 
account  of  the  cost. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Each  district  report  gives  briefly  the  character  of  the  sewage  disposal 
works  and  the  method  of  treatment.  A  perusal  of  the  reports  show  that  during  1 935  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  provision  of  new  sewers,  and  improvements  and 
extensions  at  sewage  disposal  works.  The  rapid  development  of  building  sites  in  many  areas 
has  called  for  considerable  expenditure  on  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  schemes. 

Among  the  extension  or  improvement  schemes  initiated  or  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
report  the  following  may  be  mentioned  : — 

Clitheroe  (B). — New  filter  beds,  humus  tanks,  etc.  to  be  provided  at  sewage  works. 

Failsworth. — Four  new  sprinkler  filters  and  six  storm  water  tanks  constructed. 

Famworth. — Plans  now  before  Ministry  of  Health  for  extension  of  Hall  Lane  sewage  works. 

Kearsley.- — Reconstruction  of  Ringley  sewage  works  completed. 

Padiham. — Reconstruction  of  filter  beds. 

Prescot. — Sewerage  system  extended  and  works  enlarged. 

Rawtenstall  (B). — Eight  new  rotary  filters  installed. 

Wardle. — Improvement  and  extension  of  sewage  works. 

Limehurst  (R). — Plans  approved  for  dosing  chambers  and  syphons  at  the  works  at  Waterloo 
and  Bardsley. 

Preston  (R).— Pen wortham  sewage  works  extension. 
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Warrington  (R).— Several  large  septic  tanks  constructed.  A  comprehensive  scheme  of  sewering 
for  the  whole  district  has  been  prepared. 

West  Lancashire  (R). — Surface  water  drain  laid  in  readiness  for  large  sewerage  scheme  for 
Sefton  area.  Tarleton  sewerage  scheme  completed. 

Whiston  (R). — Extension  of  Bold  sewage  disposal  works  completed. 


Among  the  comments  by  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  the  following  : — 

Great  Crosby. — Owing  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  district  the  Council  have  adopted  a 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  pumping  station  for  dealing  with  storm  water  to  relieve  the  existing 
sewers  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall  and  to  prevent  flooding. 

Lancaster  (B). — The  work  of  laying  the  new  intercepting  sewer  on  the  Lancaster  side  of  the 
Lune  is  approaching  completion.  The  cesspools  connected  with  the  premature  housing  develop¬ 
ment  on  the  Oxcliffe  estate  are  being  replaced  by  a  proper  sewerage  system. 

Litherland. — A  combined  scheme  for  an  area  comprising  portions  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Bootle,  Water  loo- with-Seaforth  Urban  District,  West  Lancashire  Rural  District  and  Litherland 
Urban  District  is  under  consideration. 

Oswaldtwistle. — The  districts  of  Cross  Edge,  Duckworth  Hall  and  Knuzden  Small  Holdings 
are  still  without  a  proper  drainage  system. 

Burnley  (R). — A  notable  improvement  was  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  at  Hapton. 
A  sewer,  approximately  2,060  yards  in  length,  was  laid  from  the  centre  of  the  village  to  a  small 
colony  of  houses  at  Lane  Ends,  Hapton.  Sewerage  schemes  are  required  for  the  villages  of 
Higham,  Cliviger,  Dunnockshaw,  Lane  Bottom  part  of  Briercliffe,  Newchurch-in-Pendle  and 
Barley.  The  need  for  a  sewerage  system  in  Higham  is  very  great,  and  no  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  village  is  possible  until  it  is  properly  sewered. 

Clitheroe  (R).- — The  townships  of  Aighton,  Bailey  and  Chaigley,  Bowland-with-Leagram, 
Downham,  Twiston,  Little  Mitton,  Pendleton,  Thornley-with-Wheatley  and  Worston  are  without 
a  proper  drainage  system. 

Garstang  (R).- — Sewerage  schemes  are  necessary  in  the  case  of  some  townships  where  sewage 
is  going  untreated  into  the  rivers,  especially  in  Cabus,  Garstang,  Kirkland,  portions  of  Myerscough 
and  Pilling.  Plans,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  for  a  combined  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  whole 
of  the  sewage  from  Garstang  and  parts  of  Cabus  and  Barnacre-with-Bonds. 

Limehurst  (R). — The  question  of  the  proper  sewering  of  the  parishes  of  Littlemoss  and  Wood- 
houses,  with  the  necessary  disposal  works  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage,  cannot  be  put  off 
indefinitely,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  part  of  the  parish  of  Alt. 

Ulverston  (R).- — A  comprehensive  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of 
Allithwaite  has  been  the  subject  of  a  recent  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry,  and  subject  to  certain 
modifications,  has  been  approved. 

Warrington  (R).— The  parishes  of  Penketh,  Sankey,  Poulton-with-Feamhead  and  Woolston 
all  need  proper  sewerage  arrangements.  A  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  Poulton-with- 
Feamhead  and  Woolston  has  been  accepted  by  the  Council. 

West  Lancashire  (R).— In  the  parishes  of  Aintree,  Netherton,  Sefton  and  Thornton,  main 
sewerage  is  now  under  construction.  A  portion  of  Ince  Blundell  can  be  drained  into  this  system. 
In  that  portion  of  Lydiate  which  is  zoned  for  development  purposes  it  is  hoped  to  have  main 
sewerage  available  at  an  early  date.  In  Tarleton  the  sewerage  system  has  been  extended  and 
now  covers  practically  the  whole  of  the  village. 

Wigan  (R). — The  continuation  of  building,  particularly  in  Shevington  and  Wrightington,  is 
tending  to  aggravate  the  conditions  created  by  the  lack  of  suitable  sewerage  services.  Water¬ 
courses  are  becoming  more  polluted,  and  the  question  of  sewering  these  districts  will  need  to  be 
faced  in  the  very  near  future. 

Townships  or  areas  without  proper  drainage  schemes  include  : — Chorley  (B). — Red  Bank, 
Tincklers  Barracks,  Plymouth  Bridge,  Birkacre,  Euxton  Lane,  Blackburn  Brow,  and  Duxbury. 
Crompton. — Burnedge,  Blackclough,  Buttonhole,  and  parts  of  Buckstones  Road.  Golborne. — 
Lowton,  Culcheth,  Kenyon — sewerage  scheme  approved.  Ormskirk. — Newburgh  and  Crabtree. 
Poulton-le-Fylde. — Blackpool  Old  Road,  Little  Poulton,  Hardhorn  area,  parts  of  Carleton — 
these  areas  are  included  in  a  proposed  sewerage  scheme.  Ramsbottom. — Walmersley-cum- 
Shuttleworth.  Tottington. — Three  Lane  Ends,  Four  Lane  Ends,  and  Affetside.  Widnes  (B). — 
Portion  of  rural  areas  of  Farnworth  and  Ditton.  Burnley  (R). — Cliviger,  Dunnockshaw,  Higham, 
Newchurch-in-Pendle,  Barley,  and  part  of  Briercliffe.  Chorley  (R). — Mawdesley,  Cuerden,  Charnock 
Richard,  Heskin,  Bretherton,  and  Hoghton.  Clitheroe  (R). — Aighton,  Bailey  and  Chaigley, 
Downham,  Little  Bowland,  Mearley,  Dearnley,  Chipping,-  Pendleton,  and  Twiston.  Fylde  (R). — 
Elswick,  Little  Eccleston,  Treales,  Singleton,  Hardhorn,  Westby,  Newton,  and  Greenhalgh. 
Lancaster  (R). — Silverdale,  Yealand  Conyers,  Yealand  Redmayne  and  Priest  Hutton.  Lime¬ 
hurst  (R).— Alt,  Littlemoss,  and  Woodhouses.  Lunesdale  (R.) — Nether  and  Over  Ivellet,  and 
Whittington.  Warrington  (R). — Practically  all  the  area.  West  Lancashire  (R). — All  except 
Aughton,  Maghull,  and  Tarleton.  Whiston  (R). — Cronton,  Tarbock,  and  parts  of  others.  Wigan 
(R). — All  except  parts  of  Haigh  and  Wrightington.

During  the  year  under  report  1,664  privies  have  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system, 
the  greatest  number  of  conversions  taking  place  in  the  following  districts  Ince-m-Miikerficld  449, 
Abram  253,  Standish-with-Langtree  155,  Orrell  92,  Ormskirk  67,  Ulverston  (R)  55,  Rainford  5-, 
Tottington  49,  Turton  48,  etc. 

Reference  to  Table  4,  pages  110  to  116,  shows  that  in  the  following  urban  districts  there  still 
exists  a  relatively  high  proportion  of  privies  : — Golborne  1,139,  Ormskirk  871,  Ince-m-Makerfield 
691,  Tyldesley  677,  Rainford  605,  Billinge  and  Winstanley  492,  Abram  438,  Standish-with-Lang- 
tree  389,  Tottington  376,  Upholland  350,  etc.

(a)  Method  of  collecting  dry  house 
refuse  : — 


Chiefly  by  motor  and  covered  carts.  Ashbins  in  the 
majority  of  cases  are  emptied  weekly,  and  ashpits 
monthly. 


( b )  Method  of  collecting  refuse  from  By  motor  and  covered  carts.  Period  varies  from  one  to 
earth  closets  and  privies  : —  four  weeks. 


(c)  Method  of  disposing  of  dry  house 
refuse  : — 


In  50  districts  dealt  with  at  destructor  and/or  by 
controlled  tipping.  In  the  majority  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  districts  deposited  on  tips,  and  in  a  few  instances 
on  agricultural  land. 


(d)  Method  of  disposing  of  refuse  from 
earth  closets  and  privies  : — 


In  the  majority  of  districts  refuse  from  earth  closets  and 
privies  used  for  manurial  purposes  ;  in  a  few  instances 
it  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  removed  to  the 
destructor,  or  into  the  sewers. 


(e)  Method  of  cleansing  cesspools  : — 


Special  tumbler  cart  used  in  most  districts  where  cess¬ 
pools  exist ;  in  a  few  instances  cleansing  of  cesspools 
left  to  owners  or  occupiers. 


(/)  Arrangements  for  disposal  of  cess-  In  the  majority  of  districts  used  on  land  for  manurial 
pool  contents  : —  purposes  ;  in  a  few  instances  disposed  of  into  the  sewers. 


The  importance  of  a  proper  system  of  public  cleansing  is  more  generally  recognised  than 
formerly,  but  in  several  rural  areas  it  is  still  left  to  owners  or  occupiers.  In  about  70  districts  the 
contents  of  privy  middens  are  still  removed  in  the  day  time.  Motor  vehicles  for  refuse  removal 
have  been  provided  in  86  County  districts. 


Improvements  and  extensions  in  1935. — The  following  are  extracts  from  the  local  reports  : _ 

Abram. — A  large  number  of  fixed  ashpits  have  been  substituted  by  movable  dustbins.  Rears  ley.- _ 

Motor  vehicle  obtained  and  tipping  centralized.  Lytham  Saint  Anne’s  (B). — Open  vehicles  replaced 
by  two  covered  wagons  with  moving  floors.  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B). — One  new  mechanical 
vehicle  obtained ;  approximately  47  acres  of  land  purchased  for  tipping.  Ramsbottom. — Horse- 
drawn  vehicles  replaced  by  motor  vehicles.  Standish-with-Langtree. — Contract  work  abolished 
and  all  work  now  carried  out  by  local  authority.  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B). — Container  unit 
provided  in  lieu  of  motor  lorries.  Wardle. — Controlled  tipping  substituted  for  crude  tipping. 
Chorley  (R). — Sanction  has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  for  a  scavenging  scheme  for  Hoghton,  and 
this  has  been  put  into  operation. 


Refuse  Destructors. — Destructors  have  been  provided  in  28  districts,  viz.,  Accrington  (B), 
Brierfield,  Chadderton,  Chorley  (B),  Clitheroe  (B),  Colne  (B),  Crompton,  Darwen  (B),  Droylsden, 
Eccles  (B),  Formby,  Grange,  Heywood  (B),  Irlam,  Lancaster  (B),  Leigh  (B),  Litherland,  Lytham 
Saint  Anne’s  (B),  Middleton  (B),  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B),  Nelson  (B),  Ormskirk,  Padiham, 
Prestwich,  Radeliffe  (B),  Ramsbottom,  Stretford  (B),  and  Widnes  (B).  Trade  refuse  and  offal 
from  Barrowford  are  dealt  with  at  the  Nelson  (B)  destructor.  At  Fleetwood  (B)  a  small  incinerator 
is  provided  for  trades  refuse  at  the  Copse  Road  depot,  at  Longridge  a  small  incinerator  is  provided, 
and  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B)  an  incinerator  is  used  for  the  destruction  of  condemned  meat  and 
offals,  shop  refuse,  etc. 
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Sanitary  Inspection.— The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  premises  visited  (185,159),  the 
defects  or  nuisances  discovered  (71,505),  and  the  results  of  the  action  taken.  The  number  of 
nuisances  abated  during  the  year  1935  was  66,965;  notices  served  totalled  33,928  and  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  in  13  cases.

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Shops  Act,  1934.— It  is  the  duty  of  the  sanitary  authority  for  every  district,  as  part  of  their 
duties  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops,  and  to  sanitary  conveniences. 


„  i/U  t  J'S  c°nnectl°*1  action  is  reported  in  some  39  districts,  and  in  certain  areas  a  general  survey 
ol  sliops  has  been  undertaken.  The  action  taken  included  the  provision  of  suitable  closet  accom¬ 
modation  and  washing  facilities,  improvements  in  ventilation  and  regulation  of  the  temperature 


iere,  by  reason  ol  restricted  accommodation  or  other  special  circumstances  affecting  a  shop, 
it  is  impossible  to  mstal  a  sanitary  convenience  or  washing  facilities,  the  local  sanitary  authority 
is  empowered  to  grant  a  certificate  exempting  the  shop  from  the  necessity  of  having  such  accom- 
modatmn,  provided  they  are  satisfied  that  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  or  washing 
facilities  are  otherwise  conveniently  available.  Advantage  of  this  provision  has  been  taken  in 
three  districts,  certificates  of  exemption  being  issued  in  respect  of  10  shops. 


Smoke  Abetement.  The  following  table  shows  the  action  taken  by  local  authorities  to  control 
the  nuisance  from  excessive  smoke  pollution,  and  gives  the  number  of  factory  and  works  chimneys 
(2,837)  in  the  districts  and  the  number  of  smoke  observations  (2,292)  taken  during  the  year.  In 
1934  the  factory  and  works  chimneys  numbered  2,785  and  the  observations,  2,491.

The  local  reports  indicate  that  interviews  with  managers  and  boiler  attendants  have  taken 
place  in  several  districts  and  the  local  health  officials  have  co-operated  with  the  managements 
in  a  number  of  instances  in  the  abatement  of  excessive  emission  of  smoke.  In  one  area  the  public 
health  officials  recommended  the  fitting  of  smoke  consuming  and  coal  saving  apparatus  which 
was  successfully  adopted. 

At  Stretford  (B)  byelaws  in  regard  to  smoke  abatement  were  made  under  section  2  of  the 
Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926.  At  Widnes  (B)  an  interesting  experiment  is 
being  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  scheme  promoted  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution.  Each  month  samples  of  rain 
water,  collected  at  certain  points  within  the  Borough,  are  submitted  for  examination  to  the  Liver¬ 
pool  City  Analyst.  Reports  of  the  tests  made  are  then  transmitted  to  the  local  manufacturers 
who  are  making  every  effort  to  co-operate  with  the  local  authority  to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution. 

Other  measures  taken  in  various  districts  include  the  distribution  of  cards  “  Hints  to  Boiler 
Attendants,”  stokers’  meetings,  experiments  with  grit  catchers,  etc. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — Public  swimming  baths  or  pools  are  referred  to  in  31  of  the 
County  districts,  and  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public  exist  in  eight 
districts. 

The  swimming  baths  and  pools,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  are  frequently  inspected.  In  most 
instances  nitration  and  chlorination  plants  are  installed  and  regular  samples  of  the  water  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

At  Lytliarn  St.  Anne  s  (B)  a  new  filtration,  etc.,  plant  was  installed  during  the  year  at 
the  St.  Anne  s  bath  and  a  new  chloromine  plant  at  Lytham.  A  filtration,  aeration  and  chlorina- 
tion  plant  was  also  installed  at  the  public  baths  at  Crompton.  Extensive  alterations  in  order  to 
modernise  the  swimming  bath  owned  by  the  local  authority  have  been  undertaken  at  Heywood  (B), 
and  a  new  precipitation  plant  on  the  chlorination  principle  is  being  installed  at  the  Royton  public 
baths. 

Public  swimming  baths  are  stated  to  be  in  course  of  erection  at  Haslingden  (B)  and  Worsley, 
and  at  Middleton  (B)  new  baths  are  under  consideration  and  estimates  have  been  prepared. 

On  the  1st  November,  1935,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circular  1503  on  Swimming  Baths 
and  Pools  in  which  the  attention  of  local  authorities  was  drawn  to  a  report  on  “  The  Purification 
of  the  Water  of  Swimming  Baths,”  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  published  in  1929. 
The  circular  states  :  The  increased  use  of  swimming  baths  and  pools  has  made  it  all  the  more 

necessary  that  local  authorities  should  see  that  the  water  is  kept  at  a  proper  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  purity.  .  .  .  Information  which  has  reached  the  Ministry  shows  that  great  improvement  has 
been  effected,  but  more  is  needed,  and  local  authorities  and  private  owners  of  baths  or  pools  should 
thoroughly  inspect  the  present  arrangements.” 

The  circular  goes  on  to  point  out  that  suggestions  are  contained  in  the  Report  for  acquiring 
the  requisite  degree  of  purity,  and  that  standards  are  laid  down  for  clarity,  alkalinity  of  filtrate, 
aeration  and  chlorine  content. 

The  question  of  control  and  inspection  of  privately  owned  pools  open  to  the  public  by  officers 
of  the  local  authority  is  also  dealt  with  in  the  circular. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws  or  Regulations. — Offensive 
Trades. — Offensive  trades  have  been  established  in  about  71  districts,  the  premises  numbering 
615.  These  are  chiefly  tripe  boilers,  gut  scrapers,  tanners  or  leather  dressers,  fat  melters  and 
oil  works,  soap  boilers,  etc.  In  about  34  districts  byelaws  are  in  operation  for  the  control  of 
these  trades.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Heywood  (B)  reports  that  new  byelaws  are  required 
in  his  district,  whilst  in  the  Whiston  Rural  District  byelaws  were  adopted  during  1935. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. — Reference  is  made  to  premises  used  for  rag  flocks  at 
Chadderton,  Chorley  (B),  Lancaster  (B),  Oswaldtwistle,  Stretford  (B)  and  Thornton  Cleveleys. 
Inspections  were  made  by  the  local  health  officials  in  each  of  these  districts  and  at  Stretford  (B) 
five  samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. — The  table  below  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken 
in  the  County  districts  during  the  year  1935  and  shows  the  number  of  inspections  made  and  the 
defects  found.  The  number  of  workshops  and  workplaces  on  the  local  registers  is  approximately 
7,896  and  their  condition,  on  the  whole,  is  stated  to  be  satisfactory.

Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  local  reports  show  that  there  are  73  common  lodging  houses 
in  33  districts.  The  condition  of  the  majority  of  these  is  described  as  “  fairly  good.”  Byelaws 
for  the  control  of  these  dwellings  exist  in  37  districts.  In  1935  byelaws  were  adopted  in  the  Whiston 
Rural  District,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Middleton  (B)  reports  that  model  byelaws 
are  under  consideration. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. — Reference  is  made  in  21  districts  to  this  class  of  accommodation, 
there  being  261  such  dwellings  on  the  local  registers.  Byelaws  are  stated  to  be  required  at 
Chorley  (B),  Great  Harwood  and  Ormskirk,  whilst  at  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B)  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  states  that  more  houses  at  moderate  rents  are  required. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. — Where  these  exist,  regular  supervision  apparently  takes  place. 
In  a  number  of  districts  steps  have  been  taken  to  remove  or  abolish  the  structures.  Legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  found  necessary  in  one  case  at  Middleton  (B),  where  an  order  in  Court  was  made  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  a  caravan  for  human  habitation.  At  Poulton-le-Fylde  byelaws  are  reported  to 
be  in  course  of  preparation,  whilst  at  Fulwood  and  Ormskirk  byelaws  have  been  adopted  during  1935. 
Byelaws  are  stated  to  be  required  at  Great  Harwood,  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B),  and 
Warrington  (R). 

Underground  Sleeping  Rooms. — No  action  is  recorded  in  the  local  reports  in  regard  to  this 
type  of  accommodation. 

Canal  Boats. — Inspections  of  canal  boats— 215  in  number — are  reported  in  10  districts  ; 
7  infringements  were  noted.

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HOUSING. 


The  local  health  reports  indicate  that  the  housing  question  has  been  one  of  the  principal 
subjects  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Councils  and  health  officers  during  the  year  under  report, 
there  has  been  an  effort  to  ensure  a  speedier  clearance  of  slum  property,  improvement  of  conditions 
at  insanitary  houses,  and  the  re-housing  of  tenants  displaced  under  improvement  schemes.  It 
may  be  said  that  the  reports  are  indicative  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  District  Councils 
to  remove  bad  housing  conditions  as  speedily  as  practicable. 


Housing  Act,  1935.— The  main  feature  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  which  received  the 
Koyal  Assent  on  the  2nd  August,  1935,  is  that  it  makes  it  the  duty  of  every  local  authority  to  cause 
an  inspection  to  be  made  of  their  district,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  what  dwelling  houses  therein 
are  overcrowded,  and  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister  of  Health  a  report  showing  the  result 
of  the  inspection  and  the  number  of  new  houses  required  in  order  to  abate  overcrowding,  and, 
unless  they  are  satisfied  that  the  required  number  of  new  houses  will  be  otherwise  provided,  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  Minister  proposals  for  the  provision  thereof. 


u  Circular  1493  (Hou.  1.),  issued  on  the  8th  August,  1935,  in  connection  with  the  Act,  states  : — 
The  passing  of  the  Act  opens  the  attack  upon  the  evil  of  overcrowding.  The  provision  of  new 
houses  by  private  enterprise  and  otherwise  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  ;  the  local  authorities  who 
have  slums  to  replace  are  well  advanced  in  the  five-year  campaign,  and  the  new  Act  provides 
weapons  for  the  elimination  of  overcrowding.”

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  following  information  on  the  housing  conditions  in  the  County  area  has  been  extracted 
from  the  local  reports  : — 

1.  — General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions. — Abram,  most  of  the  houses  are 
of  working  class  type,  from  40-45  years  old  :  mining  subsidence  causes  defective  roofs,  walls, 
floors  and  drainage  systems  ;  Ashton-in-Makerfield,  standard  good,  though  mining  subsidence 
causes  defects  ;  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  large  number  of  houses  in  state  of  decay  :  difficult  to 
obtain  sites  ;  Bacup  (B),  conditions  fair,  about  3,000  back-to-back  houses  ;  Barrowford,  generally 
good  :  approximately  400  houses  below  average  ;  Billinge  and  Winstanley,  worst  conditions  exist 
at  Billinge  Chapel  End — most  of  the  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  ;  Colne  (B),  increasing  number 
of  unfit  houses  :  500  back-to-back  houses  deficient  in  light  and  ventilation  ;  Ince-in-Makerfield, 
low  standard  of  working  class  houses  :  certain  parts  of  town  congested  ;  Leigh  (B),  10  per  cent,  of 
the  houses  are  about  100  years  old  and  below  standard  ;  Little  Lever,  conditions  generally  good  : 
200  houses  below  standard  ;  Padiham,  majority  of  houses  have  small  back  yards  and  no  frontage, 
and  are  mostly  deficient  in  light  and  ventilation  ;  Prescot,  50  per  cent,  of  the  houses  about  50  years 
old  :  about  7  per  cent,  are  unfit  for  habitation  ;  West  Lancashire  (R),  conditions  are  improving 
due  to  rapid  development  of  certain  parts  of  the  district. 

2.  — Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses — Extent  of  Shortage,  etc. — In  some  52  districts 
a  shortage  of  houses  is  reported.  The  population  is  stated  to  be  increasing  in  24  districts, 
and  inclined  to  decrease  in  9  others.  Sites  are  expensive  and  difficult  to  find  in  8  districts,  whilst 
the  danger  of  mining  subsidence  restricts  availability  of  safe  building  sites  in  5  districts.  The 
following  are  a  few  of  the  observations  : — Abram,  22  houses  erected,  scheme  in  hand  for  further 
50  ;  Ashton-in-Makerfield,  scheme  for  erection  of  houses  to  replace  100  proposed  to  be  demolished  ; 
Atherton,  46  houses  nearing  completion,  further  86  in  course  of  erection  ;  Bacup  (B),  three  schemes 
in  hand  for  erection  of  142  houses  ;  Darwen  (B),  63  houses  in  course  of  erection  ;  Farnworth, 
82  houses  completed  and  a  further  30  in  course  of  erection  ;  Golborne,  66  houses  being  erected, 
further  schemes  in  preparation  ;  Haslingden  (B),  44  houses  and  8  flats  in  course  of  erection  ;  , 
Haydock,  erection  of  200  houses  contemplated,  and  negotiations  for  purchase  of  land  in  progress ; 
Hindley,  90  houses  in  course  of  construction  ;  Horwich,  52  houses  being  built ;  Leigh  (B),  139 
houses  in  course  of  erection  to  complete  scheme  for  401  houses  :  2  further  schemes  contemplated  ; 
Litherland,  66  houses  completed  ;  Little  Lever,  land  acquired  for  68  houses — 30  nearing  com¬ 
pletion,  further  38  contemplated  ;  Middleton  (B),  187  houses  erected  :  further  schemes  in  hand 
and  negotiations  for  land  in  progress  ;  Milnrow,  66  houses  completed  ;  Newton-in-Makerfield,  site  to 
be  acquired  for  the  immediate  erection  of  150  houses;  Orrell,  92  houses  completed;  Prescot, 
erection  of  56  houses  contemplated  ;  Radcliffe  (B),  168  houses  in  course  of  erection  ;  Ramsbottom, 
54  houses  being  built ;  Rawtenstall  (B),  5  year  programme,  consisting  of  405  houses,  now  proceed¬ 
ing  ;  Stretford  (B),  erection  of  560  houses  contemplated  ;  Ulverston,  62  houses  erected,  16  nearing 
completion  ;  Upholland,  5  year  programme  to  replace  63  unfit  houses  ;  Whitefield,  65  houses  in 
course  of  erection  ;  Widnes  (B),  330  houses  being  erected  for  re-housing  purposes  ;  Whiston  (R), 
80  houses  in  course  of  construction. 

3.  — Overcrowding.— References  are  made  to  overcrowding  in  about  42  districts  : — Abram, 
57  cases  ;  Audenshaw,  58  cases  ;  Colne  (B),  76  cases  ;  Droylsden,  20  per  cent,  of  houses  surveyed  ; 
Eccles  (B),  100  cases  ;  Hindley,  278  cases  ;  Ince-in-Makerfield,  10  per  cent,  of  houses  ;  Lancaster 
(B),  293  cases  ;  Litherland,  196  cases  ;  Middleton  (B),  about  160  cases  ;  Newton-in-Makerfield,  56 
cases  ;  Ormskirk,  250  cases  ;  Prescot,  148  cases  ;  Radcliffe  (B),  about  130  cases  ;  Skelmersdale, 
92  cases  ;  Standish-with-Langtree,  23*5  per  cent,  of  houses  ;  Stretford  (B),  84  cases  ;  Swinton  and 
Pendlebury  (B),  295  cases  ;  Widnes  (B),  882  families  overcrowded  ;  Limehurst  (R),  90  houses 
with  8  or  more  persons  per  house  ;  Warrington  (R),  75  cases. 

Inability  to  pay  high  rents  is  given  as  the  cause  of  overcrowding  in  24  districts,  lack  of  houses 
in  22,  trade  depression  in  7,  and  large  families  in  4. 

In  10  of  the  districts  where  overcrowding  exists  schemes  for  the  provision  of  houses  are  being 
carried  out.  In  6  districts  preference  is  given  in  the  letting  of  Council  houses  to  applicants  from 
overcrowded  areas.  Notices  have  been  served  in  a  few  cases. 
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4. — Fitness  of  Houses. — Difficulties  found  in  action  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  the 
Housing  Acts  are  mainly  due  to  cost  of  repairs,  old  property  not  worth  repairing,  and  rent  arrears. 
Special  measures  taken  and  suggested  with  regard  to  insanitary  property  or  arrangements  made 
for  the  carrying  out  of  programmes  for  repair  include  Accrington  (B),  250-400  working  class 
houses  re-conditioned  annually  ;  Billinge  and  Winstanley,  24  back-to-back  houses  to  be  converted 
into  12  single  houses  with  through  ventilation  ;  Haydock,  31  houses  scheduled  ;  Kearsley,  5-year 
plan  for  dealing  with  627  houses  ;  Leigh  (B),  308  houses  rendered  fit  for  habitation  ;  Middleton  (B), 
44  houses  rendered  fit :  preparation  of  5-year  programme  ;  Mossley  (B),  40  houses  to  be  demolished  ; 
Nelson  (B),  3  areas  comprising  31  houses  scheduled  ;  Urmston,  217  houses  to  be  demolished  ; 
Warrington  (R),  42  unfit  houses  scheduled  for  demolition. 

Houses  without  adequate  internal  water  supply  are  reported  at  Crompton  117,  Lancaster  (B) 
200,  Ormskirk  131,  Radcliffe  (B)  60,  Ramsbottom  150,  Tottington  186,  Burnley  (R)  130,  Chorley 
(R)  750,  Garstang  (R)  450,  Lunesdale  (R)  600,  Warrington  (R)  123,  West  Lancashire  (R)  281, 
Whiston  (R)  140,  Wigan  (R)  180. 

Houses  without  water  closet  or  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  are  reported  at  Colne  (B) 
where  there  are  1,050,  Crompton  1,051,  Haslingden  (B)  500,  Ince-in-Makerfield  1,748,  Middleton 
(B)  2,036,  Ramsbottom  1,540,  Rawtenstall  (B)  1,696,  Lunesdale  (R)  650,  etc. 

5.  — Unhealthy  Areas. — Observations  under  this  head  include  : — Accrington  (B),  one  or  two 
small  areas  to  be  dealt  with  ;  Billinge  and  Winstanley,  3  areas  in  Billinge  Chapel  End  ;  Colne  (B), 
7  areas  represented  for  clearance  ;  Failsworth,  4  clearance  areas  (27  premises)  confirmed  :  3  further 
areas  (54  houses)  to  be  dealt  with  ;  Golborne,  11  areas  and  8  individual  houses,  comprising  48 
houses  scheduled  for  demolition  ;  Haslingden  (B),  10  clearance  areas  (185  houses)  to  be  dealt  with  : 
further  areas  under  consideration  ;  Hindley,  15  areas  cleared,  and  Inquiry  regarding  further  10  ; 
Horwich,  2  areas  recommended  for  demolition  ;  Leigh  (B),  Westleigh  area  unhealthy  and  over¬ 
crowded,  representation  under  Housing  Act,  1930,  to  be  made  in  regard  to  140  houses  ;  Middleton 
(B),  106  houses  dealt  with  as  unfit,  further  62  houses  scheduled  for  representation  ;  Oswaldtwistle, 
7  clearance  areas  (32  houses)  confirmed  by  Ministry  of  Health  ;  Padiham,  3  areas  condemned  as 
unfit  for  habitation  and  recommended  as  clearance  areas  ;  Ramsbottom,  250  houses  scheduled  for 
clearance  ;  Rawtenstall  (B),  Old  Street  clearance  areas  (36  houses)  confirmed  ;  Standish-with- 
Langtree,  5  areas  confirmed  by  Ministry,  further  10  ready  for  submission  ;  Swinton  and  Pendle- 
bury  (B),  33  areas  (602  houses)  represented  ;  Urmston,  14  areas  scheduled  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1930  ;  Whiston  (R),  4  areas  dealt  with  and  orders  made  by  Ministry  of  Health. 

6.  — Byelaws  relating  to  Houses,  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings,  and  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds, 
etc. — In  the  majority  of  districts,  it  is  stated  that  the  existing  byelaws  are  adequate  ;  in  a  few, 
however,  byelaws  are  required  for  dealing  with  houses  let  in  lodgings,  and  with  van  dwellers. 

The  following  comments  are  made  by  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their  annual 
reports  : — 

Ashton-under-Lyne  (B). — In  very  extensive  areas  of  the  town  all  the  houses  are  old  and  can 
be  said  to  have  served  their  useful  purpose  as  habitations.  These  houses  are  without  proper  food 
and  coal  storage  and  without  baths  or  means  of  providing  them.  They  have  also  insufficient  light 
and  air  space  and  consequently  are  inadequately  ventilated.  The  closets  are  situated  outside  and 
are  of  the  offensive  waste  water  type. 

Atherton.- — There  exists  a  considerable  shortage  of  houses  and  this  statement  is  supported  by 
the  fact  that  there  are  still  573  applicants  for  houses  on  the  waiting  list.  The  houses  now  in  course 
of  erection  by  private  enterprise  will  be  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands. 

Colne  (B). — Housing  conditions  remain  a  serious  and  immediate  problem  in  spite  of  the  good 
work  already  carried  out  by  the  Council  in  re-housing  and  slum  clearance.  There  are  more  than 
300  unfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt  with  under  section  1  of  the  1930  Act,  according  to  the  existing 
five-year  programme.  If  this  programme  is  to  be  completed  within  the  period  allotted  action 
taken  must  be  accelerated  by  the  renewed  application  of  a  continuous  policy  of  slum  clearance 
and  re-housing.  There  is  an  increasing  number  of  unfit  houses  which  must  be  dealt  with  other¬ 
wise  than  by  slum  clearance,  and  there  are  still  in  the  town  500  back-to-back,  and  431  single  type 
houses,  requiring  attention. 

Darwen  (B).— Owing  to  the  lack  of  small  and  low-rented  houses  there  is  undoubtedly  a  degree 
of  overcrowding  in  some  of  the  pre-war  built  houses.  The  term  overcrowding  is  used  here  to  mean, 
not  overcrowding  in  terms  of  people  to  cubic  space  within  the  house,  but  the  congregating  together 
in  one  house  of  more  than  two  families.  The  cause  of  this  overcrowding  is  accounted  for  to  aqpeat 
extent  in  most  cases  by  (a)  inability  to  pay  the  present  rentals,  and  (b)  no  houses  availab  e  at 
cheaper  rentals. 

Farnworth. — Approximately  98  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  of  fair  standard  ;  they  conform 
more  or  less  to  the  building  byelaws,  although  many  have  fallen  into  a  state  of  disrepair.  A 
common  defect  in  these  houses  is  dampness,  due  principally  to  two  causes  (a  the  practice  ol 
building  solid  instead  of  cavity  walls,  and  (b)  the  absence  or  ineffectiveness  of  the  damp  course. 

Formby.— There  are  no  slum  areas  and  from  the  information  now  available  there  is  very 
little  overcrowding.  The  Council’s  housing  schemes  have  done  much  to  relieve  the  housing  ques¬ 
tion,  and  the  position  at  the  present  time  appears  to  be  very  satisfactory.

Golborne. — The  general  condition  is  good  for  a  working  class  population,  but  houses  exist 
which  are  deficient  in  light  and  ventilation,  and  are  damp  ;  these  are  being  dealt  with. 


Haslingden  (B). — There  is  no  serious  shortage  of  houses,  but  there  is  a  great  and  constant 
demand  for  small  houses  on  modern  lines  and  suitable  for  working  people. 


Haydock. — The  supjDly  of  workmen’s  cottages  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district,  but 
the  Council  is  endeavouring  to  remedy  these  requirements.  During  the  year  62  houses  have  been 
built  by  them  and  the  building  of  200  more  is  contemplated. 


Ince-in-Makerfield. — The  dwellings  consist  chiefly  of  old  working  class  houses,  which  are 
constantly  needing  repair,  but  on  the  whole  are  kejDt  in  fairly  satisfactory  condition.  Although 
there  are  no  real  slums,  certain  parts  of  the  district  are  badly  congested,  and  a  definite  shortage 
of  houses  at  reasonable  rents  causes  overcrowding. 


Kearsley. — Approximately  80  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  of  fair  standard.  A  common  defect 
in  these  houses  is  dampness.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  overcrowding  due  to  (a)  large 
families  living  in  houses  which  have  become  too  small  for  their  needs,  (b)  children  marrying  and 
remaining  with  their  parents,  and  (c)  keeping  of  lodgers. 


Lancaster  (B). — Housing  conditions  in  the  area  are  in  process  of  transformation.  Already 
one  quarter  of  the  persons  to  be  displaced  from  clearance  areas  have  been  re-housed  on  the  Marsh 
Estate,  and  it  seems  probable  that  the  programme  will  be  completed  within  the  five  years  allowed 
for  it. 


Leyland. — The  population  of  the  district  has  been  steadily  growing  for  the  past  few  years 
and  there  is  a  definite  shortage  of  houses  to  let  at  a  reasonable  rent. 


Little  Lever. — There  is  still  a  shortage  of  four-roomed  cottages  at  reasonable  rents.  During 
the  year  commencement  was  made  on  the  building  of  a  number  of  houses  and  bungalows  in  order 
to  re-house  families  displaced  under  slum  clearance  orders.  Land  sufficient  for  the  building  of 
68  houses  has  been  acquired  by  the  Council,  and  the  construction  of  30  houses  was  begun  in  1935. 
The  construction  of  a  further  38  houses  is  under  consideration. 


Middleton  (B). — Progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  houses  unfit  for  habitation  ;  100 
houses  were  dealt  with  in  20  clearance  areas  in  addition  to  6  individual  unfit  houses. 


Oswaldtwistle. — During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  confirmed  clearance  orders  respect¬ 
ing  seven  areas. 


Padiham. — Demolition  of  slum  property  and  rehousing  of  the  displaced  tenants  in  new  Council 
houses  has  progressed  steadily,  and  the  effects  of  new  environment  and  decent  sanitary  houses 
with  adequate  gardens  should  soon  become  evident  in  those  people  who  were  unfortunate  enough 
to  exist  rather  than  live  in  the  condemned  houses. 


Skelmersdale. — The  standard  of  the  houses  is  poor  generally ;  dampness  is  prevalent,  and  a 
deplorable  number  of  the  houses  are  still  provided  with  privy  middens.  Houses  are  mainly  in 
long  rows  of  cottage  type,  and  are  usually  tied  together  with  iron  bars  to  counteract  subsidence 
from  subjacent  colliery  workings. 


Widnes  (B).— -The  outstanding  feature  revealed  by  the  survey  is  the  large  number  of  houses 
which  only  contain  two  bedrooms.  It  is  therefore  to  be  regretted  that  the  majority  of  new  houses 
which  are  now  being  built  by  private  enterprise  only  contain  two  bedrooms. 


Ulverston  (R).  Inquiries  were  held  by  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  applica¬ 
tions  of  the  Council  for  confirmation  of  their  Backbarrow  (No.  1)  Clearance  Order  and  the  Ulverston 
Rural  Re-housing  Order,  1935,  and  in  each  case  the  Minister  has  issued  confirming  orders. 


Warrington  (R).  The  parishes  of  Penketh,  Sankey,  Poulton  and  Woolston  are  rapidly 
becoming  urbanised  with  an  increasing  and  persistent  demand  for  urban  amenities. 

West  Lancashire  (R).  The  general  standard  of  housing  is  good.  A  large  percentage  of  old 
(o  tage  and  house  property  has  dampness  in  the  walls,  due  to  the  absence  of  damp-proof  courses 
am  to  the  fact  that  old  bricks  have  become  porous.  There  is  still  a  shortage  of  houses  for  industrial 
workers  in  Netherton  and  Aintree. 
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The  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  1926  and  1931.— The  County  Council  acts  as  the  “local 
authority  under  these  Acts  in  73  districts,  and  the  Minister  of  Health  in  pursuance  of  section  5 
of  the  1926  Act  lias  declared  the  following  37  district  councils  to  be  local  authorities  for  the  purposes 
of  these  Acts  : —  1

During  the  year  1935  two  applications  were  received  by  the  County  Council  for  financial 
assistance  under  these  Acts.  In  one  instance  a  grant  of  £100  was  made  in  respect  of  one  cottage 
and  one  application  was  refused  as  it  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Acts. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — Many  references  are  made  in  the  local  reports  to  the  action  taken  during  the 
year  in  regard  to  the  milk  supply.  During  recent  years  much  time  and  attention,  both  of  the 
county  and  local  public  health  officials,  has  been  devoted  to  the  problems  involved  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  pure  and  safe  milk  supply.  The  problem  in  this  county  is  one  of  considerable  magni¬ 
tude  as  will  be  realised  from  a  study  of  the  table  on  pages  140  to  142,  which  shows  that  in  the 
Administrative  County  area  there  are  8,004  cowkeepers,  and,  in  addition,  4,238  dairymen  or 
purveyors  of  milk.  The  number  of  farms  is  7,214,  and  the  approximate  number  of  cows  108,560. 

Inspections  of  farm  premises  by  the  local  officials  in  1935  numbered  16,725,  and  a  large  number 
of  routine  inspections  were  made  by  the  County  Sanitary  Officers  in  co-operation  with  the  local 
officials. 

On  these  visits  by  Sanitary  Officers  opportunity  is  taken  to  impress  upon  milk  producers 
the  necessity,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  public  health,  of  a  high  standard  of  bacteriological 
purity  in  milk,  and  that  to  ensure  this,  a  good  sanitary  environment  is  essential,  coupled  with 
regular  and  careful  grooming  and  cleaning  of  the  cattle,  and  a  rigid  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all 
stages  of  production  and  distribution.  To  achieve  an  adequate,  clean  and  safe  supply  of  milk 
is  a  matter  which  involves  the  highest  interests  of  the  public  health. 

The  local  reports  show  that  in  a  number  of  districts  owners  voluntarily  undertook  works  of 
improvement,  including  reconstruction  of  cowsheds,  extensions,  ceilings  raised,  lloors  concreted, 
walls  cemented,  additional  window  area,  ventilation,  drains  and  water  supplies  impro\  ed.  In 
some  instances  improvements  were  carried  out  under  orders.  In  Heywood  (B)  £3,335  was 
spent  on  such  general  improvements,  Blackburn  (R)  £2,700,  Westhoughton  £1,5/0,  Buinley 
(R)  £1,190,  Ramsbottom  £1,050,  Golborne  £1,000,  Preesall  £765,  Tyldesley  £700,  Darwen  (B)  £550, 
etc.  In  many  districts  no  estimate  of  the  cost  involved  is  given. 
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A  few  comments  by  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  here  given  relating  to  conditions 
at  milk  producing  farms  : — 

Accrington  (B). — Efforts  to  improve  the  cleanliness  of  local  milk  supplies  have  continued 
with  further  good  results.  Farm  buildings  have  been  noticeably  cleaner,  but  the  more  extensive 
provision  of  separate  dairies  and  apparatus  for  the  sterilisation  of  dairy  utensils  by  steam  is  most 
desirable. 

Bacup  (B).— Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  cleansing  and  grooming  of  cows.  More 
overalls  are  being  provided  for  the  use  of  the  milkers,  and  greater  care  is  being  taken  during  the 
process  of  milking  so  as  to  produce  a  clean  milk. 

Golborne. — The  conditions  of  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  considerably  improved 
during  the  last  few  years,  and  the  general  standard  can  be  considered  good.  Whilst  there  is  much 
to  be  desired,  there  is  also  evidence  of  greater  care  in  the  handling  of  milk,  but  still  greater  care 
is  required  in  the  cleansing  of  both  milker  and  cattle  before  milking. 

Haslingden  (B). — Much  work  is  necessary  to  bring  the  farm  premises  up  to  the  standard 
required  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  but  the  improvements  made  are  being  maintained. 

Hay  dock. — Generally  the  cows  are  well  groomed  and  clean.  The  floors  and  means  of  lighting 
and  ventilation  of  some  of  the  shippons  still  require  attention. 

Lancaster  (B).- — The  conditions  under  which  milk,  other  than  designated,  is  distributed 
remain  unsatisfactory.  There  is  too  much  exposure  of  the  milk  to  contamination  in  its  journey 
from  the  cow  to  the  consumer.  In  this  respect  a  rapid  improvement  can  be  expected  if  consumers 
will  patronise  the  producers  of  designated  milk.  A  large  quantity  of  this  is  now  being  sent  to  the 
factory,  while  the  housewife  continues  to  buy  the  ungraded  product.  All  milk  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  should  be  designated. 

Rishton. — The  farmers  in  the  district  appear  to  be  taking  a  great  interest  in  the  production 
of  clean  milk.  Steady  progress  is  being  made  in  bringing  farm  premises  up  to  date. 

Ulverston. — Many  improvements  have  been  effected  during  recent  years  in  the  condition  of 
the  cowsheds.  The  farmer  is  slowly  realising  the  fact  that  to  produce  pure  wholesome  milk  he 
must  have  healthy  cattle,  and  that  they  should  live  under  healthy  conditions. 

Whitefield.— The  farmers  generally  are  exerting  every  effort  to  produce  clean  milk,  as 
is  evidenced  by  their  willingness  to  co-operate  in  making  such  improvements  in  their  premises  as 
are  considered  necessary.  The  increasing  demand  by  the  consumers  for  milk  to  be  supplied  in 
sealed  containers  is  a  very  pleasing  feature  and  ample  evidence  of  the  awakening  in  the  public 
mind  of  a  lively  interest  in  this  nation-wide  campaign  for  cleaner  milk. 

Chorley  (R).— Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  in  the  improvement  of  milk  producing 
farms.  Structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  in  64  instances  in  addition  to  improvements 
such  as  concreting  the  floors  and  smoothing  the  walls,  so  that  the  places  are  more  easily  cleaned. 
The  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  scheme  has  done  much  to  improve  the  farms  by  offering  a  higher  price 
for  milk  of  a  certain  standard  and  produced  on  a  farm  which  passes  certain  requirements.  On 
the  other  hand  it  has  induced  some  to  overcrowd  the  farm  accommodation  so  as  to  maintain  their 
maximum  supply  of  milk,  and  the  result  is  that  cattle  are  housed  in  unsuitable  sheds. 

Lunesdale  (R). — It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  to  be  able  to  report  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  distribution  and  handling  of  milk.  Shippons  have  been  renovated  and  new  ones  built  upon 
improved  lines. 

Ulverston  (R). — The  structural  condition  of  many  of  the  sheds  in  which  dairy  cattle  are 
housed  is  by  no  means  perfect,  and  this  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  structural  improvements 
in  old  sheds  have  been  effected  and  some  new  sheds  built.  There  is  an  increasing  desire  on  the 
part  of  farmers  that  the  milk  which  they  deliver  to  the  public  should  be  above  suspicion. 

Wigan  (R). — Sanitary  conditions  on  the  whole  are  fairly  good,  though  in  certain  instances 
there  is  room  for  improvement  in  lighting  and  ventilation. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. — During  the  year  under  report  303  notifications 
that  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  found  or  were  suspected  in  milk  supplies  were  received  by  the  County 
Public  Health  Department  from  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  under  section  4  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.  In  each  case  one  of  the  28  Veterinary  Surgeons  retained  by  the 
County  Council  visited  the  farm  and  examined  the  cattle,  and  at  the  same  time  a  County  Sanitary 
Officer  inspected  the  farm  premises. 

The  number  of  cattle  inspected  on  the  first  visits  was  8,349  ;  104  re-visits  were  necessary  owing 
to  tubercle  bacilli  being  found  in  samples  of  milk  from  groups  of  cows.  The  Veterinary  Officers 
immediately  gave  notice  respecting  21  animals  showing  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis  and 
these  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 
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The  following  statement  is  an  analysis  of  the  sampling  of  milk  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
in  connection  with  the  notifications  received  under  section  4  by  the  Public  Health  Department  : — 


On  the  first  visit  1,579  samples  were  taken  : — 


794  unmixed  samples  from  individual  cows — 161  positive,  633  negative. 

785  mixed  samples  from  groups  of  cows — 90  positive,  695  negative. 

Second  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  the  90  group  samples  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli 
and  396  further  samples  were  taken  as  follows  : — - 

282  unmixed  samples — 58  positive,  224  negative. 

114  mixed  samples — 17  positive,  97  negative. 


Third  visits  were  necessary  for  further  examination  of  the  17  positive  groups  found  on  the 
second  visit,  and  on  these  occasions  60  samples  were  obtained  : — 


49  unmixed  samples — 4  positive,  45  negative. 
11  group  samples — 2  positive,  9  negative. 


On  the  fourth  visit,  in  respect  of  the  2  positive  group  samples,  six  unmixed  samples  were 
obtained  of  which  one  was  positive  and  the  remaining  five  negative. 


The  cow  concerned  in  any  unmixed  sample  of  milk  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  was 
immediately  reported  to  the  Agricultural  Department  for  action  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 


In  a  number  of  instances  the  affected  animals  had  been  sold  before  the  result  of  the  examination 
of  the  milk  samples  had  been  received,  and  in  these  cases  steps  were  taken  to  trace  the  cows  and, 
if  they  had  not  been  slaughtered,  the  facts  were  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area. 


The  County  Sanitary  Officers  paid  2,602  visits  to  dairy  premises  during  the  year. 


Under  section  8(3)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  County  Authority  was 
requested  in  six  instances  by  the  officials  of  County  Boroughs  to  obtain  “  appeal-to-cow  ”  samples 
at  farms  in  the  Administrative  County. 


Veterinary  Inspection. — Arrangements  have  been  made  by  33  local  authorities  for  the 
services  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  for  either  the  routine  examination  of  cattle  or  as  required  by 
the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  1935  the  cows  so  examined  numbered  13,393,  of  which 
103  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 


The  officials  of  62  local  authorities  submitted  1,482  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination, 
138  of  which  were  positive. 


Twenty-five  local  authorities  employed  sediment  tests  and  of  1,442  samples  of  milk  examined, 
250  were  unsatisfactory. 


The  County  Agricultural  Committee’s  reports  show  that  during  the  year  1935  the  number  of 
cases  reported  under  the  Tuberculosis  (Animals)  Order,  1925,  was  783,  and  the  number  o  amnia  s 
slaughtered  by  Order  727.  In  the  year  1934,  these  totals  were  724  and  664  respectively. 


The  steps  taken  by  the  County  Council  as  the  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adultera¬ 
tion)  Act  in  regard  to  the  adulteration  of  milk  are  referred  to  on  pages  147  to  155  ;  3,30/  samples 
of  milk  were  analysed  in  1935.  The  action  taken  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923, 
is  set  out  on  pages  143  to  145. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — The  number  of  cowkeepers  and  dairymen  or  purveyors 
of  milk  in  each  district  is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

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The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. — During  the  year  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Milk  Marketing  Scheme  and 
the  Report  of  the  Re-organisation  Commission,  evolved  a  scheme  for  the  payment  of  a  bonus  to 
milk  producers  who  attained  an  accepted  standard  of  cleanliness  of  their  milk  supplies.  The 
standard  adopted  by  the  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Councils  Association  and  the 
Association  of  Municipal  Corporations,  was  that  laid  down  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1923,  for  “  Grade  A  ”  licences,  and  the  condition  of  enrolment  on  the  Board’s  Roll  of 
Accredited  Producers  was  the  holding  of  a  “  Grade  A  ”  licence. 

The  scheme,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May,  1935,  resulted  in  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  licences  and  the  County  Council  in  the  year  1935  issued 
280  licences  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  “  Grade  A  ”  milk,  an  increase  of  223  on  the 
previous  year.  During  the  year  two  of  these  licence  holders  obtained  licences  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  the  production  of  “  Certified  ”  milk.

Examination  for  tubercle  bacilli. — Three  hundred  and  thirty-three  samples  of  “  Grade  A  ” 
milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  of  which  30  or  9  per  cent,  were  found  positive  and  303 
negative.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  immediately  on  notification  of  affected  samples. 

Scheme  for  the  Provision  of  Milk  for  School  Children.— The  Milk  Act,  1934,  and  the 
Milk-in-Schools  Scheme  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  made  it  possible  to  inaugurate  an  extended 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  in  schools. 

Under  the  Act  the  Government  contribute,  under  certain  conditions,  towards  a  fund 
to  meet  the  cost  of  schemes  for  increasing  the  demand  for  milk,  on  a  pound  for  pound  basis 
with  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  for  a  period  of  two  years.  It  is  a  condition  of  this  grant  that  first 
consideration  shall  be  given  to  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  in  schools,  the  major  portion 
of  the  Publicity  Fund  being  used  to  reduce  the  price  of  milk  to  the  scholars  from  the  old  charge 
of  Id.  for  a  third  of  a  pint  to  |d.  for  the  same  measure. 

The  main  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  ensure,  by  arrangements  organised  by  teachers  on  a 
voluntary  basis,  that  an  increased  number  of  school  children  shall  be  afforded  facilities  for  obtaining 
milk  in  l/3rd  pint  bottles,  complete  with  straws,  at  a  reduced  price  of  |d.  per  bottle. 

All  full-time  schools,  or  courses  for  children  or  young  persons  recognised  for  grant  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  are  included  in  the  scope  of  the  scheme.  These  include 

Public  elementary  schools 
Secondary  schools 
Nursery  schools 
Junior  technical  schools 
Special  schools 
Junior  housewifery  schools 
Junior  art  departments 
Schools  of  nautical  training 
Junior  commercial  schools 
Junior  instruction  centres 

Continuation  courses  for  blind,  deaf,  or  defective  young  persons. 

The  scheme  applies  only  in  respect  of  milk  actually  consumed  in  schools  or  at  approved 
centres. 

The  Lancashire  Education  Committee,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Medical  Sub- 
Committee  has  approved  the  principle,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  under  which  the  school 
teachers  will  keep  the  necessary  records,  etc. 


K 
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The  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as  School  Medical  Officers  will  keep  under 
observation  the  results  of  the  provision  of  milk  for  children,  whether  free  or  on  payment,  and  will 
review  the  general  effect  of  the  provision  of  milk  on  the  health  of  the  children. 

The  scheme  provides  that  the  source  and  quality  of  the  milk  must  be  approved  (in  County 
areas)  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  this  provision  is  designed  to  secure  that  he 
shall,  after  consultation  with  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have  a  voice  in  the  approval  of 
the  supply. 

The  Milk  Marketing  Board  will  accept  no  milk  for  payment  under  the  scheme  unless  the 
source  and  quality  of  the  supply  have  been  so  approved. 

A  scheme  was  prepared  with  the  approval  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
and  the  necessary  vote  granted  to  cover  the  cost  of  biological  and  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ations,  for  obtaining  at  intervals  a  sample  of  the  milk  supplied  to  each  school  and  centre  in  the 
Administrative  County,  and  for  the  examination  at  approved  laboratories  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli. 

The  co-operation  of  the  local  authorities  and  the  local  health  officials  was  obtained  as 
regards  procuring  the  samples  at  the  place  of  production  or  on  delivery  to  the  schools. 

In  the  first  instance  the  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department  pro¬ 
vided  for  each  supply  of  milk  to  be  examined  at  least  twice  a  year  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  but  from  the  1st  January,  1936,  the  sampling  of  each  supply  is  to  be  carried  out  every 
three  months. 

Approximately  60,000  children  attending  578  schools  in  88  County  districts  received  daily 
supplies  of  milk  from  364  separate  contractors. 

From  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  scheme  was  commenced,  to  November,  1935  (excluding 
the  month  of  August  when  the  schools  were  closed  for  holidays)  362  samples  of  milk  were  obtained 
and  the  result  of  their  examination  showed  that  36,  or  10  per  cent.,  had  been  found  to  contain 
tubercle  bacilli. 

Where  a  supply  was  found  to  be  affected,  one  of  the  veterinary  surgeons  on  the  County  panel 
was  employed  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  herd  from  which  the  milk  was  derived,  and  the  milk 
from  any  cows  showing  clinical  signs  of  disease  was  not  used  for  human  consumption  until  the 
result  of  the  biological  test  of  the  milk  from  these  animals  was  known. 

The  laboratories  to  which  the  milk  samples  are  forwarded  for  examination  are  those  of  the 
Manchester  and  Liverpool  Universities  and  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary. 

The  sampling  of  the  milk  supplies  in  the  schools  in  this  manner  will  not  only  help  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  children  from  tuberculous  infection,  but  will  also  be  of  material  assistance  in  raising 
the  standard  of  milk  throughout  the  Administrative  County,  which  is  in  effect  an  extension  of 
the  present  policy  with  regard  to  milk  supplies. 


Inspection  Of  Meat  and  Other  Food. — Comments  are  made  in  most  of  the  local  reports  on  the 
action  taken  with  regard  to  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  food,  including  inspection  of  slaughter¬ 
houses,  meat  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles,  and  places  where  food  is  prepared. 

Unsound  Food. — The  following  statement  shows  approximately  the  amount  of  unsound 
or  diseased  food  condemned  and  destroyed  by  the  local  health  officers  during  1935  : — 

On  account  of  tuberculosis. — 247,893  lbs.  of  meat  (including  weights  of  carcases  and  parts 
of  carcases)  many  parts  (weight  not  stated) ;  140  whole  carcases,  sets  of  organs,  plucks,  heads, 
livers,  lungs,  hearts,  etc. 

For  other  reasons. — 273  whole  carcases,  75,828  lbs.  unclassified  meat,  sets  of  organs,  lungs, 
livers,  plucks,  etc.,  102  lbs.  and  3  tins  corned  beef ;  20  lbs.  bacon,  6  lbs.  tongue,  4  tins  boiled  ham, 
224  lbs.  sausage  casings,  12  lbs.  tinned  gammon,  237  rabbits,  1  case  frozen  rabbits,  7  brace 
pheasants,  40  lbs.  and  10  jars  meat  and  fish  paste,  608  lbs.  tripe,  1  tin  and  5  lbs.  salmon,  532  lbs. 
crabs,  2  boxes  kippers,  268  lbs.  unclassified  fish,  7  boxes,  1  barrel  and  12  lbs.  tinned  apples,  3  lbs. 
plums,  20  tins  and  73  lbs.  tinned  fruit,  8  boxes  grapes,  56  lbs.  unclassified  fruit,  34  chickens,  10 
crates  cauliflower,  12  crates  lettuce,  184  tins  milk,  14  gallons  milk,  4j  lbs.  tinned  cream,  15  lbs. 
cheese,  2  gallons  ice  cream,  and  19,660  lbs.  unclassified  food. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  of  unsound 
food  at  Atherton,  Denton,  Leigh  (B),  Nelson  (B),  Ramsbottom  and  Worsley,  and  for  contravention 
of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  at  Ramsbottom  and  Burnley  (R).  In  each  case  the  prosecution 
was  successful  and  the  defendants  fined  amounts  varying  from  £2  to  £20. 

Slaughterhouses. — These  premises  number  591 — registered  208,  licensed  383,  showing  a 
reduction  on  the  previous  year’s  figures  of  7  registered  and  17  licensed  slaughterhouses. 

Public  Abattoirs.- — Public  abattoirs  have  been  provided  at  Accrington  (B),  Chorley  (B), 
Clitheroe  (B),  Colne  (B),  Darwen  (B),  Fleetwood  (B),  Great  Harwood,  Lancaster  (B),  Lytham 
St.  Anne’s  (B)  (2),  Newton-in-Makerfield,  Oswaldtwistle  and  Stretford  (B). 
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Food  Poisoning.  An  outbreak  of  illness  due  to  food  poisoning  occurred  in  Nelson  (B)  and  the 
adjoining  districts,  174  cases  and  8  deaths  being  reported.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Nelson  (B)  states  that  prepared  cooked  meat  and  stew  were  the  main  commodities  giving  rise 
to  the  outbreak.  The  consumption  of  the  food  caused  a  severe  attack  of  gastro -enteritis,  and  in 
each  case  of  death  the  organism  isolated  was  bacillus  aertrycke.  This  organism  was  also  found 
m  portions  of  the  food  after  its  withdrawal  from  sale.  Investigations  could  not  indicate  a  definite 
origin  of  the  infection,  but  the  probabilities  were  that  a  bovine  animal,  to  all  appearances  in  a 
healthy  condition,  was  a  carrier  of  the  organism. 

One  fatal  case  in  each  district  was  reported  at  Atherton  and  Fleetwood  (B).'  Samples  of 
food,  suspected  to  be  the  cause  of  food  poisoning,  were  forwarded  for  analysis  from  Lancaster 
(B),  Middleton  (B)  and  Waterloo-with-Seaforth. 

June>  1935,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Memo.  188/Med.  on  steps  to  be  taken  by  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  suspected  food  poisoning  cases.  Attention  was  again  called  to  the  facilities 
afforded  by  the  Ministry  s  pathological  laboratory  in  London  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  material  obtained  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and,  where  local  arrange¬ 
ments  exist  for  the  examination  of  material  from  food  poisoning,  to  the  necessity  of  furnishing 
the  Ministry  with  details  of  bacteriological  tests  made  and  results  obtained,  in  addition  to  reporting 
the  general  circumstances  and  extent  of  the  outbreak. 

Suggestions  were  also  contained  in  the  Memo,  in  regard  to  methods  of  investigation,  collection 
of  material,  packing  and  transmission  of  specimens,  etc. 

Bakehouses.— From  the  local  returns  there  are  2,728  bakehouses  in  the  County  area. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  etc. — The  following  paragraphs  and  tables  are 
extracted  from  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1935  of  the  County  Analyst,  Dr.  G.  D.  Elsdon 
F.I.C.  : —

During  the  year  under  review  a  total  of  5,189  samples  were  submitted  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  whilst  115  appeal -to-cow  samples  were  taken  for  comparison  with 
some  of  the  adulterated  samples  of  milk.  These  numbers  are  compared  with  those  for  previous 
years  in  the  table  below,  where  figures  for  the  other  examinations  carried  out  in  the  County 
Laboratory  are  also  given  : —

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Sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried  out  by  persons  specially  appointed  under 
the  terms  of  section  16  (1)  of  the  Act  which  reads 


“  Any  medical  officer  of  health,  sanitary  inspector,  inspector  of  weights  and  measures, 
inspector  of  a  market,  or  police  constable,  acting  under  the  direction  and  at  the  cost  of  the 
local  authority  appointing  him  or  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  Act  may  purchase  any 
sample  of  any  food  or  drug,  and  any  such  officer,  inspector,  or  constable  acting  as  aforesaid 
is  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  a  ‘  sampling  officer.’  ” 


The  person  purchasing  a  sample  of  any  article  with  the  intention  of  submitting  it  to  analysis 
shall,  after  the  purchase  has  been  completed,  forthwith  notify  to  the  seller  or  his  agent  who  sold 
the  sample  his  intention  to  have  it  analysed  by  the  public  analyst,  and  shall  then  and  there  divide 
the  sample  into  three  parts,  each  part  to  be  marked  and  sealed  or  fastened  up  in  such  manner 
as  its  nature  will  permit,  and  shall  : — 


(a)  if  required  to  do  so  deliver  one  part  to  the  seller  or  his  agent ; 

(b)  retain  one  part  for  future  comparison  ; 

(c)  if  he  thinks  fit  to  have  an  analysis  made  submit  one  part  to  the  analyst. 


In  the  County  of  Lancaster  it  is  now  the  usual  practice  to  take  formal  samples  of  milk  or 
spirits  and  informal  samples  of  other  articles.  Where  an  informal  sample  has  been  found  to  be 
suspicious  or  adulterated,  a  formal  sample  is  taken  from  the  same  source  as  soon  afterwards  as 
possible,  so  that  proceedings  may,  if  necessary,  be  instituted  against  the  vendor. 


When  a  sample  is  not  regarded  as  perfectly  genuine  it  is  described  as  “  adulterated.”  This 
does  not  necessarily  mean  that  some  fraudulent  addition  of  worthless  material  has  been  made — 
it  may  indicate  this,  but  the  term  also  covers  deliberate  abstraction  of  some  valuable  ingredient, 
careless  preparation  or  accidental  contamination.

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The  figure  for  total  adulteration  for  the  whole  year,  4-0  per  cent.,  is  rather  higher  than  it  has 
been  for  several  years,  in  fact  it  is  the  highest  figure  recorded  since  the  year  1925  when  the  high 
figure  of  6-1  per  cent,  was  found.  The  percentage  of  adulteration  of  samples  of  milk  has  risen 
by  1-3  per  cent,  over  that  for  the  average  for  the  last  nine  years,  whilst  that  for  the  other  samples 
has  increased  by  0-1  per  cent.

During  the  last  26  years  the  average  fat  content  has  varied  between  3-55  per  cent,  in  the 
years  1910  and  1911,  and  3-84  per  cent,  in  the  year  1931,  which  is  the  highest  figure  yet 
recorded.  The  figure  for  solids-not-fat  has  varied  between  8-75  per  cent,  in  the  year  1910 
to  9-03  per  cent,  in  the  years  1922  and  1923.  Whilst  a  steady  improvement  was  shown  in 
the  earlier  years,  the  figures  since  the  war  years  have  been  remarkably  constant,  and  do  not  indicate 
any  material  changes  due  to  the  introduction  of  new  strains  of  milch  cows.  A  table  showing 
the  various  changes  from  year  to  year  follows  : —

Although  the  average  amount  of  fat  in  milk  is  thus  well  above  the  limit  of  3-0  per  cent,  fixed 
by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  it  has  been  claimed  on  many  occasions  that  the  percentage  of 
fat  is  seriously  diminished  during  the  season  when  the  cows  are  first  put  out  to  grass,  diminished 
so  seriously,  in  fact,  that  a  considerable  number,  if  not  the  majority  of  herds,  will  be  giving  milk 
containing  less  fat  than  3-0  per  cent. 
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In  order  to  see  to  what  extent  such  a  statement  is  supported  by  the  result  of  analyses  the 
whole  of  the  samples  taken  during  the  years  1910-1935  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  have  been 
averaged  according  to  the  month  in  which  they  were  taken,  and  the  figures  so  obtained  are  arranged 
in  the  following  table  : —

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  fat  varies  from  its  lowest  figure  of  3-56  per  cent,  in 
June  to  its  highest  figure  of  3-90  per  cent,  in  October.  Thus,  although  it  is  an  undoubted  fact 
that  the  fat  content  of  milk  does  tend  to  be  lower  in  the  late  spring  and  early  summer  months, 
the  amount  of  such  lowering  has  been  greatly  exaggerated  by  certain  individuals.  It  is  fairly 
obvious  that  the  limits  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  are  no  hardship  even  in  the  months  of  May 
and  June,  and  that,  in  fact,  if  they  are  in  any  way  faulty,  their  fault  lies  in  the  direction  of  being 
too  lenient.

Adulterated  Samples. — Of  the  175  adulterated  samples  of  milk,  111  have  been  deficient 
in  fat,  54  in  solids-not-fat  and  3  in  both  ingredients.  In  addition  one  sample  contained  added 
colouring  matter  (Annatto).  Six  other  samples  were  returned  as  containing  added  water  as  shown 
by  the  freezing  point  test.  The  amount  of  deficiency  in  fat  varied  between  3  per  cent,  and  29 
per  cent,  and  that  in  solids-not-fat  between  1  per  cent,  and  50  per  cent.

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Smallpox.  The  Administrative  County  was  entirely  free  from  smallpox  during  the  year 
1935. 


In  1934  there  were  no  cases  of  smallpox ;  notifications  in  previous  years  were — 8  in  1933, 
4  in  1932,  1  in  1931,  185  in  1930  and  406  in  1929. 


The  County  Medical  staff  was  called  into  consultation  in  two  County  districts  and,  by  request, 
in  two  County  Boroughs  during  1935  in  connection  with  suspected  cases  of  this  disease — none 
was  smallpox. 


Scarlet  fever. — There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  1935  in  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
notifications  numbered  5,246,  with  35  deaths,  as  compared  with  5,799  cases  and  42  deaths  in  1934. 


The  greatest  case  incidence  was  in  Lancaster  (B)  320,  Darwen  (B)  212,  Newton-in-Makerfield 
212  (1  death),  Stretford  (B)  158  (2  deaths),  Leigh  (B)  151  (2  deaths),  Morecambe  and  Heysham 
(B)  137,  Widnes  (B)  134,  Farnworth  132,  Fleetwood  (B)  117,  Horwich  115  (1  death),  Ince-in- 
Makerfield  113  (1  death),  Chorley  (R)  107  (1  death),  Chadderton  106  (1  death)  and  Chorley  (B) 

100  (1  death). 


The  notifications  of  this  and  other  infectious  diseases  are  grouped  in  age  periods  on  page  171. 


The  scarlet  fever  mortality  rate  in  1935  was  equal  to  0-01  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and 
the  case  fatality  rate  0-66  per  cent. 


Scarlet  fever  cases  removed  to  hospital  represented  62-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  notifications 
as  against  55-6  per  cent,  in  1934.  In  7  districts  100  per  cent,  of  removals  took  place,  and  over 
80  per  cent,  in  27  other  districts. 


“  Return  ”  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (or  probable  return  cases)  were  reported  in  19  districts. 
Schools  were  closed  in  8  districts. 


Dick  Test. — It  is  reported  that  this  test  was  carried  out  at  Colne  (B),  Formby,  Golborne, 
Rawtenstall  (B),  Skelmersdale,  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  and  West  Lancashire  (R). 


Diphtheria. — There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  diphtheria 
which  rose  from  2,253  cases  with  160  deaths  in  the  year  1934,  to  2,360  cases  with  155  deaths  in 
the  year  under  report.  This  is  the  greatest  incidence  in  the  Administrative  County  since  the  year 
1902,  when  there  were  2,833  cases  and  563  deaths.  The  mortality  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  0-08  in  1935  and  the  case  fatality  rate  6-56  per  cent. 


Cases  were  most  numerous  in  Darwen  (B)  136  (o  deaths),  Ileetwood  (B)  134  (10  deaths), 
Lancaster  (B)  130  (5  deaths),  Widnes  (B)  96  (2  deaths),  Stretford  (B)  88  (4  deaths),  Waterloo- 
with-Seaforth  86  (7  deaths),  Leigh  (B)  74  (4  deaths),  Eccles  (B)  72  (1  death),  Morecambe  and 
Heysham  (B)  65  (1  death),  Accrington  (B)  64  (6  deaths)  Ashton-under-Lyne  (B)  63  (5  deaths), 
Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B)  63  (2  deaths)  and  Warrington  (R)  56  (2  deaths). 


Of  the  2,360  cases  notified,  1,901  were  amongst  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  ;  the 
case  fatality  in  this  group  was  7-7  per  cent,  against  1*7  per  cent,  in  cases  over  15  years  of  age.

Caces  removed  to  hospital  numbered  1,988  or  84-2  per  cent,  of  the  total  notifications 
increase  of  5-8  per  cent,  over  the  year  1934.  The  case  fatality  amongst  the  patients  treated  in 
hospital  represented  5-08  per  cent.,  against  a  fatality  rate  of  14-51  per  cent,  among  the  372  cases 

treated  at  home. 


From  101  districts  8,479  throat  swabs  were  sent  for  examination.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin 
is  stated  to  be  readily  available  in  106  districts.  Schools  were  closed  in  6  districts. 


In  several  districts,  it  is  stated,  “carriers  were  discovered.  At  Eccles  (B)  the  occurrence 
of  a  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  among  the  employees  of  a  laundry  was  found  to  be  due  to  the 
presence  of  a  carrier.  At  Turton  two  children,  who  proved  to  be  carriers  of  diphtheria,  were 
responsible  for  an  outbreak  of  the  disease.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Morecambe  and 
Heysham  (B)  states  that  carriers  have  been  a  menace  and  have  caused  more  trouble  than  formerly. 
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Schick  Test. _ Immunisation. — According  to  the  local  reports  the  Schick  test  was  used  at 

Colne  (B),  Eccles  (B),  Fleetwood  (B),  Formby,  Hindley,  Morecambe  and  Heysham  (B),  Newton- 
in -Makerfleld,  Rawtenstall  (B),  Stretford  (B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  Waterloo-with- 
Seaforth,  Warrhigton  (R),  West  Lancashire  (R),  etc.  Immunisation  was  carried  out  at  Colne 
(B),  Denton,  Ecctes  (B),  Famworth,  Formby,  Great  Crosby,  Haslingden  (B),  Hindley,  Lancaster 
(B)|  Leigh  (B),  Litherland,  Newton-in-Makerfield,  Ormskirk,  Padiham,  Radcliffe  (B),  Rawten- 
staU  (B),  Skelmersdale,  Stretford  (B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  Waterloo-with-Seaforth, 
West  Lancashire  (R),  etc. 


Enteric  fever  (including  paratyphoid). — A  slight  increase  is  recorded  in  1935  in  the  incidence 
of  enteric  fever.  The  notifications  numbered  70  with  4  deaths,  as  compared  with  53  cases  and 
7  deaths  in  1934.  Eighty  County  districts  were  entirely  free  from  this  disease  throughout  the 
year.  The  striking  reduction  in  the  prevalence  of  enteric  fever  will  be  noted  from  the  fact 
that  in  the  year  1898  the  cases  notified  in  the  County  numbered  2,661  and  the  deaths  478. 


Measles. — Deaths  registered  in  1935  as  due  to  measles  numbered  80,  a  decrease  of  43  on 
the  1934  total.  The  disease  is  notifiable  in  6  districts  where  453  cases  were  reported.  Schools 
were  closed  in  16  districts. 


Whooping  COUgh  gave  rise  to  46  fatalities  against  57  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  notifiable  in 
4  districts.  School  closure  was  resorted  to  in  6  districts. 


Chicken-pox  was  notifiable  in  10  districts  and  712  cases  were  reported.  It  was  not  found 
necessary  to  apply  school  closure  in  any  district  in  respect  of  this  disease. 


Diarrhoea. — The  following  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  diarrhoea  : — at  all  ages  175,  under 
2  years  of  age  90,  the  latter  corresponding  to  a  rate  of  3-71  per  1,000  registered  live  births. 


School  Closures  by  the  County  School  Medical  Officer  and  by  Sanitary  Authorities.— On 

page  82  is  given  a  list  of  the  school  closures  in  the  year  1935  in  the  County  Council  elementary 
education  area  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases.  In  this  area,  11  schools  were 
closed  by  the  County  School  Medical  Officer  under  Article  23  (b)  of  the  Board  of  Education  Code 
and  32  by  Sanitary  Authorities  under  Article  22. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Acute  Polio-encephalitis,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.— 

The  reported  incidence  of  these  diseases  and  the  mortality  is  shown  below.  The  notifications  of 
encephalitis  lethargica  in  any  particular  year  as  shown  in  the  local  reports,  do  not  indicate 
the  total  number  of  persons  attacked,  as  the  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  disease  exceed  the 
notifications.

*These  case  notifications  which,  as  stated  above,  are  those  reported  by  local  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  in  their  annual  reports  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935,  differ  in  number  from 
the  notifications  of  new  cases  in  the  weekly  returns  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations ,  the 
former  exceeding  the  latter  by — pulmonary,  149  cases  ;  non-pulmonary,  87  cases.  The  difference

Tuberculosis  Deaths  and  Death-rates.  Pulmonar\.  Ihe  County  death-rate  for 
1935  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  (pulmonary)  was  0-46  per  1,000  of  the  population 
(urban  districts  0-48,  rural  districts  0-37).  This  rate  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous 
year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record.

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930. — Notifications.  Under  the 
above  Regulations  the  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  forward  weekly  returns  of  all  notifications 
received,  and  these,  after  correction  by  the  exclusion  of  duplicates,  are  classified  both  as  regards 
the  parts  of  the  body  affected  and  in  age  periods,  the  totals  for  the  year  ended  28th  December, 
1935,  being  analysed  in  Table  7,  page  178  and  Table  8,  page  179. 

Since  February  1st,  1913,  tuberculosis,  both  “  pulmonary  ”  and  “  other  forms  ”,  has  been 
compulsorily  notifiable  ;  previous  to  that  date  it  was  incompletely  notifiable. 

The  total  of  the  pulmonary  cases  notified  during  the  year  under  review  is  identical  with  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  viz.,  1,353,  and  the  case-rate  remains  the  same  at  0-74. 
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In  the  non -pulmonary  section,  however,  a  substantial  decrease  occurred,  the  total  cases 
notified  being  712  against  825,  giving  a  case-rate  of  0-39,  which  constitutes  a  new  low  record.

Public  Health  Act,  1925. — As  far  as  the  district  reports  show,  it  was  not  necessary  in  1935 
to  put  into  operation  section  62  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  any  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  to  hospital. 

County  Tuberculosis  Scheme. — The  administration  of  the  County  Council’s  scheme  for 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  full  details  of  every  section  of  the  work  are  given  in  Dr.  Cox’s  Annual  Report. 
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The  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulations,  1916.— County  Council  Scheme.  The 
County  Council  scheme  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases,  which  was  put  into 
operation  in  1916,  has  been  fully  maintained  during  the  year  under  report.

The  number  of  new  cases  treated  in  1935  was  2,553  or  one  more  than  in  the  previous 
year,  and  there  was  again  a  considerable  increase  in  the  total  number  of  attendances. 

Railway  vouchers  and  bus  fares. — During  the  year  under  report,  5,740  railway  vouchers  were 
provided  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department  and  a  large  number  of  bus  fares  refunded 
to  279  necessitous  persons  to  enable  them  to  attend  treatment  centres.  The  expenditure  on  these 
items  during  1935  was  £336  16s.

Public  Health  and  Social  Hygiene  Education. — During  the  year  under  report  the  educational 

and  propaganda  work  has  been  continued  on  lines  somewhat  similar  to  previous  years.  The  County 
Authority  has  co-operated  with  numerous  organisations  and  has  carried  out  propaganda  on 
various  aspects  of  social  hygiene. 

In  addition  to  propaganda  in  several  of  the  non-county  boroughs,  special  attention  has  again 
been  devoted  to  the  smaller  districts  and  outlying  rural  parishes  and  in  most  instances  much 
interest  was  evinced.  It  is  believed  these  lectures  or  talks  are  serving  a  useful  health  purpose. 

The  organisations  addressed  included  mothers’  unions,  juvenile  unemployment  centres, 
child  welfare  centres,  co-operative  guilds,  women’s  guilds,  N.U.R.,  groups  of  unemployed  men 
and  women,  nursing  associations,  social  service  centres  and  women’s  institutes,  etc. 

The  lectures  on  venereal  diseases  stressed  the  preventive  aspect  of  the  question,  and  there 
appeared  to  be  evidence  of  an  increasing  health-conscience  and  a  changing  attitude  towards  publicity 
and  discussion  on  this  subject.  After  many  of  the  talks,  individuals  and  small  groups  stayed 
behind  at  the  end  to  consult  the  lecturer  privately. 

Requests  for  lectures  are  frequently  received  from  organisations  such  as  social  centres 
for  the  unemployed,  clubs  for  youths  and  girls,  etc.  These  lectures  have  provided  opportunities 
for  explaining  the  essential  facts  of  life  and  for  giving  plain  advice  to  young  people. 

The  film  showings  were  again  very  popular  and  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  this  agent  in 
health  propaganda  is  most  valuable. 

The  County  staff  again  co-operated  with  some  of  the  non-county  boroughs  at  health 
exhibitions,  etc.,  arranged  in  connection  with  their  local  health  week  programmes. 

The  County  Public  Health  Department  keeps  up-to-date  a  list  of  public  health  and  general 
hygiene  films,  and  a  library  of  lantern  slides  is  available,  together  with  the  latest  literature,  posters, 
etc.  These  are  at  the  disposal  of  local  authorities  and  others. 
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The  material  available  includes  : — 

(a)  Lantern  Slides — Sets  of  slides  dealing  with  the  production  of  a  clean  milk  supply, 

orthopaedic  treatment  and  hospitals  in  the  County  area,  smallpox,  venereal  diseases 
and  social  hygiene  ;  small  selected  sets  on  child  welfare  centres,  school  clinics, 
air  and  ventilation,  flies,  etc. 

(b)  Cinematograph  Films — A  detailed  list  of  films  available  and  suitable  for  lectures 

dealing  with  maternity  and  child  welfare,  dental  hygiene,  the  value  of  a  clean 
milk  supply,  hospital  treatment  of  children,  flies,  general  hygiene,  safety  first, 
venereal  diseases  and  social  hygiene,  etc. 

(c)  Posters — Suitable  for  exhibition  illustrating  the  care  of  the  teeth  and  general  cleanli¬ 

ness,  etc.,  and  the  dangers  of  venereal  diseases. 

( d )  Literature — Supplies  of  literature  are  available  on  clean  milk  production  and  the 

value  of  milk  as  a  food,  dental  hygiene,  venereal  diseases  and  social  hygiene. 

(e)  Lecturers — The  Department,  in  case  of  any  local  difficulty,  will  endeavour  to  provide 

a  suitable  lecturer. 

In  connection  with  the  educational  work  by  means  of  film  showings,  exhibits,  etc., 
opportunity  is  taken  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  assistance 
rendered  by  loans  of  films,  supplies  of  literature,  etc.,  by  many  bodies,  such  as  the  British 
Social  Hygiene  Council,  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  the  Dental  Board  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council,  the  Baby  Week  Council,  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  the  National  “  Safety  First  ”  Association,  the  National  Milk  Publicity  Council,  and 
others.

In  addition  to  the  above,  lectures  on  general  health  subjects  were  given  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  to  the  Camforth  Co-operative  Association,  Lancaster  Trades  and  Labour  Council, 
Cockerham,  Ellel,  and  Hest  Bank  Women’s  Institutes  and  to  the  adult  unemployed  at  Galgate, 
Lancaster  (R). 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  section  67,  local  authorities  initiated  lectures  on  health 
subjects  in  about  24  districts.  In  many  districts  literature  on  health  subjects  was  distributed. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902-1926. 


The  County  Council  is  the  “  Local  Supervising  Authority  ”  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Midwives  Acts  in  the  Administrative  County  area,  except  in  four  districts  to  the  Councils 
of  which  the  powers  and  duties  under  these  Acts  have  been  delegated  under  section  62  ot  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

The  four  districts  referred  to  are  the  Boroughs  of  Darwen,  Eccles,  Leigh  and  Stretford.  The 
statistics,  etc.,  given  in  this  section  exclude  these  districts. 

Roll  of  Midwives. — The  number  of  state  certified  midwives  on  the  County  Register  on  the 
31st  December,  1935,  was  747  ;  at  the  end  of  the  year  1934  the  number  was  745. 

During  the  year  under  report,  68  midwives,  who  had  not  previously  been  on  the  County 
Register  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area  in  which  the  County  Council 
is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  and  15  who  had  previously  ceased  re-commenced  to  act. 
Eighty-one  midwives  had  their  names  removed  from  the  County  Register  for  the  following 
reasons  :  29  left  the  area,  47  ceased  to  practise,  and  5  died. 

Trained  midwives  now  number  712,  or  95  per  cent,  of  the  total  on  the  County  register  ; 
the  bona-fides  or  untrained  number  35  or  5  per  cent.  Twenty-nine  years  ago  the  untrained 
midwives  represented  83  per  cent,  of  the  whole.

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No  recovery  of  fees  in  Eye  Cases. — As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  617a, 
the  County  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Midwives  Act  Committee,  passed  a  resolution 
authorising  the  Public  Health  Department  to  refrain  from  exercising  the  power  of  recovery  of  the 
fees  paid  by  the  County  Council  to  medical  practitioners  called  in  by  midwives  in  cases 
of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the  eyes  of  infants.  The  amount  involved  in  1935  in 
respect  of  112  cases  was  £168  7s.  Od.

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia)  Regulations,  1926. — These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  October,  1926. 


Puerperal  pyrexia  is  defined  as  “  any  febrile  condition  (other  than  a  condition  which  is  required 
to  be  notified  as  puerperal  fever  under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Acts),  occurring  in 
a  woman  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage  in  which  a  temperature  of  100’4°F  or  more 
has  been  sustained  during  a  period  of  24  hours,  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.” 


Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  a  medical  practitioner  is  required  to  notify 
to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  a  form  of  certificate  contained  in  Part  I  of  the  Schedule 
to  the  Regulations,  any  case  of  puerperal  fever  occurring  in  any  person  upon  whom  he  is  in 
attendance,  and  under  the  Regulations  above  mentioned  he  is  required  to  notify  on  the  form  in  the 
second  Schedule  to  these  Regulations  any  case  when  he  first  becomes  aware  that  any  woman 
upon  whom  he  is  in  attendance  is  suffering  from  puerperal  pyrexia.  The  district  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  required  to  forward  a  copy  of  every  notification  (both  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal 
pyrexia)  received  by  him  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  within  24  hours.

Special  Assistance  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations. — The  County  Council,  as  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  for  a  large  area  of  the  Administrative  County — 74  districts — has  provided  facilities 
which  a  medical  practitioner  may  utilise,  viz.,  a  second  opinion,  bacteriological  examinations, 
hospital  treatment  and  trained  nurses.  In  36  districts  in  the  Administrative  County  the  Town 
or  District  Council  is  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority.

Bacteriological  Examinations. — For  bacteriological  examinations  of  lochia  and  blood,  facilities 
are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  of  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Universities. 

Hospital  Treatment. — Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  with  certain 
hospitals  in  the  County  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia. 

Provision  of  Trained  Nurses.— Arrangements  have  been  made  with  District  Nursing 
Associations  and  Nursing  Homes  for  the  provision  of  trained  nurses. 

The  statement  below  shows  the  special  assistance  rendered  during  1935  by  the  County  Council, 
and  by  the  local  authorities  which  are  Child  Welfare  Authorities : —

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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — The  Public  Health  (Ophthalmia  Neonatorum)  Regulations, 

1926. _ By  notifications  under  these  Regulations,  and  by  medical  help  records  received  from 

state  certified  midwives,  233  cases  of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the  eyes  came  under  notice  ; 
of  these,  108  were  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  In  the  previous  year  these  figures  were 
284  and'  116  respectively.  Of  the  108  ophthalmia  neonatorum  cases  in  1935,  44  were  doctors’ 
cases,  that  is,  no  certified  midwife  was  in  attendance,  or  if  present,  only  in  the  capacity  of  nurse. 


Special  Assistance  under  the  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  Regulations. — Below  is  a 
statement  showing  the  special  assistance  rendered  by  the  County  Council  and  by  the  local 
Child  Welfare  Authorities  : —

In  the  area  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  for  child  welfare  purposes,  it  is  a  standing 
instruction  to  the  County  nursing  staff,  who  visit  the  homes  in  all  notified  cases  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  etc.,  that  in  virulent  cases  where  no  other  expert  nursing  is  available,  the  nurse  may 
put  aside  all  other  work  until  the  eyesight  of  the  child  is  beyond  danger  or  past  cure. 


Scheme  for  immediate  notification  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — In  1933  a  scheme 
was  put  into  operation  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
immediate  information  of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  occurring  in  the  practice  of 
mid  wives.  Mid  wives  have  been  requested  in  all  cases  in  which  they  have  had  occasion  to  call 
in  medical  assistance  on  account  of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from  the  eyes,  however  slight, 
to  immediately  notify  the  cases  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  by  telegram  or  telephone.  The 
department  then  takes  immediate  steps  to  see  that  the  children  receive  proper  treatment. 
The  midwives  are  refunded  the  amount  expended  on  the  telegram  or  telephone.  As  regards 
the  districts  which  are  not  in  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  area  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  notify  promptly  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  It  is  hoped  by  prompt  administrative 
action  to  prevent  blindness  resulting  from  ophthalmia.

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Supervision  of  Mid-wives. — During  1935  the  routine  work  of  inspection  was  carried  out 
by  the  County  Inspector  of  Midwives.  The  year  has  been  marked  by  an  absence  of  serious  charges 
of  negligence  against  midwives.  The  amount  of  ante-natal  work  carried  out  by  midwives  is  growing 
year  by  year.  Visits  of  enquiry  are  made  regarding  cases  of  puerperal  fever,  puerperal  pyrexia, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  infectious  diseases,  and  for  other  special  purposes. 


Lectures  to  Midwives. — Lectures  to  midwives  have  been  given  by  members  of  the  County 
staff,  and,  in  addition,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  certain  County 
Boroughs  the  midwives  residing  in  adjacent  districts  have  been  invited  to  attend  lectures  in  those 
towns. 


Post-Graduate  Lectures. — The  County  Council  pays  the  hospital  fees  in  respect  of  post¬ 
graduate  courses  attended  by  midwives. 


Grants,  etc. — District  Nursing  Associations. — The  grants  in  1935,  under  Section  101  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  to  District  Nursing  Associations  providing  maternity  and  child 
welfare  services  in  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  County  amounted  to  £445,  and  in  addition  £36  was 
contributed  out  of  County  funds  to  certain  other  Nursing  Associations.  Towards  general 
nursing  expenditure  the  County  Council  also  contributed  in  1935  to  the  Lancashire  County  Nursing 
Association  £100,  and  to  147  District  Nursing  Associations  £964.  In  addition  a  sum  of  £170  was 
paid  to  District  Nursing  Associations  in  special  need  of  financial  assistance,  to  newly  formed 
District  Nursing  Associations,  or  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  new  Associations. 


Training  as  Mid  wives. — During  the  year  under  report,  two  applications  were  received  from 
women  desirous  of  training  as  midwives  ;  in  one  instance  the  County  Council  rendered  financial 
assistance  to  enable  the  applicant  to  meet  the  fees  of  the  training  institution. 


Subsidies  to  Midwives.— In  four  districts  the  County  Council  provides  means  of  conveyance 
and  give  a  small  special  fee  to  midwives  for  attending  cases  in  outlying  areas. 


Compensation  to  Midwives. — A  sum  of  £33  6s.  6d.  was  paid  by  the  County  Council  to  mid¬ 
wives  as  compensation  for  loss  of  practice  whilst  under  suspension  on  account  of  contact  with 
infectious  diseases. 


A  further  sum  of  £73  7s.  6d.  was  paid  to  mid  wives  as  compensation  for  loss  of  cases  where 
a  patient  entered  a  maternity  or  other  hospital  for  her  confinement  on  either  the  recommendation 
of  a  medical  practitioner  or  as  a  result  of  advice  received  at  an  ante-natal  clinic. 


Uncertified  Women  acting  as  Mid  wives. —Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  1935 
from  several  districts  that  women  not  certified  under  the  Midwives  Acts  were  attending  women  in 
childbirth  otherwise  than  under  the  direction  of  a  medical  practitioner.  Enquiries  were  made  in 
each  instance,  and  appropriate  action  taken. 


Puerperal  Mortality.— The  deaths  in  the  Administrative  County  in  1935  assigned  to  puerperal 
sepsis  numbered  45,  and  76  to  other  puerperal  causes,  a  total  of  121.  These  figures  differ  from 
those  given  in  the  Registrar-General’s  statistical  review  for  1935  in  consequence  of  one  death 
from  puerperal  sepsis  having  been  inadvertently  allocated  to  Clitheroe  (B)  and  Lancashire  in  erroi. 
In  1934  the  figures  were  56  and  75,  a  total  of  131. 


Prior  to  the  year  1929  the  mortality  rates  were  based  on  the  number  of  live  births  only,  but  as 
reliable  statistics  of  stillbirths  are  now  available,  and  as  the  total  births,  i.e.,  live  and  stillbirths, 
provide  a  closer  approximation  to  the  number  of  women  exposed  to  the  risk  of  dying  from  puerperal 
conditions  than  live  births  alone,  the  maternal  mortality  rates  are  now  and  will  be  in  future 
calculated  on  both  bases,  and  will  continue  to  be  published  on  the  two  bases  for  a  sufficient  period 
to  enable  statistical  continuity  to  be  assured. 


The  table  on  page  196  gives  particulars  of  the  mortality  of  women  in  or  associated  with  child¬ 
birth  per  thousand  children  born  alive,  and  per  thousand  total  births  (live  and  still  bom)  during 
1935  and  the  preceding  ten  years.  The  County  rates  are  contrasted  with  the  rates  lor  England 

and  Wales.

In  the  Administrative  County  in  the  year  1935  the  Registrar- General  attributes  to  “  puerperal 
sepsis  ”  45  deaths,  and  to  “  other  puerperal  causes  ”76  deaths,  a  total  of  121,  which,  calculated  per 
1,000  live  births,  give  a  rate  of  4-99,  or,  calculated  upon  the  total  live  and  still  births,  a  rate  of 
4 '74  per  1,000.  These  rates  are  below  the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  each  County  district  for  the  year  1935  is  given  in  Table  2, 
pages  17  to  24,  and  the  average  mortality  rate  for  each  district  covering  a  period  of  5  years 
1930-1934  is  shown  on  pages  235  to  256.  The  five-year  average  rate,  1931-1935,  exceeds  6  per 
1,000  total  births  in  30  Comity  districts,  but  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  rates  of  this  character 
for  comparatively  small  areas  and  covering  a  limited  period  are  liable  to  marked  fluctuations. 

The  combined  rate  for  all  the  County  urban  districts  in  1935  was  4 -98  per  1,000  total  births 
and  for  the  combined  rural  districts  3T0  ;  covering  a  period  of  five  years,  1931-1935,  the  rates 
were  : — urban  districts  4 '80,  rural  districts  4'82.

Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths.— Every  maternal  death  in  the  County  area  is 
investigated  by  a  competent  and  experienced  medical  officer.  In  82  County  districts  these 
investigations  are  undertaken  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  in  the 
remaining  28  districts  the  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
who  are  whole-time  officials.  A  confidential  report  prepared  on  the  facts  and  circumstances  of 
each  fatality  is  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Detailed  investigations  into  78  maternal  deaths  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers. 
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The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  Special  Report  on  Maternal  Mortality  prepared  during  1935 : 

Maternal  Mortality. 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  year  1933 
(page  262)  a  list  is  given  of  36  administrative  areas  where  the  maternal  mortality  during  10  years 
(1924-1933  inclusive)  has  been  on  the  average  more  than  5  per  1,000  births. 

The  list  includes  four  counties  of  England  (of  which  Lancashire  is  one),  10  counties  of  Wales, 
20  county  boroughs  of  England  (of  which  eight  are  in  Lancashire)  and  two  county  boroughs  of 
Wales. 


The  figures  given  range  from  5  06  to  7-06  maternal  deaths  per  1,000  births. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  list  is  that  all  the  four  counties  of  England  are  in  the  north,  and 
of  the  20  county  boroughs  17  are  in  the  north. 


Of  the  79  county  boroughs  of  England  38  are  in  the  north,  so  that  rather  more  than  half 
the  northern  county  boroughs  are  affected,  whereas  the  southern  and  midland  county  boroughs 
have  only  7  per  cent,  showing  a  maternal  mortality  of  more  than  5  per  1,000  births. 


It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  there  is  a  strong  association  between  maternal  mortality  and 
geographical  position,  but  it  is  at  present  impossible  to  state  the  exact  nature  of  this  association. 

The  subject  of  high  maternal  mortality  in  Lancashire  was  investigated  by  Dr.  I.  Cameron, 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  staff,  as  recently  as  1932.  (See  Reports  on  Public  Health  and  Medical 
Subjects  No.  68.  High  Maternal  Mortalities  in  certain  areas). 

At  that  time  a  report  of  an  investigation  by  one  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  on 
the  subject  was  presented  to  the  Committee  with  an  analysis  of  maternal  deaths. 


The  investigation  has  been  brought  up  to  date  by  a  further  analysis  of  deaths  which  have  been 
investigated  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  County  Council. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  has  given  an  average  for  10  years  (1924-1933)  and 
states  that  this  average  for  the  County  of  Lancaster  is  5  33  per  1,000  births. 

In  the  first  place  it  may  be  objected  that  in  a  County  of  the  size  of  Lancashire,  with  more 
than  20,000  births  a  year,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  take  a  10  years’  average  in  order  to  smooth 
out  the  inequalities  of  chance  yearly  variations  ;  secondly,  some  confusion  appears  to  have  arisen 
because  of  the  mixing  of  the  statistics,  the  first  seven  years  having  been  based  on  maternal  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births,  and  the  last  three  years  on  maternal  deaths  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

Taking  the  latter  method  as  the  more  correct,  the  puerperal  mortality  rates  for  the  last  five 
years  as  given  by  the  Registrar- General  are  : —

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  on  the  results  of  the  years  1929-1933,  there  is  no  reason  for 
including  the  County  of  Lancaster  in  the  black  list  of  those  authorities  showing  a  puerperal 
mortality  rate  of  5  or  more  per  1,000  births.

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In  whatever  way  the  statistics  are  regarded,  there  has  been  a  slight  though  definite  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  years  1929-1933  as  compared  with  the  years  1924-1928,  but  even  so  the  figure  of 
4 ’94  is  in  excess  of  that  for  the  whole  of  the  country.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  County  is  in  a  favourable  position  as  regards  sepsis,  and  that  the 
other  causes  account  for  the  excess,  the  amount  of  the  total  excess  being  0'81  per  1,000  live 
and  still  births,  or  8  per  10,000. 

Administratively  the  problem  of  any  reduction  in  the  county  mortality  rate  is  complicated 
by  the  fact  that  the  area  covered  by  the  Midwives  Act  Committee  is  not  coterminous  with  that 
covered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  births  in  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  amounting  to  about  24,000  per  year,  whereas 
those  in  the  area  covered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  only  reach  the 
number  of  about  11,000  per  year. 

Any  measures,  therefore,  taken  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  would 
only  affect  less  than  half  of  the  total  parturient  women  of  the  County. 

In  point  of  fact  the  total  puerperal  mortality  rate  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Area 
for  the  years  1929-1933  is  4‘96  per  1,000  live  and  still  births,  the  sepsis  rate  being  l-76  per  1,000, 
and  the  rate  for  other  causes  3 '2  per  1,000,  showing  an  almost  negligible  difference  in  the  total 
rate  from  that  of  the  whole  County,  but  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  sepsis  rate  and  a  slight  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  “  others  ”  rate. 

In  other  words,  44  2  per  cent,  of  the  live  and  still  births  registered  in  the  County  are  ascribed 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area,  and  44  3  per  cent,  of  the  maternal  deaths  are  similarly 
allotted  by  the  Registrar-General,  irrespective  of  the  actual  place  of  confinement  or  death.  This 
allotment  by  the  Registrar-General  is  not  unimportant  in  this  connection,  for  it  is  conceivable 
that,  even  with  perfect  arrangements  in  operation  in  the  area  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Sub-Committee,  these  deaths  would  still  occur  in  other  areas  and  would  have  to  be  ascribed  to 
the  County  area. 

In  a  recent  investigation  of  130  deaths,  no  less  than  19,  or  nearly  15  per  cent.,  were  those 
of  women  who  had  booked  beds  in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  outside  the  area  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 


It  is  not  intended  to  infer  that  these  deaths  would  not  have  taken  place  otherwise,  but  merely 
to  illustrate  the  administrative  difficulties  which  may  be  met  in  a  county  area. 


A  recent  circular,  No.  1433,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  suggests  that  the  following  points  should 
be  considered  : — 

(1)  Improvement  of  the  ante-natal  service. 

(2)  An  assurance  that  the  services  of  a  trained  midwife  are  available  for  all  confinements. 

(3)  The  provision  of  maternity  beds  for  complicated  cases  and  for  patients  with 
unsuitable  home  conditions,  such  beds  to  be  associated  where  practicable  with  general 
hospitals,  preferably  in  small  units  readily  supervised,  and  for  which  prompt  specialist 
services  for  serious  cases  may  be  made  available. 

(4)  The  provision  of  facilities  tor  the  adequate  isolation  and  separate  nursing  of  cases 
of  puerperal  sepsis. 

(5)  The  services  of  a  consultant  for  doctors  needing  assistance  in  difficult  or  complicated 
cases. 


(6)  The  Minister  also  reminds  local  authorities  of  the  power  which  they  possess  of 
assisting  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  by  the  supply  of  milk. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  desires  to  offer  the  following  comments  and  recommendations 
for  the  consideration  of  the  two  Committees  of  the  County  Council : — 


(1)  Improvement  of  the  Ante-natal  Service. 

This  subject  has  been  widely  discussed  and  there  seems  to  be  little  agreement  at  present  on 
the  type  of  ante-natal  care  to  be  preferred.  Of  the  value  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care  there 
can  be  no  doubt,  and  the  chief  topic  of  discussion  has  been  as  to  what  persons  should  be  in  charge 
of  the  pregnant  woman  before  and  after  her  delivery.  There  are  five  types  of  ante-natal  care 
for  consideration  : — 
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(a)  That  given  by  the  midwife. 

(ft)  That  given  by  the  general  medical  practitioner. 

(c)  That  given  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

(d)  That  given  by  the  specialist  at  an  ad  hoc  clinic. 

(e)  That  given  by  hospitals  or  institutions  to  women  who  may  be  out-patients  or 

in-patients. 

All  these  types  of  ante-natal  care  are  now  in  operation  in  the  County,  and  a  combination 
of  all  five  methods  seems  to  be  the  most  suitable  for  a  scattered  County  area. 

(a)  and  ( b )  may  be  considered  together.  The  teaching  of  ante-natal  care  has  become  a 
prominent  feature  in  the  training  schools,  and,  provided  that  the  lessons  are  not  forgotten,  will 
do  something  in  the  future  to  lessen  maternal  mortality  and  morbidity. 

The  above  proviso  can  be  met  by  refresher  courses  and  the  fees  for  such  courses  can  be  paid 
by  the  County  in  the  case  of  practising  midwives.  In  both  these  cases  (a)  and  (ft)  the  care  is  given 
either  in  the  home  of  the  patient  or  at  the  surgery  of  the  practitioner,  and  being  thus  conducted 
in  privacy  it  offers  considerable  attraction  to  the  majority  of  pregnant  women. 

The  knowledge  however,  of  the  midwife,  is  limited,  and  she  cannot  be  expected  to  advise 
on  medical  matters  which  are  outside  her  sphere. 

In  such  cases  or  on  the  discovery  by  her  of  any  abnormality  she  is  empowered  to  call  in  the 
services  of  a  practitioner,  and  his  fees  for  subsequent  attendance  are  paid  by  the  Midwives  Act 
Committee,  subject  to  power  of  recovery  from  the  patient. 

If  the  patient  should  be  sent  to  hospital,  so  that  the  midwife  loses  the  confinement,  com¬ 
pensation  is  paid  to  the  midwife. 

Those  women  who  engage  a  doctor  for  the  confinement  make  their  own  arrangements  for 
ante-natal  care. 

It  must  be  recognised  that  any  competent  doctor,  who  has  received  the  necessary  training, 
is  capable  of  giving  adequate  supervision  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases.  Exceptional  cases  would 
be  referred  to  central  clinics  or  hospitals,  preferably  the  latter,  where  more  complete  examinations 
could  be  made,  and  a  better  control  exercised  over  the  activities  of  the  patient. 

(c)  Unless  a  special  Session  is  held  there  is  seldom  the  Necessary  Time  in  which  to  give  a 
Thorough  Examination  owing  to  the  Numbers  of  Children  to  be  Examined. — In  some  places,  e.g., 
Rochdale,  where  the  ante-natal  clinic  is  conducted  by  an  assistant  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  County  Borough,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  attendance  of  County  patients, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  and  extend  such  arrangements  where  facilities  are  suitable. 

There  are  only  two  special  sessions  held  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers,  viz.,  at 
Formby,  and  at  Kearsley,  but,  in  view  of  the  time  taken  up  and  the  increase  of  staff  required, 
it  is  not  proposed  at  present  to  extend  this  service. 

(d)  Clinics  staffed  by  Obstetric  Specialists.— Owing  to  the  small  numbers  of  specialists 
available,  it  is  evident  that  such  clinics  could  only  be  established  in  places  within  comparatively 
easy  reach  of  Manchester  and  Liverpool. 

There  is  one  specialist  ante-natal  clinic  established  by  the  County  at  Litherland,  and 
arrangements  are  made  whereby  County  cases  attend  the  Specialist  Clinics  established  by  the 
local  ^authorities  at  Eccles,  Chorley  and  Widnes. 

(e)  Hospital  Supervision  of  Pregnant  Women  as  Out-Patients  or  In-Patients. — Ante-natal 
supervision  is  exercised  in  the  cases  of  those  patients  who  have  booked  beds  at  the  hospitals  or 
municipal  maternity  homes  or  in  cases  referred  specially  by  my  department  for  observation  and 
care  during  the  pre-natal  period. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  with  about  30  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  for  the 
reception  of  pregnant  women,  and  it  is  expected  that,  through  extensions  to  voluntary  hospitals 
and  re-organisation  of  some  of  the  institutions  transferred  to  the  County  under  the  Local 
Government  Act  of  1929,  such  arrangements  will  be  increased. 

This  hospital  supervision  should  preferably  be  limited,  at  any  rate  in  County  cases,  to  those 
in  which  some  element  of  danger  or  difficulty  is  anticipated  by  midwife,  general  practitioner, 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  or  obstetric  specialist. 

As  regards  ante-natal  care  in  general,  the  machinery  is  present,  but  it  requires  the  co-operation 
of  patients  and  staff  to  make  it  work. 
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The  problem  may  be  viewed  in  this  way. 

Without  any  particular  care  of  any  kind  and  even  in  the  worst  districts  the  cases  which  come 
to  a  successful  issue  are  over  990  per  1,000. 

Ante-natal  care  should  be  envisaged  for  the  whole  1,000,  but  only  some  500  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunity,  the  remaining  500  doubtless  relying  on  the  strong  probabilities  of  a  successful 
event. 

Before  undertaking  any  lavish  expenditure,  therefore,  it  would  be  well  to  impress  upon 
pregnant  women  that  they  should  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  that  are  now  available. 

This  is,  of  necessity,  a  slow  procedure.  Health  visitors,  midwives  and  nurses,  and  the  special 
lecturer  of  the  County  Council  are  daily  engaged  in  propaganda,  but  as  in  all  other  health  matters 
the  public  moves  slowly,  and  the  gradual  extension  of  services,  as  at  present  carried  out,  seems 
to  offer  the  most  reasonable  solution  of  the  problem  of  ante-natal  care. 

(2)  An  Assurance  that  the  Services  of  a  Trained  Midwife  are  available  for  all 

Confinements. 

There  are  over  700  mid  wives  in  the  Administrative  County,  and  even  if  all  the  births  were 
attended  by  them  there  would  only  be  an  average  of  33  cases  each. 

As  regards  numbers,  therefore,  the  supply  of  midwives  is  more  than  sufficient. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  the  Nursing  Associations,  and  the  ability  of  these  Nursing 
Associations  to  provide  a  nurse  midwife  where  one  is  required  make  it  extremely  unlikely  that 
there  will  ever  be  a  shortage  of  midwives  in  the  County. 

In  cases  of  destitution  an  order  from  the  Relieving  Officer  for  admission  to  an  institution  is 
readily  procurable. 

(3)  The  Provision  of  Maternity  Beds,  etc. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  25  hospitals  or  maternity  homes  for  the  admission  of 
maternity  cases,  and  it  is  proposed  to  extend  these  arrangements  so  that  every  area  of  the  County 
will  have  a  hospital  or  maternity  home  within  comparatively  easy  reach  of  the  patient’s  home. 

In  addition  to  the  above  hospitals,  the  public  institutions  provide  211  maternity  beds. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  finding  accommodation  for  those  cases  requiring  care 
and  observation. 

(4)  The  Provision  for  the  Adequate  Isolation  and  Separate  Nursing  of  Cases  of 

Puerperal  Sepsis. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  have  made  provision  in  the  74  districts 
comprised  in  their  area  for  the  facilities  which  a  medical  practitioner  may  call  for,  viz.,  a  second 
opinion,  bacteriological  examinations,  hospital  provision  and  trained  nurses. 

Where  the  request  has  been  made,  all  cases  have  been  removed  to  an  isolation  hospital. 

(5)  Services  of  a  Consultant  for  Doctors  needing  Assistance. 

These  services  are  seldom  in  request,  and  no  definite  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
consultants.  Obstetric  consultants,  apart  from  surgical  or  gynaecological  consultants,  are  only 
to  be  found  in  the  teaching  centres  of  Manchester  and  Liverpool,  and  the  County  practitioners 
in  the  areas  adjacent  to  these  towns  have  a  free  choice  of  the  consultant  whom  they  desire  to 
call  in. 

In  cases  of  necessity  the  fee  is  paid  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 


In  other  areas  fees  have  been  paid  to  surgical  specialists  called  in  for  purposes  of  surgical 
operation  such  as  Ciesarean  section. 

If,  in  the  future,  any  obstetric  specialist  is  appointed  on  the  staff  of  a  hospital  in  towns  other 
than  Manchester  or  Liverpool,  it  is  suggested  that  arrangements  be  made  with  the  hospital  or 
municipality,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  use  of  his  services  in  the  County  area  within  convenient 
reach  of  such  town,  on  terms  to  be  approved  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 


(6)  Supply  of  Milk  to  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

This  power  has  been  exercised  for  many  years,  milk  being  supplied  on  an  economic  scale  to 
expectant  mothers  in  the  last  three  months  of  pregnancy  and  during  the  nursing  period.

The  Committee  are  empowered  under  Circular  1072  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  make 
extensions  of  existing  services,  and  may  think  it  desirable  to  extend  the  period  of  provision  of 
free  milk  to  necessitous  pregnant  women. 

Recommendations. 

(1)  That  ante-natal  clinics  be  established  in  the  few  populous  areas  which  are  not  sufficiently 
covered  by  existing  arrangements,  and  that  as  soon  as  practicable,  arrangements  be  made  to 
extend  ante-natal  services  to  the  sparsely  populated  and  rural  areas. 

(2)  That  arrangements  be  made  with  those  Boroughs  which  contemplate  the  appointment 
of  obstetric  specialists  (either  in  association  with  voluntary  hospitals  or  with  their  own  maternity 
hospitals)  on  terms  to  be  approved  by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  that  for  purposes  of 
negotiation  the  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Midwives  Act  Committee  and  a  woman  member  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
together  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  be  appointed  to  meet  the  representatives  of  such  other 
local  authorities  as  contemplate  the  establishment  of  such  schemes. 

(3)  That  the  period  of  provision  of  milk  for  necessitous  pregnant  women  be  increased  from 
the  last  three  months  of  pregnancy  to  the  last  six  months  of  pregnancy.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  IN  THE  COUNTY. 

County  Council  Child  Welfare  Scheme. — The  County  Council’s  Child  Welfare  area  at  the  end 
of  1935,  comprised  74  districts.  From  these  districts  copy  notifications  of  births  received  in 
1935  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  provisions  of  the  1915  Act  numbered 
10.839.  The  actual  number  of  live  births  registered  in  these  districts  was  11,456. 

In  the  remaining  36  County  districts,  the  local  sanitary  authorities  are  responsible  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work.

Co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  with  that  of  other 
Health  Services. — The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  School  Medical  Officer  and  Chief 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  There  are  two  Senior  Assistants  under  him 
whose  departmental  duties  are  those  of : — 

1.  (a)  School  Medical  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

(b)  Blind  Persons  Act. 

2.  (a)  General  Public  Health. 

(b)  Public  Assistance. 

(c)  Midwives  Acts. 

One  woman  Assistant  Medical  Officer  is  fully  employed  in  the  inspection  of  secondary  school 
girls.  The  remaining  Medical  Officers  are  normally  18  in  number,  and  in  their  dual  capacity  of 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  deal  with  all  problems 
of  public  health  and  school  medical  inspection,  except  those  relating  to  tuberculosis. 


Co-ordination  in  this  latter  branch  is,  however,  maintained  both  at  the  Central  Office  and  in 
the  “  field  ”  by  referring  or  notifying  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  any  cases  of  doubtful  or  evident 

disease. 

The  school  nurses  are  also  health  visitors  and  inspectors  of  boarded-out  children  under 
Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  add  to  the  account  of  their  duties  any 
more  than  was  contained  in  the  annual  report  of  1930.

Supply  of  Milk  and  other  Foodstuffs.  There  is  still  very  much  unemployment  in  this  part  of 
the  country,  and,  consequently,  there  is  a  large  quantity  of  milk  or  milk  products  supplied  free, 
at,  or  through,  the  Welfare  Centres  to  necessitous  nursing  mothers,  women  in  the  last  few  months 
of  pregnancy,  and  infants  and  young  children  ;  and  during  the  year  £15,500  was  so  spent.  This 
is  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year’s  expenditure.  The  conditions  under  which  a  free  supply 
is  given  are  those  of  medical  necessity  coupled  with  the  inability  to  purchase  the  necessary  food¬ 
stuffs. 


During  the  year  1935,  992,826  pints  of  fresh  milk  were  supplied  direct  to  the  recipients  by 
milk  purveyors,  and  the  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  amount  of  dried  milks,  cod  liver 
oil,  virol,  etc.,  supplied  at  the  Centres  : —

In  the  above  statement  most  of  the  foods  mentioned  are  sold  at  cost  price.  In  necessitous  cases 
the  food  is  supplied  either  free  of  cost  or  at  half-price ;  the  total  cost  of  the  foods  thus  supplied 
amounted  to  £2,108. 14s.  9d.,  as  compared  with  a  total  cost  in  the  previous  year  of  £1,557  12s.  4d. 

Ante -Natal  Care. — Various  types  of  ante-natal  care  are  in  operation  in  the  Administrative 
County,  and  a  combination  of  methods  seems  to  be  most  suitable  for  a  scattered  County  area. 

The  types  of  ante-natal  care  in  operation  may  be  classified  as  follows 

1. — A  specialist  ante-natal  clinic  has  been  established  by  the  County  Council  at 
Litherland  for  10  years.  A  full  statement  of  the  work  there  was  given  in  the  annual  report 
of  1932.  At  the  present  time  (April,  1936)  a  similar  clinic  is  being  commenced  at  Fleet- 
wood  by  the  County  Council.

6.  — At  all  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Centres  expectant  mothers  may  be  seen 
by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  in  charge  ;  5,717  attendances  were  made  for  this 
purpose  by  1,393  expectant  mothers  during  1935. 

7.  — A  large  amount  of  useful  work  is  done  for  expectant  mothers  by  the  County  health 
visitors.  In  1935  they  made  first  visits  to  2,045  mothers  and  2,029  re-visits. 

This  is  of  especial  value  to  those  mothers  living  in  a  scattered  country  district  where 
it  is  impracticable  for  them  to  attend  an  ante-natal  clinic  ;  for  such  expectant  women  the 
visits  of  the  County  health  visitor,  with  the  increasing  aid  of  motor  transport,  are  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  help  rendered  by  the  local  midwife  and  doctor. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  only  about  one-half  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the  County  area 
avail  themselves  of  the  various  facilities,  and  this  factor  needs  attention. 

The  County  Council  has  recently  empowered  the  granting  of  milk  to  necessitous  expectant 
mothers  during  the  last  six  months  of  pregnancy,  instead  of  during  the  last  three  months  as 
heretofore. 

Dental  services  are  available  at  the  dental  clinics  in  the  County  area  for  expectant  mothers 
and  also  for  nursing  mothers,  and  612  women  availed  themselves  of  these  facilities  during  1935, 
making  885  attendances.

Kearsley  and  Bromley  Cross  Ante-natal  Clinics.— Dr.  Jagger  contributes  the  folio  wing- 
summary  of  the  work  of  the  Kearsley  and  Bromley  Cross  Ante-natal  Clinics  during  1935 

The  Kearsley  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday 
mornings  in  each  month. 


o 
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During  the  year  1935,  71  individual  expectant  mothers  attended  the  clinic  and  made  altogether 
224  attendances.  Of  these  71  women,  29  were  primiparse  amd  42  multiparse.  Sixty-six  of  them 
came  from  the  Kearsley  Central  area  and  five  from  Stoneclough.  Twenty-three  had  their  confine¬ 
ments  in  Townleys  Hospital,  four  in  the  local  nursing  homes,  and  44  in  their  own  homes. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  11  on  the  1934  figure  in  the  number  of  individual  expectant 
mothers  attending  the  clinic  ;  this  represents  an  increase  of  18  per  cent.  The  total  of  71  expectant 
mothers  represents  52  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  in  the  district.  There  has  been  no  maternal 
death,  neither  has  there  been  any  post-obstetric  morbidity  amongst  these  cases. 


During  the  period  of  supervision  at  the  clinic  91  per  cent,  of  the  mothers  showed  some  more 
or  less  deviation  from  normal  health.

At  the  confinement,  four  were  difficult  labour,  including  one  case  of  Caesarean  section,  and 
seven  were  instrumental.  One  child  was  still-born,  and  another  died  of  convulsions  a  few  hours 
after  birth.

Similar  work  as  at  Kearsley  is  carried  out  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Bromley  Cross  Child 
Welfare  Centre  in  an  extended  session.  During  the  year  1935,  30  individual  expectant  mothers 
attended  the  Centre  and  made  altogether  144  attendances.  This  shows  an  increase  of  six  individual 
cases. 


Of  these  30  cases,  21  were  confined  in  the  Townleys  Hospital  and  nine  in  their  own  homes. 
Sixteen  cases  came  from  Bromley  Cross,  four  from  Edgworth,  four  from  Bradshaw,  five  from 
Egerton  and  one  from  Belmont. 

Twenty  cases  were  multiparse  and  ten  primiparse. 

There  were  no  maternal  nor  infantile  deaths.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— All  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  a  virulent  inflammation 
of  the  eyes  of  the  newborn,  are  under  observation  and  care  from  the  onset,  and  of  late  years  there 
has  been  a  welcome  reduction  in  the  number  of  those  cases  which  ultimately  become  blind. 


It  is  a  standing  instruction  to  the  nurses  that,  if  necessary,  all  other  work  must  be  put  on  one 
side  in  order  that  efficient  treatment  may  be  given  to  these  cases,  so  that  the  terrible  consequence 
of  blindness  may  be  avoided. 


In  the  Public  Health  (Ophthalmia  Neonatorum)  Regulations,  1926,  which  came  into  operation 
on  October  1st,  1926,  the  duty  of  notifying  cases  is  placed  on  the  medical  practitioners.  Under 
the  rules  of  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  it  is  still  the  duty  of  the  midwife  to  call  in  a  medical 
practitioner  in  all  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  however  slight,  and  to  send  notice  thereof 
to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  which  is,  in  this  case,  the  Midwives  Act  Committee  of  the 
County  Council.

During  the  past  year  the  total  number  of  women  admitted  under  these  arrangements  was

The  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  School  Age. — There  has  been  no  change  in 
the  method  of  caring  for  these  children  since  the  last  report  was  issued.  Facilities  exist  for  their 
inspection  and  treatment  at  child  welfare  centres,  school  clinics,  orthopaedic  clinics,  ophthalmic 
clinics,  and  dental  clinics,  and  at  hospitals  for  the  operative  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids.  They 
are  usually  seen  by  the  school  nurses  and  health  visitors  in  the  course  of  home  visits,  and  in  the 
mining  and  manufacturing  districts  many  of  them  are  to  be  found  in  school  from  the  age  of  three 
onwards.  There  are  now  about  50  nursery  classes  in  the  Infant  Schools. 


During  1935  the  school  nurses,  as  health  visitors,  made  85,082  visits  to  homes,  etc.,  and 
during  this  year  6151  children  between  two  and  five  years  of  age  made  36,122  attendances  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
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Children  under  the  age  of  three  years,  and,  in  exceptional  circumstances,  from  three  to  five 
years,  can  be  provided  under  the  County  Council  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  scheme  with  fresh 
or  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  or  Virol,  at  cost  price,  less  than  cost  price,  or  free,  when  they  are  certified 
by  the  Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  to  require  extra  nourishment. 


In  districts  where  the  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  no  difference  is  made  in  practice  in  the  facilities  provided  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  school  children  and  for  those  under  school  age,  and  the  following  tables  give  some  idea  as  to 
the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are  used  : —

The  following  comments  are  extracted  from  the  reports  of  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  : — 

Farnworth. — Home  visitation  is  of  vital  importance,  since  only  a  small  proportion  of  mothers 
bring  their  children  to  the  clinic.  Scientific  knowledge  must  therefore  be  carried  to  the  homes. 
Mothers  are  urged  to  acquire  the  “  clinic  habit  ”  so  that  babies  may  be  regularly  weighed  and 
kept  under  observation,  for  it  is  chiefly  in  this  way  that  early  defects  are  discovered.  In  spite 
of  every  encouragement,  however,  there  are  large  numbers  of  mothers  who,  from  one  cause  or 
another,  will  not  come  to  the  centre  ;  hence  the  importance  of  systematic  visits  to  the  homes. 


Heywood  (B). — The  Centre  is  available  for  advice  to  the  expectant  mother.  During  the 
year  increased  interest  has  been  taken  in  this  branch  of  work,  and  some  of  the  midwives  practising 
in  the  district  have  brought  their  patients  for  advice.  This  is  a  very  gratifying  gesture,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  practice  will  continue  and  become  general. 


Horwich. — The  building  of  the  new  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  well  in  hand  and 
should  be  ready  for  use  during  1936.  When  the  necessary  equipment  has  been  provided  we  shall 
have  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  buildings  in  the  country,  and  one  which  will  provide  further 
facilities  for  the  education  and  protection  of  the  mothers  and  children  of  our  town.  The  cost  is 
in  the  nature  of  an  insurance  premium  by  which  the  coming  generation  will  benefit. 


Radcliffe  (B). — The  question  of  establishing  clinics  in  outlying  districts  is  under  consider¬ 
ation,  and  additional  centres  would  relieve  the  congestion  at  Close  Park,  and  be  an  advantage 
to  mothers  living  in  the  more  distant  parts  of  the  town  not  served  by  a  direct  ’bus  service. 

Although  the  work  carried  on  at  the  Centre  is  an  essential  part  of  the  scheme  which  deals 
with  the  welfare  of  pre-school  children  in  the  town,  visiting  in  the  homes  by  the  health  visitors 
is  even  more  important.  The  mother  of  a  healthy  baby,  making  normal  progress,  can  probably 
get  all  the  advice  she  needs  at  the  clinic,  but  there  is  the  problem  of  the  poorly  infant  who  does 
not  thrive  in  spite  of,  apparently,  every  care  and  attention,  and  in  these  cases  the  health  visitor 
can  be  of  real  help  to  the  mother. 

Rawtenstall  (B). — The  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  which  are  now  held  weekly 
continue  to  increase.  This  gives  much  more  constant  supervision,  and  the  increase  in  attendances 
— 695  more  than  last  year — demonstrates  the  mothers’  opinion  of  the  improved  services. 


Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B). — The  success  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  service  is 
very  largely  attributable  to  the  keen  and  efficient  way  in  which  the  health  visitors  carry  out  their 
duties.  They  are,  to  a  very  real  extent,  an  immediate  bulwark  between  the  mothers  and  adverse 
conditions.  On  them  the  mothers  rely  for  information  on  every  aspect  of  early  child-rearing, 
and  no  better  evidence  of  the  confidence  placed  in  the  health  visitor  can  be  found  than  in  the 
fact  that  an  average  of  80  per  cent,  of  the  notified  births  attend  one  or  other  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  during  the  first  year  of  life. 


\\  aterloo-with-Seaforth. — The  attendance  of  mothers  has  increased,  and  they  are  of  the  type 
one  desires,  many  of  them  being  young  mothers.  Appropriate  lectures  are  delivered  upon  ante¬ 
natal,  post-natal,  infant  care  and  complaints. 
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Ante-Natal  Work  by  Local  Authorities— In  32  of  the  36  districts  where  the  local  health 
authorities  are  responsible  for  child  welfare,  ante-natal  work  it  is  stated  in  the  local  reports  is 
carried  out  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  following  districts  state 
that  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  or  ante-natal  advice  is  given  : — Accrington  (11),  Ashton -in-Makerfield, 
Ashton-under-Lyne  (B),  Bacup  (B),  Brierfield,  Chadderton,  Chorley  (B),  Clitheroe  (B),  Colne  (B), 
Darwen  (B),  Denton,  Eccles  (B),  Farnworth,  Golborne,  Heywoocl  (B),  Hindley,  Horwich,  Ince- 
in-Makerfield,  Lancaster  (B),  Leigh  (B),  Middleton  (B),  Mossley  (B),  Nelson  (B),  Newton-in- 
Makerfield,  Radcliffe  (B),  Rawtenstall  (B),  Stretford  (B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  Tyldesley, 
Waterloo-with-Seaforth,  Westhoughton,  and  Widnes  (B). 

Sterilized  maternity  outfits  are  provided  by  the  local  authority  at  Brierfield,  Colne  (B),  Farn¬ 
worth,  Lancaster  (B),  Leigh  (B),  Mossley  (B),  Newton-in-Makerfield,  Stretford  (B),  Swinton  and 
Pendlebury  (B),  Tyldesley,  Waterloo-with-Seaforth,  and  Westhoughton. 

The  following  comments  regarding  ante-natal  work  arc  extracted  from  the  reports  ol  local 
Medical  Officers  of  Health 

Eccles  (B). — The  midwives  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  ante-natal  clinic  along  with  their 
cases,  and  during  the  year  this  facility  was  freely  made  use  of  by  them.  It  is  very  difficult  to 
convince  mothers  of  the  desirability  of  post-natal  examination  for  the  detection  and  correction 
of  departures  from  complete  recovery  which,  if  left  untreated,  may  lead  to  years  of  chronic  ill- 
health  or  semi-invalidism.  In  many  instances  their  attendance  was  only  obtained  after  repeated 
visits  by  the  health  visitors. 

Haslingden  (B). — The  provision  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  is  being  held  up  by  the 
absence  of  accommodation  for  this  work,  but  developments  in  surrounding  areas  make  it  important 
that  these  clinics  should  be  established  as  early  as  possible. 

Middleton  (B). — The  ante-natal  clinic  established  in  June,  1935,  has  already  more  than 
justified  its  existence,  and  as  each  session  is  held  there  is  more  and  more  evidence  that  its  useful¬ 
ness  is  being  appreciated  by  patients,  midwives,  and  the  medical  practitioners  ol  the  town. 

Waterloo-with-Seaforth— The  total  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  clinic  during  1935  amounted  to  232,  and  this  number  is  made  up  as  follows  ante¬ 
natal,  155  new  cases,  612  re-attendances  ;  post-natal,  32  new  cases,  24  re -attendances.  Mid- 
wives'  sent  109  cases  for  advice  or  treatment  and  7  cases  were  referred  by  doctors. 


Westhoughton. — The  provision  of  a  special  ante-natal  clinic  had  for  some  time  received 
attention,  and  a  decision  was  made  that  this  extension  of  the  Maternity  and  C  hild  Wellare  service 
should  be  provided.  Co-operation  of  doctors  and  midwives  has  been  assured,  and  the  provision 
of  expert  assistance  is  likely  to  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  expectant  mothers.

Supply  of  Milk  and  Foodstuffs.— Li  practically  all  the  districts  doing  Child  Welfare 
work,  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  a  supply  of  food  and  milk  lor  expectant  anc 
nursing  mothers,  and  of  milk  for  young  children  is  available  in  necessitous  cases. 


Maternity  Homes.- — Maternity  homes  have  been  established  by  or  with  the  aid  ol  local 
authorities  in  the  following  districts  : — Accrington  (B),  11  beds  ;  Colne  (B),  14  beds  ;  Leig  i  (B), 
18  beds  ;  Nelson  (B),  10  beds  ;  and  Radcliffe  (B),  10  beds.  At  Lancaster  (B)  17  beds  are  available 
at  the  Infirmary  ;  at  Lytham  St.  Anne’s  (B)  15  beds  at  the  hospitals  ;  at  Stretford  (B)  8  beds 
are  reserved  at  the  Memorial  Hospital,  and  at  Widnes  (B),  10  beds,  under  the  control  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association. 


In  59  other  districts,  it  is  stated,  accommodation  for  maternity  cases  is  available,  if  required, 
at  local  hospitals,  infirmaries  and  other  institutions  in  neighbouring  large  towns,  or  in  maternity 
homes  in  adjoining  districts.  Li  other  areas  the  public  assistance  hospital  is  the  only  provision 

available.

Artificial  sunlight  was  again  carried  on  during  the  winter  months  for  all  cases  in  which  it 
was  considered  beneficial. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  which  affected  both  staff  and  patients. 
There  were  also  a  few  cases  of  other  infectious  diseases. 

The  staff  and  patients  are  now  tested  on  arrival  at  the  hospital  for  susceptibility  to  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria.  Immunisation  for  both  diseases  is  subsequently  given  to  all  persons  showing 
a  positive  reaction  to  the  preliminary  tests. 

Local  Orthopaedic  Schemes. — Among  the  Town  and  District  Councils  which  are  local 
authorities  for  child  welfare  purposes  and  have  made  arrangements  for  orthopaedic  treatment 
are  Chorley  (B),  Middleton  (B),  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  (B),  and  Widnes  (B).  Other  districts 
have  facilities  for  treatment  at  institutions  or  clinics  outside  their  area.  On  page  218  is  a  list 
of  autonomous  authorities  who  participate  in  the  County  Council  scheme. 
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BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. — This  Act  empowers  County  Councils  and  County  Borough  Councils, 
whether  in  combination  with  any  other  Council  or  Councils  or  otherwise,  to  make  arrangements 
for  promoting  the  welfare  of  blind  persons  ordinarily  resident  within  their  area,  and  such  Councils 
may,  for  this  purpose,  provide  and  maintain  or  contribute  towards  the  provision  and  maintenance 
of  workshops,  hostels,  homes,  or  other  places  for  the  reception  of  blind  persons. 

The  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  acting  through  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  the  County  Council  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act  are  defrayed  out 
of  the  County  Fund  as  expenses  for  general  purposes. 

The  Education  Committee,  acting  through  the  School  Medical  Sub-Committee,  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  educating  and  training  the  blind,  and  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
is  charged  largely  with  the  duty  of  providing  employment  for  the  employable  blind  and  providing 
financial  assistance  for  the  unemployable  blind,  together  with  a  number  of  varied  activities  which 
may  be  summed  up  under  the  general  heading  of  “  Social  Work.”  It  would,  perhaps,  appear 
that  this  division  of  duties  causes  a  certain  lack  of  co-ordination  in  dealing  with  the  blind,  but  as 
the  officials  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  School  Medical  Sub-Connnittee  are  the 
same,  there  is  unity  of  purpose  and  complete  co-ordination  in  execution. 

In  compliance  with  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  a  scheme  was  prepared  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  September,  1921.  In  July,  1930,  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
agreed  to  take  over  from  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  the  administration  of  domiciliary 
assistance  to  blind  persons.  This  necessitated  the  giving  of  financial  assistance  to  blind  persons 
by  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  outside  the  scope  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
County  Council’s  original  scheme  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920.  Consequently  a  revised 
scheme  was  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


General  Aims  of  the  Scheme. 

1.  The  Prevention  of  Blindness.  As  it  is  only  possible,  in  a  scheme  under  the  Blind  Persons 
Act  1920,  to  make  provision  for  the  welfare  of  persons  already  blind,  it  must  be  understood  that 
the  'provisions  made  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  do  not  actually  form  a  part  of  the  Council  s 
scheme  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920.  It  is  considered  advisable,  however,  to  state  for 
information  that  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of 
blindness  are  as  follow  : — 

(a)  By  using  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  the  prevention  or  treatment  of  ophthalmia 

neonatorum.  ^ 

(b)  By  providing  facilities  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Regulations  for  the  prevention  or 

cure  of  venereal  diseases.  . 

(c)  By  providing  treatment,  either  at  hospital  or  otherwise,  for  persons,  where  there  is  danger 

of  permanent  blindness  if  efficient  treatment  is  not  promptly  undertaken. 

(d)  By  such  other  means  employed  by  the  medical  and  nursing  staffs  of  the  combined 

department  as  may  tend  to  the  prevention  of  blindness  caused  by  other  diseases. 

(e)  By  general  educational  methods  through  the  staff  of  the  department. 


2.  Care  of  the  Blind.  The  main  effort  of  the  County  Council  is  directed  towards 

(a)  The  education  and  training  of  children  and  adults. 

(b)  The  provision  of  employment  for  those  who  are  employable.  .  , 

(c)  The  provision  of  financial  and  other  assistance  to  unemployable  and  other  destitute  blind 

(d)  The  'provision  of  financial  and  other  assistance  to  the  sighted  dependent  wife  and/or 

children,  under  16  years  of  age,  of  blind  persons. 

(e)  The  provision  of  home  teaching  and  the  social  welfare  of  the  blind. 


General  Method. 

The  scheme  is  worked  through  existing  blind  institutions  and  workshops  and  other  voluntary 
agencies  and,  as  far  as  possible,  co-operation  is  arranged  with  other  local  authorities  under  the 

Act. 

3.  Registration.  There  are  two  statutory  definitions  of  blindness.  In  section  69  of  the 
Education  Act,  1921,  a  blind  child  is  defined  as  being  “  too  blind  to  be  able  to  read  the  ordinary 
school  books  used  by  children.” 
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When  a  child,  who  has  been  classified  as  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Education  Act, 
1921,  attains  the  age  of  16  years,  he  has  to  be  re-examined  with  a  view  to  determining  if  he  is 
blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920.  Section  1  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
1920,  defines  a  blind  person  as  one  who  is  “  so  blind  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  any  work  for  which 
eyesight  is  essential.” 

It  will  be  seen  that  these  definitions  include  many  persons  other  than  those  who  are  totally 
blind,  and  that  the  educational  definition,  which  is  largely  preventive  in  its  purpose,  is  much  wider 
than  the  other. 

The  County  Council  maintains  such  a  system  of  registration  of  blind  persons  as  gives  them 
all  the  necessary  information  for  the  full  administration  of  these  Acts.  No  person’s  name  is 
included  on  the  Register  of  Blind  Persons  unless  he  is  certified  by  one  of  the  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Education  Act,  1921,  or  of  the  Blind  Persons 
Act,  1920,  as  interpreted  in  Circulars  681,  780  and  1358  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  If  a  person  is 
considered  to  be  a  border-line  case,  he  is  examined  by  one  of  the  ophthalmic  surgeons  with  whom 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  have  made  special  arrangements,  and  his  name  is  not  included 
on  the  register  unless  he  is  certified  by  the  examining  ophthalmic  surgeon  to  be  blind  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act. 

The  form  of  certificate  which  is  completed  by  the  County  Council  when  alleged  blind  persons 
are  examined  is  the  same  as  the  one  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of 
Education.  A  copy  of  every  report  completed  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Council  is 
forwarded  to  the  supervising  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind,  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  Com¬ 
mittee,  London,  and  the  Northern  Counties  Association  for  the  Blind,  Manchester. 

During  the  year  1935,  930  alleged  blind  persons  were  examined  by  the  County  Council  and 
of  this  number  513  were  certified  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920, 
and  417  (44-84  per  cent)  were  not  certified.

Before  selecting  the  occupation  in  which  a  blind  person  should  be  trained,  the  capability  of 
the  individual  is  considered,  and  also  the  prospect  of  employment  being  found  for  him  in  that 
occupation  in  the  locality  in  which  he  lives.  The  future  employing  agency  is  notified  from  time 
to  time  of  the  progress  each  blind  person  is  making,  and  in  the  last  few  months  of  training  definite 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  blind  person  to  report  at  the  workshop  or  society  for  the  blind, 
nearest  to  his  home,  for  employment,  as  a  workshop  employee  or  home  worker. 


Employment  in  Workshops.  When  a  blind  person  completes  his  training  and  there  is  a 
workshop  for  the  blind  within  reasonable  distance  from  his  home,  arrangements  are  made  for  his 
employment  there.  The  occupations  carried  on  at  the  workshops  for  the  blind  are  as  stated  above. 


The  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  provide  that  weekly  pay  should  be  “  at  the  trade 
union  or  other  standard  rate  customary  in  the  particular  class  of  work  in  which  the  blind  person 
is  employed.” 


The  handicap  of  blindness,  however,  prevents  most  blind  persons  from  earning  a  livelihood 
if  they  are  paid  only  what  they  earn  on  a  strictly  commercial  basis.  Consequently  it  is  necessary 
to  augment  their  earnings,  and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  pays  grant  at  the  rate  of  £40  per 
annum  in  respect  of  each  County  workshop  employee.  This  augmentation  is  paid  over  to  the 
individual  workshop  employees  in  amounts  varying  according  to  their  weekly  earnings. 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  pay  half  the  initial  expenditure  incurred  by  a  Voluntary 
Agency  for  the  Blind  in  providing  tools  and  equipment  for  workshop  employees  in  all  cases  where 
the  expenditure  has,  in  the  first  instance,  been  approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 


In  a  few  instances  it  was  found  that  owing  to  the  general  trade  depression  the  earnings  and 
augmentation  of  a  few  workshop  employees  did  not  amount  to  25/-  a  week,  and  consequently 
they  were  not  as  well  off  as  an  unemployable  blind  person.  These  cases  are  assisted  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  in  as  much  as  the  Council,  after  ignoring  the  first  5/-  of  their  earnings 
and  augmentation,  grant  them  such  financial  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  they 
have  a  weekly  income  of  25/-  (including  the  assessed  weekly  value  of  “  home  circumstances  ”).

Home  Workers.  Where  a  blind  person  returns  home  after  his  training  is  completed,  and  no 
workshop  is  within  reach  he  can  carry  on  his  trade  at  home  under  a  “  Home  Workers  ”  scheme, 
which  is  supervised  by  the  Local  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind.  The  Lancashire  County 
Council  pay  half  the  initial  expenditure  incurred  by  a  Voluntary  Agency  for  the  Blind  in  pro¬ 
viding  tools  and  equipment  for  home  workers  in  all  cases  where  the  expenditure  has,  in  the  first 
instance,  been  approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  A  home  worker  should  support 
himself  out  of  earnings  assisted  by  augmentation  in  the  same  manner  as  a  workshop  employee. 
For  each  home  worker  approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  a  grant  at  the  rate  oi  £40 
per  annum,  on  the  basis  of  average  weekly  earnings,  is  paid  to  the  Supervising  Voluntary  Agency 
for  the  Blind. 

The  home  workers  are  encouraged  to  find  their  own  markets  for  their  goods,  but  where 
they  are  unable  to  do  so  every  assistance  is  given  by  the  workshops  for  the  blind  in  disposing 
of  their  goods. 

In  some  instances,  however,  it  has  been  found  that  some  of  the  home  workers  have  had 
difficulty  in  obtaining  sufficient  orders  to  keep  them  fully  occupied,  with  a  consequent  reduction 
in  their  average  weekly  earnings.  These  cases  are  assisted  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
in  as  much  as  the  Council,  after  ignoring  the  first  5/-  of  their  earnings  and  augmentation,  grant 
them  such  financial  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  they  have  a  weekly  income  ol 
25/-  (including  the  assessed  weekly  value  of  “  home  circumstances  ”).

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*  These  home  workers  are  employed  as  copyists,  and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  pays 
grant  at  the  rate  of  £40  per  annum  in  respect  of  each  copyist  provided  they  work  the  agreed  number 
of  hours  weekly. 

Hostels.  Hostel  accommodation  is  provided  for  those  blind  persons  who  have  no  homes 
and  are  employed  in  approved  workshops  for  the  blind.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  pays 
grant  at  the  rate  of  £10  per  annum  in  respect  of  hostel  cases. 

One  County  case  is  resident  at  the  Woodlands  Home  and  Hostel  for  Blind  Women,  Bolton. 

Homes.  Accommodation  is  provided  in  homes  for  the  blind  for  suitable  adult  blind  persons 
who  are  aged  or  infirm  or  incapable  of  work  and  are  in  need  of.  such  accommodation. 
The  Lancashire  County  Council  pays  grant  at  the  rate  of  £26  per  annum  in  respect  of  home 
cases.

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Home  Teachers. — The  Lancashire  County  Council  pays  grant  at  the  rate  of  £156  per  annum 
in  respect  of  each  home  teacher  employed  wholly  in  visiting  County  cases.  All  home  teachers 
in  respect  of  whom  grant  is  paid  must  be  approved  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  it  is 
a  condition  of  approval  in  the  case  of  all  appointed  since  the  1st  April,  1923,  that  they  should 
obtain  the  Home  Teaching  Certificate  of  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind  within  two  years 
of  appointment.

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The  duties  of  a  home  teacher  were  fully  dealt  with  in  the  Advisory  Committee’s  handbook 
on  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1934  and  also  on  page  205 
of  the  annual  report  for  1934. 

Unemployable  Blind  Persons  and  their  Sighted  Dependants. — The  Lancashire  County 
Council  has  made  a  declaration  under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  providing  that  all  assistance 
to  necessitous  blind  persons  shall  be  provided  exclusively  by  virtue  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
1920,  and  not  by  way  of  poor  relief. 

Furthermore,  the  functions  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
the  domiciliary  relief  of  the  sighted  dependent  wife  and/or  children  under  16  years  of  age,  of  blind 
persons,  are  discharged  on  behalf  of,  and  subject  to,  the  general  direction  and  control  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  by  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  of  the  Council,  acting  through 
the  Committee  of  the  Council  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. 

The  scheme  for  granting  domiciliary  assistance  to  the  sighted  dependent  wife  and/or  children 
under  16  years  of  age  was  described  in  detail  on  pages  194  and  195  of  the  annual  report  for  1930. 
This  scheme  has  been  amended  and  now  provides  for  3/-  weekly  instead  of  2/-  weekly  for  each 
dependent  child  under  16  years  of  age. 

During  the  year  1935,  2,764  blind  persons  were  classified  as  unemployable,  and  of  this  number 
1,992  were  granted  domiciliary  assistance  under  the  scheme  of  the  County  Council.  During  the 
same  period  131  blind  persons  were  granted  domiciliary  assistance  in  respect  of  their  sighted 
dependants,  the  number  of  sighted  dependants  involved  being  231. 

The  regulations  for  the  provision  of  domiciliary  assistance  to  unemployable  and  other 
necessitous  blind  persons  were  amended  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  amended 
regulations  were  described  in  detail  on  pages  206-209  of  the  annual  report  for  1934. 
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Wireless  Telegraphy  (Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act,  1926. 

A  blind  person  (not  being  resident  in  a  public  or  charitable  institution  or  a  school)  who  produces 
to  the  Postmaster-General  a  certificate  issued  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Council  °f  the  County, 
or  of  the  County  Borough,  in  which  he  is  ordinarily  resident,  that  he  is  registered  as  a  blind  person 
in  the  area  of  the  County  or  of  the  County  Borough,  may  receive  a  wireless  licence  without 
the  payment  of  any  fee. 

All  applications  for  certificates  of  blindness  for  blind  persons  resident  in  the  Administrative 
County  area  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Council.  If  the  applicant  is  certified  by  one  of  the 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920, 
the  required  certificate  is  issued. 

During  the  year  1935,  404  certificates  were  issued. 

If  a  blind  person  who  has  been  provided  by  the  County  Council  with  a  certificate  of  blindness 
for  the  purposes  of  the  above  Act,  dies  or  removes  to  another  address  the  local  Postmaster  is 
notified  accordingly. 


Blind  Old  Age  Pensions  under  Section  1  of  the 
Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. 

The  Minister  of  Health,  after  consulting  with  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
decided  that  as  from  1st  October,  1934,  Pension  Officers  should  send  a  form  of  enquiry  to  the 
appropriate  Registration  Authority  before  reporting  on  a  claim  for  a  blind  pension  in  England 
and  Wales.  This  was  decided  in  order  to  avoid  the  conflicting  decisions  on  the  question  of  blind¬ 
ness  for  the  purposes  of  (a)  Blind  Old  Age  Pensions  under  section  1  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
1920,  and  (b)  the  registration  of  blind  persons  under  schemes  made  by  local  authorities  in  pursuance 
of  section  2  of  that  Act. 

The  Registration  Authority  is  required  to  answer  the  following  questions  in  respect  of  alleged 
blind  persons  who  make  application  for  the  Blind  Old  Age  Pension  : 

(1)  Has  the  claimant  applied  for  registration  as  a  blind  person  ? 

(2)  Has  the  claimant  been  (i)  registered  or  (ii)  refused  registration  ? 

(3)  In  either  case,  was  the  claimant  examined  and  certified  by  a  medical  practitioner 

with  special  experience  in  ophthalmology  ? 

(4)  If  the  answer  to  (3)  is  in  the  negative,  on  what  evidence  was  the  claimant  registered 

or  refused  registration  ? 

During  the  year  1935,  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  Registration  Authority,  completed 
the  necessary  form  of  enquiry  in  respect  of  228  blind  persons. 


SHOPS  ACTS. 

The  Shops  Acts,  1912-1934— The  County  Council  is  the  “  local  authority  ”  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  in  the  County  area,  except  in  the  23  municipal 
boroughs,  9  urban  districts  which  had  a  population  of  over  20,000  at  the  last  published  Census, 
and  as  regards  the  enforcement  of  certain  sanitary  clauses  in  the  1934  Act.  The  power  to  make 
closing  half-holiday  and  other  Orders  is  conferred  on  the  County  Council,  but  these  powers 
have  been  delegated  by  the  County  Council  to  28  of  the  urban  districts,  the  County  Council 
retaining,  in  these  districts,  the  power  of  supervision,  prosecutions,  etc. 

The  present  general  law  relating  to  shops  is  : 

The  Shops  Act,  1912  (except  section  5  (4  &  5),  section  12  (1)  (c)  and  the  Third  Schedule, 

which  were  repealed  in  the  1928  Act). 


The  Shops  Act,  1913. 

The  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928. 

The  Hairdressers’  and  Barbers’  Shops  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1930,  and 
The  Shops  Act,  1934. 

Regulations  in  operation  are  dated  1912  and  1934,  and  there  are  official  memoranda  on  the 
law  relating  to  shops  issued  in  1913,  and  on  the  Shops  Act  of  1934. 

Orders— To  December,  1935,  the  County  Council  had  made  156  Orders  of  various  kinds, 
and  some  78  Orders  had  been  made  by  local  Councils  under  the  powers  delegated  to  them. 
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Applications  for  Orders  in  1935.— During  1935,  applications  were  received  from  two 
Associations  asking  for  Orders  under  section  7  (2)  of  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928, 
applying  to  their  respective  districts,  but,  in  view  of  the  Home  Office  ruling  that  a  local  authority 
has  no  power  to  make  an  Order  under  this  sub-section  applying  to  only  a  part  of  its  area,  the  appli¬ 
cations  were  not  acceded  to. 

An  application  was  also  received  during  1935  from  the  shopkeepers  in  the  Huyton-with-Roby 
Urban  District  dealing  in  tobacco,  cigarettes  and  smokers’  requisites,  asking  for  an  Order  under 
section  3  of  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928,  substituting  later  hours  for  the  general  closing 
hours  fixed  by  the  Act.  The  desired  Order  was  made  on  the  6th  February,  1936. 

Offences. _ Proceedings  were  instituted  in  11  instances  during  1935  ;  fines  were  imposed 

in  5  cases  and  in  5  cases  the  defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  costs.  The  remaining  case  was 
dismissed  without  costs  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act.  A  number  of  minor  offences  were 
met  by  cautions.  Retail  sales  of  garden  produce,  fruit,  flowers,  etc.  from  stalls  or  roadside  premises 
to  passing  motorists  after  the  statutory  closing  hours  again  came  under  observation. 

District  Health  Reports  for  1935. — The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1492  to  local  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  respecting  their  annual  reports  for  the  year  1935  has  been  referred  to  on  page 
7.  From  every  County  district  the  Summary  Form  prepared  in  the  County  Public  Health 
Department  has  been  received,  and  from  the  details  given  therein  much  of  the  information  in 
this  report  has  been  prepared.  At  the  time  of  writing  (mid-August,  1936)  the  annual  reports  of 
the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  three  districts  have  not  been  received,  viz.,  1  municipal  borough 
and  2  urban  districts.  The  Ministry,  in  their  circular,  remind  local  Councils  that  the  value  of 
the  annual  report  to  them  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  area,  as  well  as  to  the  Central  Authorities 
concerned,  is  greatly  reduced  if  the  report  is  not  completed  very  shortly  after  the  end  of  the  period 
to  which  it  relates. 


I  conclude  my  report  for  the  year  1935  by  again  expressing  my  indebtedness  and  thanks  to 
the  district  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  their  sanitary  staffs,  and  other  local  officials,  for  their 
friendly  and  valuable  co-operation  in  the  development  of  an  ever  growing  public  health  service. 
My  thanks  are  also  accorded  to  them  for  supplying  my  department  with  the  statutory  returns, 
statistics,  etc.,  and  also  for  information  outside  their  statutory  obligations.
